On November 13, 1968 we were visited by Mrs. Karin Rundberg, Apt. 2202, 

405 Davis Street, San Francisco, California, at which time she volunteered 
information about her and her husband's experiences with the above referenced 
organization. Mrs. Rundberg stated that both of her sons are presently members 
of the Church of Scientology. She related that her husband, Per Rundberg, and 
she had at one time been members of this organization. Having become dis- ■• 

enchanted with the philosophy of this group they severed their connections 
with the Church of Scientology and in turn were "disconnected" by the organization. 
Mrs. Rundbeig stated that her sons by virture of their membership in this 
organization had "disowned" their parents. 

Mrs. Rundberg said that she had some correspondence as well as 
newspapers and periodicals concerning the Church of Scientology and would 
furnish these to this office after discussing the matter further with her 
husband. Mr. Rundberg later dropped these articles off at this office and 
arrangements were subsequently made to meet with him at his place of employment. 
Design Office, National Park Service, 450 Golden Gate, San Francisco, where 
he is the chief architect. At this meeting with Mr. Rundberg, he confirmed 
some of the details related by his wife and also furnished additional information 
which wan reduced to affidavit form and signed by him. Included in 
Mr. Rundberg's affidavit were statements concerning instructions given by the 
Church of Scientology to hi?,wife concerning the discontinuing of medications 
for a mild case of epilepsy^which she is being treated for under a physician's 
care. An affidavit was prepared and signed by Mrs. Rundberg covering this 
episode and her experiences with the Church of Scientology. 

During the time we were prepar ing an affidavit for Mrs. Rundberg's 
signature, she received correspondence from an acquaintance in En g l a n d and 
from her older son Thomas indicating that he was returning to Los Angeles 
from St. Hill, England, and was preparing to make reconciliation with his 
parents. Mrs. Rundberg was subsequently contacted by a Mr. Leif Magnusson 
who claimed that he was a member of the Church of Scientology and an acquaintance 
of their son. Mr. Magnusson was offering to act as a "go between" in arranging 
for their reinstatement in the Church of Scientology as well as the reconciliation 
with their son Thomas. Mr. Rundberg later refused any assistance form 
Mr. Magnusson. 



, '• • ’’ \ . 
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During his conversation with Mrs, Rundberg, Mr. Magnusson reportedly- 
told her that two former instructors at the local Church of Scientology had 
been declared "suppressors" and reportedly were "excommunicated" from the 
organization. One of the individuals was identified.as Irene Grainger with 
whom both individuals had direct contact. The whereabouts of Miss Grainger 
is unknown by the Rundberg's. The other individual "disconnected" by the 
organization was identified as Mr. Art McWade who is a hairdresser and is 
located here in San Francisco. There is the possibility that either or 
both of these individuals would be willing to discuss the operations of the 
Church of Scientology with us. It was Mr. and Mrs. Rundberg's opinion, 
however, that these two individuals are so involved in this organization, ! 
that they will probably be placed back in good standing and resume their 
connections with the Church of Scientology. 

It has also recently come to light, that the son of one of the 
San Francisco District analyst, Mr. Anthony Daly, is on the mailing list 
for the Church of Scientology and had been sent several pieces of their 
literature. This literature had been intercepted by Mr. Daly and was 
furnished to this office. One of the pieces of the literature included 
an address correction form. The analyst, Tony Daly, has been asked to 
return this but to correct the name to his. 

We are furnishing you with photo copies of the affidavits and 
various pieces of literatures. We will retain the originals here in the 
District file unless instructed otherwise.

At some time in 1967 Doth of my sons, Thomas and Peter, 
became' affiliated with an organization known as the Church of Scientology 
with offices located at 3^-7 Stockton Street, San Francisco, California. 

Soma time in 1967 my younger son, Peter, invited both my husband and 
myself to take instructions from the Church of Scientology. I attended 
a series of lectures with my husband at the Church of Scientology 
headquarters on Stockton Street, San Francisco, California. The first 
series of these lectures were free and dealt with the general purposes 
and philosophy of the Church of Scientology. The next series of lectures 
attended were devotedto the subject of "Communications." ■ A third series 
of lectures was also attended by my husband and myself and dealt with 
the subject of "Health." A fee was charged for the latter two series of 
lectures which were paid by my husband. 

The series of lectures on "Health" were delivered by 
Mrs. Irene Grainger. The subject of these health lectures was devoted 
to the treatment of various illnesses by "auditing." It was explained 
during the lectures that the E-Meter was an integral part of the "auditing" 
process. Statements made during these series of lectures implied that 
ninety percent (90/$) of all illnesses were of psychosomatic origin and 
could be treated by "auditing." I was told in my specific case, that in 
order to proceed further in the organization, I would have to discontinue 
talcing medication for a mild case of epilepsy. I was then and am now 
under the care of Dr. Donald Macrae of the University of California 
Medical Center, Parnassus and Third Avenue, San Francisco, California 
9^122, who had prescribed the medication for me. Mrs. Grainger told me 
the source of my problems with epilepsy could be determined and cured 
through "auditing." Once the source of the problem was determined, I 
could advise this person and "disconnect" from him or her which would 
result in a cure.

Not many'modern religions can claim 
.the distinction of being denounced by 
a major European government as "so¬ 
cially harmful ... a potential menace 
to the personality” and “a serious dan¬ 
ger to health.” Yet those were the words 
chosen by Britain's Health Minister 
Kenneth Robinson when he took the 
iloor of the Commons last month to cen¬ 
sure the little-known and less under¬ 
stood Church of Scientology. 

Dreamed up by L. Ron Hubbard, a 
onetime science-fiction writer, Scientol¬ 
ogy originally surfaced as “Dianetics,” 
a pseudopsychological fad that flour¬ 
ished briefly in America in the early 
1950s. Dianetics purported to be a quick 
way to mental health that could clear 
the mind of “engrams,” the mental 
quirks that. Hubbard alleged, were the 
cause of all psychic problems. 

High Salvation. Though Hubbard 
claimed near-miraculous results in ria- 
..-Mng man of his neuroses, professional 
l -j/jychologists condemned Dianetics as 
. amateurish and potentially dangerous 
meddling with serious mental problems. 
Undismayed, Hubbard in 1952 an¬ 
nounced the birth of the Church of 
Scientology, an “applied religious phi¬ 
losophy" which retained most of the 
basic features of Dianetics. Incorpo¬ 
ration as a church offered several built- 
in advantages—notably tax exemption. 

As Hubbard blandly explains it, 
Scientology offers nothing less than “a 
philosophy by which a person can live, 
can work, and can become better.” The 
philosophy that Scientologists are 
taught is billed as a sort of religion of re¬ 
ligions, combining parts of Hindu Veda 
and Dharma. Taoism. Old Testament 
wisdom, Buddhist principles of broth¬ 
erly love and compassion, the early 
. "geeks, Lucretius, Spinoza, Nietzsche, 
V././'iopenhauer, Spencer and Freud. Yet 
fundamental religious doctrines—the 
existence of God, tor example—play 
r.o real part in the philosophy of Scien¬ 
tology. which is concerned solely with 
the here and now and is based on the 
twin principles that "man is basically 
good" and that "the spirit alone may 
save or heal the body." 

The cost of salvation is high. While 
the .oductory lesson is only SI5, it 
can cost as much as $5,000 to com¬ 
plete the entire Scientology course. “It's 
the only church I've ever seen with a 
cashier's booth.” says a secretary from 
Texas who quit after one session. Those 
seeking spiritual release must pass 
through five levels of liberation; in ad¬ 
dition to lectures on the glories of 
Scientology, initiates must answer a 
long series of questions, often highly 
personal, while clutching two tin cans 
wired to an "E-metcr,” an electrical gad¬ 
get reputed to be also capable of com¬ 
municating with inanimate objects (in 
one such experiment Hubbard was in 
■ touch with tomatoes). By watching the 
fluctuations of a needle, Scientologist 


"auditors" can supposedly discern when 
a student has become "clear" and has at¬ 
tained "total awareness and freedom.” 
Students attempting to drop out before 
becoming "clear" have been subjected 
to hard-sell pitches advising them not 
to do so. 

Blue Crew. Scientology today has 
22 headquarters in six countries and 
claims to have a membership in the 
thousands. In the U.S., where it op¬ 
erates ten "churches," it scents to have 
a strong appeal for hippies. Though 
Hubbard "retired” two years ago, when 
he sold the good will of his name to 
the movement for $240,000, he keeps 
in touch by Telex with international 
headquarters in Britain. 

Just two weeks ago, he forgave the or¬ 
ganization a $13 million debt that he 
says it owed him for services rendered—

an understandable act of charity con¬ 
sidering that he has boasted to rriends 
of having $7,000,000 stashed away in 
two numbered Swiss bank accounts. 
And he continued to tloat about the 
Mediterranean on his yacht, a 3,300- 
ton former channel steamer that is man¬ 
ned by some 200 blue-uniformed crew¬ 
men and students. 

Public attention usually does Scien¬ 
tology more harm than good. In Aus¬ 
tralia. a 1965 government inquiry 


branded Hubbard a "fraud” and Scien¬ 
tology "evil, fantastic and impossible, 
its principles perverted and ill-founded, 
its techniques debased and harmiul.”

A Farewell to Scientology? 

• H It was a far-out book even for a scienee- 
rfictioa writer, but "Dianetics: The Mod¬ 
ern Science of Mental Health” was a run¬ 
away best seller' within mouths of its 
. publication in 1330. An obscure author 
named Lafayette Ron Hubbard took on¬ 
ly 60 days to write it; the learned jour¬ 
nals of psychology, psychiatry and medi¬ 
cine all ignored it, and after a few 
montiis of heavy sales the book itself be¬ 
gan to fade from the best-selling charts. 
But-“Dianetics" had planted the seed for 
the cult of Scientology, which, after more 
than a decade of relative obscurity in 
the United States, has sprouted up across 
the Atlantic, complete with its “E-meters”' 
(a device which purports to gauge an 
individual's mental state) and group eon- 
tessionals. Now the British Government 
has announced abruptly that it will no' 
-longer grant entry to visiting students or 
. eachers of Scientology, declaring “its 
authoritarian principles ... a potential ’ 
menace to the personality and well¬ 
being of those so deluded as to become 
its followers.” A number of factors in¬ 
fluenced the British Government's de¬ 
cision to clamp down on the cult, 
which has established its headquarters 
at Saint Hill Manor, 31 miles from Lon¬ 
don: included were the cult’s "tech-

nology of the human spirit” and its 
rejection of psychiatry and other scientif¬ 
ically endorsed approaches to mental- 
health problems. 

Hubbard himself took the British ban 
in stride, hie was relaxing on his 3,300- 
ton yacht, Royal Scotman, anchored off 
the coast or Bizerte, Tunisia, just long 
enough for an interview with a London 
Daily Mail reporter. Hubbard appeared 
unconcerned by London’s crackdown. 
He sought to put down reports that he

On November the 8th a woman who identified herself as Mrs. Picard, 
with Telephone Number 899-2240, Waltham, Mass, called Acting Food 
and Drug Officer Turner. Mrs. Picard said, according to Turner's 
account, that she has a son recently returned from South Viet Nam 
who suffered brain damage over there and is currently emotionally 
troubled. This son had come into contact with a "Scientology" 
group in Boston who wanted him to sign some papers which would 
obligate him for the payment of about $5,000 for "treatment" of 
his mental disturbance. Her son had already paid $20.00 to those 
people and was, she felt, on the verge of signing the papers they 
wanted him to sign. She wanted to know if we, FDA, had any information 
about that group and if we didn't, could we investigate it; is it 
a group "authorized" to give treatments for mental disturbances? 

She didn't want her son bilked out of $5,000 but more than that, she 
was very much afraid that he might get the wrong kind of treatment 
from that group which could make him worse.

Supervisory Inspector 
Doyle Smith remembered that Food and Drug Officer Eberline of New 
York District had participated to some extent in that investigation. 

Mr. Turner came to me with that information and after some discussion 
we decided that we would attempt to interview Mrs. Picard and her son 
on the next Tuesday, being prepared to refer her to the Fraud Division 
in the State Attorney's Office, if that should appear to be the best 
course for her to follow. 

Mrs. Picard call the office early on the morning of the 12th and told 
the receptionist that nobody from here would need to call her since 
what she had talked about to somebody here "was all settled." 

I then called Mrs. Picard to obtain whatever additional information I 
could and to tell her that we would still like to come out and talk to 
her and her son. She said that she particularly didn't want us to 
try to contact her son in any way because she was very much afraid that 
they"might lose him" if we did; that her son had agreed to go somewhere 
else for treatment and not to contact the Scientology people again for 
at least 30 days, other than that, some man who identified himself as 
an attorney for the group had called her and told her that they didn't 
know her son was suffering from "brain damage;" that they could not do 
anything for him and would return the $20.00 he had already paid. 

In further discussion with Mrs. Picard and after essentially promising 
her that we would not try to contact her son without her approval, she 
gave me the address of Scientology of Boston, and left the telephone 
for three or four minutes to obtain some promotional material regarding 
the VE Hubbard Meter, which was in the other material that her son had 
regarding Scientology. She read a little from this "booklet" as she 
described it. I don't remember what she read, but it was enough for 
me to be sure that it would misbrand the device. She also quoted the 
figure $135.00 as the cost of the device, apparently taking that from 
the booklet she was looking at. 

I didn't request Mrs, Picard's address from her. The telephone number 
which she furnished is listed for Eugene S. Picard, 95 Totten Pond Road, 
Waltham, Mass. 
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Knowing that there is a Scientology of Boston at 739 Boylston Street, 
and that there is some printed promotional material regarding the 
VE Hubbard Meter available to its operators, enhanced the interest 
with which we read the article about Scientology in the Life Magazine 
of November 15. Assuming that the article in Life Magazine was a 
fairly accurate account of the experiences its author had with 
Scientology, I believe there is a good chance that the inspector we 
have in mind for the investigation could get to the second or third 
level without their discovery of his occupation. The chance that he 
could get much further would probably not be too good. I doubt that 
the group is pushing the sale of their VE Meter, would guess that an 
individual would have to reach the level at which they would be 
qualified to interview customers themselves before they would be permitted 
to buy one. I also doubt that there will be any printed promotional 
material regarding that Meter lying around readily available to people 
coming in for interviews. I would guess that the promotional material 
which Mrs. Picard's son had was given to him by one of the hard-sell 
members of the group who had him so close, apparently, to sign him up 
for $5,000 worth of treatments. 

X don't know whether our inspector could come up with anything in as far 
as he can get in an investigation which could be used as evidence of 
violation of our laws. However, I would send him in on a purely 
surveillance basis unless, (1) General Counsel feels that the status 
of our proceedings against a Scientology operation in another district 
precludes our taking any chance of their discovery of an inspector 
posing as a customer, or (2) the Administration is in possession of all 
of the information it needs regarding the current operations of the 
Scientology people. 

Our inspector could, of course, buy one of the VE Meters if it should be 
offered for sale to him with misbranding literature. He might uncover 
some dissatisfied client who had purchased the device and might be willing 
to testify regarding the concerned group's operations. Those are two 
of among a number of possibilities.

My Philosophy 

by L. Ron Hubbard 

The subject of philosophy is very ancient. The word means: ‘The love, 
study or pursuit of wisdom, or of knowledge of things and their causes, 
whether theoretical or practical.' 

All we know of science or of religion comes from philosophy. It lies 
behind and above all other knowledge we have or use. 

For long regarded as a subject reserved for halls of learning and the 
intellectual, the subject, to a remarkable degree, has been denied the 
man in the street. 

Surrounded by protective coatings of impenetrable scholarliness, 
philosophy has been reserved to the privileged few. 

The first principle of my own philosophy is that wisdom is meant for 
anyone who wishes to reach for it. It is the servant of the commoner 
and king alike and should never be regarded with awe. 

Selfish scholars seldom forgive anyone who seeks to break down the 
walls of mystery and let the people in. Will Durant, the modern American 
philosopher, was relegated to the scrap heap by his fellow scholars 
when he wrote a popular book on the subject, ‘The Outline of Philo¬ 
sophy'. Thus brick bats come the way of any who seek to bring wisdom 
to the people over the objections of the ‘inner circle'. 

The second principle of my own philosophy is that it must be capable 
of being applied. 

Learning locked in mildewed books is of little use to anyone and 
therefore of no value unless it can be used. 

The third principle is that any philosophic knowledge is only valuable 
if it is true or if it works. 

These three principles are so strange to the field of philosophy, that I 
have given my philosophy a name: SCIENTOLOGY. This means only 
‘knowing how to know’. 

A philosophy can only be a route to knowledge. It cannot be crammed 
down one's throat. If one has a route, he can then find what is true for 
him. And that is Scientology. 

Know Thyself... and the truth shall set you free. 

Therefore, in Scientology, we are not concerned with individual 
actions and differences. We are only concerned with how to show Man 
how he can set himself free. 

This, of course, is not very popular with those who depend upon the 
slavery of others for their living or power. But it happens to be the only 
way I have found that really improves an individual's life. 

Suppression and oppression are the basic causes of depression. 
If you relieve those a person can lift his head, become well, become 
happy with life. 
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And though It may be unpopular with the slave master, it Is very 
popular with the people. 

Common man likes to be happy and well. He likes to be able to 
understand things, and he knows his route to freedom lies through 
knowledge. 

Therefore, for 15 years I have had Mankind knocking on my door. 

It has not mattered where I have lived or how remote, since I first 
published a book on the subject, my life has no longer been my own. 

I like to help others and count it as my greatest pleasure in life to see 
a person free himself of the shadows which darken his days. 

These shadows look so thick to him and weigh him down so that 
when he finds they are shadows and that he can see through them, 
walk through them and be again in the sun, he is enormously delighted. 
And I am afraid I am just as delighted as he is. 

I have seen much human misery. As a very young man I wandered 
through Asia and saw the agony and misery of overpopulated and 
underdeveloped lands. I have seen people uncaring and stepping over 
dying men in the streets. I have seen children less than rags and bones. 
And amongst this poverty and degradation I found holy places where 
wisdom was great, but where it was carefully hidden and given out only 
as superstition. Later, in Western universities, I saw Man obsessed 
with materiality and with all his cunning, I saw him hide what little 
wisdom he really had in forbidding halls and make it inaccessible to the 
common and less favoured man. I have been through a terrible war and 
saw its terror and pain uneased by a single word of decency or humanity. 

I have lived no cloistered life and hold in contempt the wise man who 
has not lived and the scholar who will not share. 

There have been many wiser men than I, but few have travelled as 
much road. 

I have seen life from the top down and the bottom up. I know how it 
looks both ways. And I know there is wisdom and that there is hope. 

Blinded with injured optic nerves, and lame with physical injuries to 
hip and back, at the end of World War II, I faced an almost non-existent 
future. My Service record states: 'This officer has no neurotic or 
psychotic tendencies of any kind whatsoever', but it also states 
‘permanently disabled physically'. 

And so there came a further blow ... I was abandoned by family and 
friends as a supposedly hopeless cripple and a probable burden upon 
them for the rest of my days. I yet worked my way back to fitness and 
strength in less than two years, using only what I know and could 
determine about Man and his relationship to the universe. I had no one 
to help me; what I had to know 1 had to find out. And it's quite a trick 
studying when you cannot see. 

I became used to being told it was all impossible, that there was no 
way, no hope. Yet I came to see again and walk again, and I built an 
entirely new life. It is a happy life, a busy one and I hope a useful one. 
My only moments of sadness are those which come when bigoted men 
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lell others all is bad and there is no route anywhere, no hope anywhere, 
nothing but sadness and sameness and desolation, and that every 
effort to help others is false. I know it is not true. 

So my own philosophy is that one should share what wisdom he has, 
one should help others to help themselves, and one should keep going 
despite heavy weatherfor there Is always a calm ahead. One should also 
ignore catcalls from the selfish intellectual who cries: 'Don't expose the 
mystery. Keep it all for ourselves. The people cannot understand.’ 

But as I have never seen wisdom do any good kept to oneself, and as 
I like to see others happy, and as I find the vast majority of the people 
can and do understand, I will keep on writing and working and teaching 
so long as I exist. 

For 1 know no man who has any monopoly upon the wisdom of this 
universe. It belongs to those who can use it to help themselves and 
others. 

If things were a little better known and understood, we would all lead 
happier lives. 

And there is a way to know them and there Is a way to freedom. 

The old must give way to the new, falsehood must become exposed 
by truth, and truth, though fought, always in the end prevails. 




What is Greatness?

The hardest task one can have is to continue to love one's fellows 
despite all reasons he should not. 

And the true sign of sanity and greatness Is to so continue. 

For the one who can achieve this, there is abundant hope. For those 
who cannot, there is only sorrow, hatred and despair, and these are not 
the things of which greatness, or sanity, or happiness are made. 

A primary trap is to succumb to invitations to hate. There are those 
wtio appoint one their executioners. Sometimes for the sake of the 
safety of others, It is necessary to act, but it is not necessary also to 
hate them. 

To do one's task without becoming furious at others who seek to 
prevent one is a mark of greatness - and sanity. And only then can one 
be happy. 

Seeking to achieve any single desirable quality In life is a noble thing. 
The one most difficult and most necessary to achieve is to love one's 
fellows despite all invitations to do otherwise. 

ilf there Is any saintly quality, it Is not to forgive. ‘Forgiveness’ is a 
much lower level action and is rather censorious. 

True greatness merely refuses to change in the face of bad actions 
against one-and a truly great person loves his fellows because he 
understands them. 

After all, they are all in the same trap. Some are oblivious of it, some 
have gone mad because of it, some act like those who betrayed them. 
But all, all are in the same trap-the generals, the street sweepers, the 
presidents, the insane. They act the way they do because they are all 
subject to the same cruel pressures of this universe. 

Some of us are subject to those pressures and still go on doing our 
Jobs. Others have long since succumbed and rave and torture and strut 
like the demented souls they are. 

To re-save some of them Is a dangerous undertaking. Were you to 
approach many ruling heads In the world and offer to set them free 
(as only a Scientologist can) they would go beserk, cry up their private 
police and generally cause unpleasantness. Indeed, one did-he was 
later assassinated by no desire of ours but because of the incompetence 
of his own fellows about him. He could have used Scientology. Instead, 
he promptly tried to shoot It down by ordering raids and various beserk 
actions on Scientology organizations. That he was then shot had 
nothing to do with us, but only demonstrated how Incompetent and how 
mortal he really was. 

As we become stronger, we can be completely openhanded with our 
help. Until we do, we can at least understand the one fact that greatness 
does not stem from savage wars or being "known." It stems from being 


true to one's own decency, from going on helping others whatever they 
do or think or say and despite al! savage acts against one; to presevere 
without changing one’s basic attitude toward Man. 

A fully trained Scientologist is in a far better position to understand 
than a partly trained one. For the Scientologist who really knows is able 
not only to retain confidence in himself and what he can do, but also can 
understand why others do what they do and so knowing, does not 
. become baffled or dismayed by small defeats. To that degree, true 
greatness depends on total wisdom. They act as they do because they 
are what they are-trapped beings, crushed beneath an intolerable 
burden. And if they have gone mad because of it and command the 
devastation of whole nations in errors of explanation, still one can 
understand why and can understand as well the extent of their madness. 
Why should one change and begin to hafe just because others have lost 
themselves and their own destinies are too cruel for them to face. 

1 Justice, mercy, forgiveness, all are unimportant beside the ability 
not to change because of provocation or demands to do so. 

One must act, one must preserve order and decency, but one need 
not hate or seek vengeance. 

It is true that beings are frail and commit wrongs. Man is basically 
good but can act badly. 

He only acts badly when his acts, done for order and the safety of 
others, are done with hatred. Or when his disciplines are founded only 
upon safety for himself regardless of ail others; or worse, when he acts 
only out of a taste for cruelty. 

To preserve no order at all is an insane act. One need only look at the 
possessions and environment of the insane to realise this. The able 
keep good order. 

When cruelty in the name of discipline dominates a race, that race 
has been taught to hate. And that race is doomed. 

The real lesson is to learn to love. 

He who would walk scatheless through his day must learn this. 

(Ww Never use what is done to one as a basis for hatred. Never desire 

~s> 

revenge. 

It requires real strength to love Man. And to love him despite all 
invitations to do otherwise, all provocations and all reasons why one 
should not. 

Happiness and strength endure only in the absence of hate. To hate 
alone is the road to disaster. To love is the road to strength. To love in 
spite of all is the secret of greatness. And may very well be the greatest 
secret in this universe. 
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Personal Freedom 


The basic purpose of Scientology is the attainment of personal freedom. 

In Scientology there is proof that man Is a Spiritual being who has 
become enslaved by what we call his ‘reactive* mind. He thinks he is 
entrapped by his environment but, in fact, he Is trapped by his own 

thoughts and considerations about the environment. He does not have 

to be a slave either of 'unconscious motivation', or his environment. 

Wan has become a slave to considerations - considerations about 
religions, about what is ‘right’ or ‘wrong’, what Is ‘good' or ’bad’; about 
social, personal, and political conventions - sex, and marriage-work, 
and even play.

The action of asking a preclear a question (which he can understand 
and answer), getting an answer to that question and acknowledging 
him for that answer. 

Auditor: A listener or one who listens carefully to what people have to 
say. An auditor is a person trained and qualified in applying Scien- ^ 
tology processes to others for their betterment. 

Beingness: The assumption or choosing of a category of identity. 
Beingness is assumed by oneself or given to oneself, or is attained. 
Examples of beingness would be one's own name, one’s profession, 
one's physical characteristics, one's role in a game - each and all of 
these things could be called one’s beingness. TO GRANT BEING¬ 
NESS means to grant life to something: to permit or allow other people 
to have beingness. 

Clear: A person who has completed Grade VII by erasing his whole 
bank. He no longer has a Reactive Mind or time track, and he is again 
wholly himself and can follow his own basic purposes. (This is a much 
higher state of beingness than has ever before been Imagined by Man.) 
Communication: The interchange of ideas or objects between two 
people or terminals. More precisely, the definition of communication 
is: Cause, Distance, Effect with Intention and Attention and a dupli¬ 
cation at Effect of what emanates from Cause. (The ability to communi¬ 
cate is the key to success in life - therefore, this definition should be 
studied thoroughly and understood. Read Dianetics ’55 for a full 
practical treatise of communication.) 

Confusion : Any Jumble of things, communications, actions, thoughts, 
etc., that don't apparently make sense. More broadly a confusion is 
random motion. 

Gradient: A gradual approach to something, taken step by step, level 
by level; each step or level being of itself easily surmountable so that, 
finally, quite complicated and difficult activities or high states of being 
can be achieved with relative ease. This principle is applied to both 
Scientology processing and training. 

Level of Awareness: That of which a being is aware. (This can be 
established by finding which general condition of existence he is most 
aware of, as shown and plotted in the awareness characteristics 
column of the Classification, Gradation and Awareness Chart.) 

Mind: A control system between thethetan and the physical universe. 

The mind is not the brain. 
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Problem: Anything which has opposing sides of equal force; especi¬ 
ally postulate counter-postulate, intention counter-intention or idea 
counter-idea. 

Process : A set of questions asked by an auditor to help a person find 
out things about himself or life. More fully, a process is a patterned 
action, done by the auditor and preclear under the auditor's direction, 
which is invariable and unchanging, composed of certain steps or 
actions calculated to release or free a thetan. There are many processes 
and these are aligned with the levels taught to students and with grades 
as applied to preclears, all of which lead the student or the preclear 
gradiently to higher understanding and awareness. Any single process 
is run only so long as it produces change and no longer. 

Psychotic: Term which refers to the condition a person is in who is 
fighting or is accompanied by invisible or long dead enemies and 
associations. Psychotic and suppressive are synonymous (the same). 
Reactive Mind: That portion of a person's mind which works on a 
stimulus-response basis (given a certain stimulus, it gives a certain 
response) which is not under his volitional control and which exerts 
force and the power of command over his awareness, purposes, 
thoughts, body and actions. It consists of GPMs, engrams, second¬ 
aries and locks. 

Release: A person whose Reactive Mind is keyed out and is not in¬ 
fluencing him. There are eight grades of Release - they are, from the 
lowest to the highest, Grade 0- Communications Release, Grade I - 
Problems Release, Grade il - Relief Release, Grade III - Freedom 
Release, Grade IV - Ability Release, Grade V - Power Release, Grade 
VA - Power Plus Release, Grade VI - Whole Track Release. Each is a 
distinct and definite step toward greater levels of awareness and 
ability. 

Responsibility: The concept of being able to care for, to reach or to 
be; the ability and willingness to be cause. To accept responsibility for 
something is to accept that one operated as cause in the matter. It 
should be clearly distinguished from such lower level considerations as 
blame or praise which include the further evaluation of the goodness or 
badness of the thing caused. 

Sanity: The ability to evaluate importances in life. 

Scientology: An applied philosophy dealing with the study of know¬ 
ledge which, through the application of its technology can bring about 
desirable changes in the conditions of life. (Taken from the Latin word 
SCIO-knowing in the fullest sense of the word, and the Greek word 
LOGOS - to study). 

Scientologist: One who knows he has found the way to a better life 
through Scientology and who, through Scientology books, tapes, 
training and processing, is actively attaining it. 

Technology: The methods of application of an art or science as 
opposed to mere knowledge of the science or art itself.

Buddhism was developed In a very formal 
state, but had existed long before, by Gautama 
Slddhartha. who was known os the Buddha. 

A Budcfea Is one who has attained total 
koowlngoess or total freedom. That was 625 B.C. 
Buddhism was altered when it went up into Tibet 


and became Lama ism. Many other branches and 
sects spread from that particular information. 

But it had the idea of freedom. It attempted to 
answer the question of the hereafter. It did, and 
attempted to do, a great many things. Now there has 
not actually been any declared effort In the direction of 
total information and irteltigence on the subject of Man 
since thjtt time. And that was practically twenty-five 
hundred years ago'. 

For our own understanding we should realize that in 
Scientology we’ve embarked upon something which has 
not been embarked upon for twenty-five hundred years.' 
And that gives It a tremendous significance. Tt isn’t 
that what we’re doing Is as important as Buddhism.

M'eddiing with Minds 

Not many modern religions can claim 
the distinction of being denounced by 
a major European, government as "so¬ 
cially harmful ... a potential menace 
to the personality" and "a serious dan¬ 
ger to health.” Yet those were the words 
chosen by Britain's Health Minister 
Kenneth Robinson when he took the 
ftoor of the Commons last month to cen¬ 
sure the little-known ar.d less under¬ 
stood Church of Scientology. 

Dreamed up by L. Ron Hubbard, a • 
onetime science-fiction writer, Scientol- 
• ogv originally surfaced as “Dianetics,” 
a pseudopsychologicai fad that flour¬ 
ished briefly in America in the early 
1950s. Dianetics purported to be a quick 
'way to mental health that could clear 
the mind of “engrams,” the mental 
quirks that. Hubbard alleged, were the 
cause of all psychic problems. 

Hich Salvcfion. Though Hubbard 
claimed near-miraculous results in rid-. 
.Ming man of his neuroses, professional 
( • -gchologists condemned Dianetics as 
.''•amateurish and potentially dangerous 
meddling with serious mental problems. 
Undismayed. Hubbard in 1952 an¬ 
nounced the birth of the Church of 
Scientology, an “applied religious phi¬ 
losophy" which retained most of the 
basic features of Dianetics. incorpo¬ 
ration as a church offered several built- 
in advantages—notably tax exemption. 

As Hubbard blandly explains it, 
Scientology offers nothing less than ‘‘a 
philosophy by which a person can live, 
can work, and can become better,” The 
philosophy that Scientologists arc 
taught is billed as a sort of rciigion of re¬ 
ligions, combining parts of Hindu Veda 
and Dharma. Taoism, Old Testament 
wisdom, Buddhist principles of broth¬ 
erly love and compassion, the early 
/-•-eeks, Lucretius, Spinoza, Nietzsche, 

. -openhauer, Spencer and Freud. Yet 
fundamental religious doctrines—the 
existence of God, for example—play 
no real part in the philosophy of Scien¬ 
tology. which is concerned solely with 
the hero and now and is based on the 
twin principles that "man is basically 
good" and that "the spirit alone may 
save or heal the body.” 

The cost of salvation is high. While 
the introductory lesson is only $15. ic 
can cost as much as S5.000 to com¬ 
plete the entire Scientology course. “!t‘s 
the only church I’ve ever seen with a 
cashier's booth.” says a secretary from 
Texas who quit after one session. Those 
seeking spiritual release must pass 
through five levels of ’liberation; in ad¬ 
dition to lectures on the glories of 
Scientology, initiates must answer a 
long series of questions, often highly 
personal, while clutching two tin cans 
wired to an "E-meter,” an electrical gad¬ 
get reputed to be also capable of com¬ 
municating with inanimate objects (in 
one such experiment Hubbard was in 
touch with tomatoes). By watching the 
fluctuations of a needle. Scientologist 


"auditors" can supposedly discern when 
a student has become "clear and has at¬ 
tained "total awareness and trccdom.’ 
Students attempting to drop out before 
becoming “clear” have been- subjected 
to hard-sell pitches advising them not 
to do so. 

Blue Crew. Scientology today has 
22 headquarters in six countries and 
claims to have a membership in the 
thousands. In the U.S., where it op¬ 
erates ten "churches,” it seems to have 
a strong appeal for hippies. Though 
Hubbard "retired" two years ago, when 
he sold the good will of his name to 
the movement for $240,000, he keeps 
in touch by Telex with international 
headquarters in Britain. 

Just two weeks ago, he forgave the or¬ 
ganization a S13 million debt tr.r.t he 
says it owed him for services rendered—

an understandable act of charity con¬ 
sidering that he has boasted to friends 
of having S7,000.000 stashed away in 
two numbered Swiss bank accounts. 
And he continued to float about tee 
Mediterranean on his yacht, a 3,300- 
ton former channel steamer that is man¬ 
ned by some 200 blue-uniformed crew¬ 
men and students. 

Public attention usually does Scien¬ 
tology more harm than good. In Aus¬ 
tralia. a 1965 government inquiry 
branded Hubbard a "fraud" and Scien¬ 
tology “evil, fantastic and impossible, 
its principles perverted and ill-founded, 
its techniques debased and harmtul.” 
In 1963. the U.S. Federal Drug Ad¬ 
ministration raided the cult's church ;n 
Washington. U.C., and seized all its E- 
meters on the grounds that Scientology 
falsely promised the cure of "neuroses, 
psychoses, schizophrenia and ail psy¬ 
chosomatic illnesses.” Last week tr.e 
British Home Office announced that 
Scientologists planning to arrive in En¬ 
gland this week for their international 
congress will not be allowed to enter 
the country.

A Farewell to Scientology? 

It was a far-out book even for a science- 
•fiction writer, but "Dianctics: The Mod¬ 
ern Science of Mental Health" was a run : 
away best seller within months of its 
publication in 1950. An obscure author 
named Lafayette Lon Hubbard took on¬ 
ly 60 days to write it; the learned jour¬ 
nals of psychology, psychiatry and medi¬ 
cine all .ignored it, and after a few 
months of heavy sales the book itself be¬ 
gan to fade from the best-selling charts. 
But-“Dianetics" had planted the seed for 
the cult of Scientology, which, after more 
than a decade of relative obscurity in 
the United States, has sprouted up across 
the Atlantic, complete with its “E-meters” 
(a device which purports to gauge an 
individual's mental state) and group con- 
lessionals. Now the British Government 
has announced abruptly that it will no' 
longer grant entry to visiting students or 
eachers of Scientology, declaring “its 
authoritarian principles ... a potential 
menace to the personality and well¬ 
being of those so deluded as to become 
its followers.' A number of factors in- 
Suenced the British Government’s de¬ 
cision to clamp down on the cult, 
which has established its headquarters 
at Saint Hill Manor, 31 miles from Lon¬ 
don; included were the cult’s “tech-

rejection of psychiatry and other scientif¬ 
ically endorsed approaches to mental- 
health problems. 

Hubbard himself took the British ban 
.in stride. He was relaxing on his 3,300- 
ton yacht, Royal Scotman, anchored off 
the coast of Bizerce, Tunisia, just long 
enough for an interview with a London 
Daily Mail reporter. Hubbard appeared 
unconcerned by London’s crackdown. 
He sought to put down reports mat he

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EXPANSION AT SAINT HILL 


It was in 1959 that Saint Hill Manor was acquired by 
Ron. It is a grand building nestling on the side of the hill 
and is surrounded by some 57 acres of its own beautiful 
grounds comprising parkland, meadows, woods, shrub¬ 
beries, swimming pool and tennis courts. In addition, there 
is a lake covering an area of five acres. The whole is set in 
the delightful County of Sussex, renowned for its lush green 
grass downs and the Ashdown Forest. Ron wanted a nice 
quiet place where he could carry on with his researches and 
investigate the behaviour of plants. In this latter con¬ 
nection, he equipped greenhouses, etc. and carried out 
innumerable experiments. These were watched with great 
interest by the horticultural fraternity and were commented 
on extensively in several horticultural publications. 

However, it was not long before Scientologists started to 
‘knock on the door’ and in 1960 an ACC (Advanced 
Clinical Course) was arranged and attended by 72 Scientolo¬ 
gists. In April, 1961, the doors of the Manor were opened to 
admit the Saint Hill Special Briefing Course. 

The first students arrived before the appropriate accom¬ 
modation in the basement had been fully prepared so for the 
first few weeks some of the spare bedrooms on the top floor 
were allocated. Very soon, the rooms in the basement were 
ready so officially the course moved in. However, such was 
the growth that the rooms at the top of the Manor had to 
be continued in service. 

This was not sufficient, and in 1962, the Chapel was built 
on the existing foundations of an old building. About the 
same time, a greenhouse was converted into a substantial 
building which is called the Pavilion. The Chapel was 
primarily designed as a lecture room and it served this 
purpose very well and, at the same time, has been an ex¬ 
tremely pleasant class room, well known to hundreds of 
students who have attended the Saint Hill Special Briefing 
Course. 

Scientology auditors who are already professionals 
(HPA Class III), travel thousands of miles, in many cases, for 
the opportunity to study and apply Scientology to achieve 
the very high degree of skill expected of Saint Hill Special 
Briefing Course Graduates. The Saint Hill Special Briefing 
Course produces superior auditors and superior Scientolo¬ 
gists — Saint Hill trained professionals. 

In April, 1965, a new Grade of processing became 
available in the newly formed Saint Hill Hubbard Guidance 
Centre — Power Processing. Scientologists Hocked to Saint 
Hill for Power Processing. 

The advent of Power Processing heralded a completely 
new, higher level of training at Saint Hill — the Class VII 
internship. Class VI graduates, recommended for higher 
training, were invited to sign a contract with an Organiza¬ 


tion and become Class VII Auditors. Class VII Auditors 
are the only auditors permitted to run Power Processes, and 
as such, their value is immense because of the importance of 
their contribution. Every person, on his or her route to Clear, 
must become a Power Release. 

With the growth of Power Processing and Intern training, 
even more space was required and so great was the demand 
that temporary wooden buildings had to be erected and 
work started on a more permanent building now affection¬ 
ately known as the Castle, because of its design and appear¬ 
ance. In all the building operations, Ron has been the 
architect, with the result that the buildings are very comfort¬ 
able, yet economical, in the use of space. 

On the 5th September, 1965, L. Ron Hubbard announced _ 
the end of researches on the state of Clear and invite 
applicants for the Clearing Course. 18 Grade VI Releases 
attended the first lecture at Saint Hill by Ron. Within a few 
weeks, there were 60 people on the Clearing Course. 

On 24th October, 1965, L. Ron Hubbard announced • 
another new Saint Hill Course — the Solo Audit Course — 
the non-professional route to Clear, for Scientologists who 
are not trained to Saint Hill Special Briefing Course 
requirements, but who wish to become Clear. Saint Hill 
Special Briefing Course students receive the added bonus of 
Solo Audit training in the final Unit of the Course, at no 
extra charge. 


The O.T. Course was introduced by L. Ron Hubbard on 
the 10th August, 1966. The final route to O.T. had begun at 
last! Nearly 50 Clears had been checked out by this time, ‘ 
and each Clear was delighted to receive his or her invitation 
to enrol. . ■•-Jj 


On 11th April, 1967, L. Ron Hubbard announced that 
attendance on the Saint Hill Special Briefing Course was a 
new prerequisite to being invited to enrol on Section III of 
the O.T. Course. Clears may enrol on the Saint Hill 
Special Briefing Course without doing lower level training. 


At the time of writing, the Castle is complete. Since the 
work started on the Castle, the Saint Hill Special Briefing 
Course, the Solo Audit Course, the Clearing Course and 
O.T. Course have grown to enormous proportions. Ron’s 
foresight in getting the buildings erected wiil enable Saint 
Hill to give good service in all spheres of its activities. There 
is plenty of room still left for expansion and plans for more 
buildings are in the advanced stage on the drawing boards 
so that the fantastic growth of Scientology will be adequately 
nurtured at Saint Hill. 


The picture story which follows will give you an idea of 
the facilities offered a student at Saint Hill and some reality 
on its accommodation. It should conjure up pleasant 
memories for those who have already been and assure those 
who have yet to come that they will be well looked after. 
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The goal of every Scientologist is to get Saint Hill training. It is only at 
Saint Hill that the final touches can be put on his already extensive skills. 
Further, it is only at Saint Hill that he can learn to run the Level VI pro¬ 
cesses which will enable him to audit himself to Grade VI Release. The 
student is then eligible to enrol on the Clearing Course, at which time he 
can audit himself to Clear. 

On the following pages you’ll find a foretaste of your journey through 
Saint Hill. 
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From a student's point of view a Course at Saint 
Hill starts from the time when, having gone 
through the literature — Auditors, Advance Regi¬ 
stration Packets, etc., the decision is made to 
come to Saint Hill. 
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Having made the decision the next step is to 
complete the application form, which is in the 
Advance Registration Packet, and return it quickly 
to the Registrar at Saint Hill so that, in addition to 
the discount of 5% allowed if the course fees are 
paid in advance, adequate arrangements can be 
made for your sojourn at Saint Hill.

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aint Hill Manor is near the 
r riendly town of East Grinstead, 
part of which can be seen from 
this aerial photograph. East Grin- 
stead tends to sprawl over the 
countryside, however, it is very 
complete and can meet most of 
the needs of a Saint Hill student.

OF SCIENTOLOGY 




SCIENTOLOGY is an applied religious philosophy possess¬ 
ing a technology for spiritual recovery and the increase of 
individual ability. The word Scientology comes trom Latin 
and Greek roots which can be translated “knowing how to 
know” or “the study of wisdom”. 

Scientology was discovered, developed and organized by 
L. Ron Hubbard. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Because of the speed with which Scientology is being taken up by the people of Earth, in numbers 
doubling annually, it is desirable occasionally to make an up-to-the-moment presentation of 
Scientology at current expansion showing what is being done and is available. 

All of Scientology is available to individuals and can be done by anyone regardless of those 
things which divide or specialize and make categories out of people. Races or colour or what religion 
or what nationality or what class or what educational background or what politics are no part of 
the story. It just does not matter to Scientology. This is not idealism or goodness on the part of 
Scientology but disinterest in conflicts as Scientology is not here to “save the world” but to be 

effective. 

Scientology is a practical religious philosophy interested in ability and increasing it. It possesses 
a large and workable technology which one can learn easily as it is organized knowledge and learned 
by steps which make each next step go right. 

Being able is a thing of the spirit. This simply means that it is the individual himself who has the 
ability—not his body structure or habit pattern or his environment or any of that list of guesses. 
Scientology is being called the most vital philosophic movement on the planet and is. 

The hundreds of thousands on six continents who know Scientology well have discovered that 
the demand is everywhere for the things that Scientology can do and is doing. A million beginners 
today means millions tomorrow of abler people, more aware, more alert, more successful in the 
everyday things and knowing well the role one has as a spiritual being in making his or her own 
life what it will be. 

The purpose of this booklet is to place before readers the character of the religion, the church., „ 
the capabilities and the aims of Scientology and Scientologists, and to give some idea of why they 
arc succeeding as they are. 



WHY SCIENTOLOGY IS HERE 


1. Men sought for thousands of years answers to life and death questions. 

2. Failed to find them. 

3. Reached the 20th Century of the present period and found it was now actually dangerous not 
to have the answers. Man’s very existence, in his ignorance, was being threatened. 

4. Dianetics came. Dianetics (the word means “through thought”) was the result of a quarter of 
a century of development and discovery by L. Ron Hubbard, philosopher, explorer, engineer. 
Dianetics resolved the subject of the mind and the portion of Man’s mind which was his ageless 
ruin. 



5. The Dianetic breakthrough opened the way to religious philosophy and awareness. 

6. Scientology, the applied religious philosophy and technology of changing conditions was for 
the first time possible. 

7. The technology of Scientology completed, an individual could now take the exact steps and 
gain, through religious training and individual processing, high levels of power, well being and 
social worth. 

Scientology is not here to save the world. 

Having many congregations, Scientology yet deals only with the individual. 

The “product” of Scientology is not organization though it is large, or to make more Scien¬ 
tologists. The product of this Church is the individual’s ability to change conditions. That is wholly 
a spiritual ability. 

The individual must seek this by his or her own self determined act of reaching for what this 
religion has to offer. 

Because millions of people (the number doubles every year) use Scientology does not detract 
from this fact, that Scientology is interested notin “saving the world” but in making able individuals 
more able by exact standard technological address to the individual himself, which is the spirit. 

If one would doubt that it is in the spirit only that all ability resides, ask him only what he has 
known of the spirit or for his definition, for he has none. 

It is with no contempt that one should note Man’s lack of exact knowledge of the spirit, as Man 
has found himself entrapped in a world with overwhelming problems which he could not solve. 
Scientology is here to give Man the answers. 



****** 


Scientology could be defined as: that information about hie which in this period of Earth it is 
no longer the least bit safe to try to get along without. 

Looking at the great speed with which Man has been coming to grips with the physical universe, 
all of the rise of the “graph” of physical development has come from the step-by-step replacing of 
an old assumption or non-observation (and an accompanying superstition) with an observation 
and application of what was actually observed in the world around us. Thus, early on the up-curve 
of the graph we have an ascronomy 3000 years old and quite exact, applicable today unchanged 
in celestial navigation by our navies, and earlier, such elementary steps as the use of fire and then 
the use of heat for making mechanical power. 

In the nineteenth century this “graph” of Man’s coming to grips with the physical universe rose 
. sharply. 

In the twentieth it stood up like a rocket and began to take off straight up. 
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But while we were becoming more expert in inhabiting Earth, Earth was becoming less reliably 
habitable. 

There was still, with all our expertise, a tremendous ignorance and narrowness or self deception 
as to where Man was going and what Man was getting himself into. 

With increased power goes increased necessity to estimate relative importances and the greater 
likelihood of being grandly stupid—throwing out the baby with the bath water. 

Because we did not get enough smarter about important things, and organize our affairs better, 
we got into more trouble more broadly and faster than we got those engineering advances. 

Physically powerful our machines became, clever in little things we became, and with our well 
preserved ignorance of life, we arc probably more superstitious and certainly more dangerous to 
ourselves today than we were in the time of Pericles or War Lord No. i.

THE DHYANA—KNOWINGNESS AND LOOKINGNESS 

From mythical times. Named from the legendary Hindu Sage Dharma whose many progeny 
were the personifications of virtue and religious rights. We are familiar with the Dhyana in 
the form of Buddhism. A BODHI is one who has attained intellectual and ethical perfection 
by human means, comparable to our theta-clear in Scientology. 

GAUTAMA SAKYAMUNI (563-483 B.C.) 

Looked upon as founder of the Dhyana. Never claimed to be anything but a human being, 
did not profess to bring any revelation from a supernatural source, did not proclaim himself 
a saviour. He professed only to teach men to liberate themselves as he had liberated himself. 

From the Dharmapada, a collection of verses said to have been written by Gautama: 

“All that we are is the result of what we have thought: it is founded on our thoughts, it 
is made up of our thoughts.” 

“By oneself evil is done; by oneself one suffers; by oneself evil is left undone; by oneself 
one is purified. Purity and impurity belong to oneself; no one can purify another. 



Saint Hill Manor in Sussex, England, is the place where the famed Saint Hill Special Briefing 
Course began, is now the office building for the World Wide Organization of Scientology, 
surrounded by the buildings of Hubbard College of Scientology. 
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You yourself must make an effort; the Buddhas are only preachers. The thoughtful who 
enter the way are freed from the bondage of sin.” 

He who does not rouse himself when it is time to rise, who, though young and strong, is 
full of sloth, whose will and thoughts are weak, that lazy and idle man will never find the 
way to enlightenment.” 

Strenuousness is the path of immortality, sloth the path of death. Those who are strenuous 
do not die; those who are slothful are as if dead already.” 

The religion of Buddhism, carried by its teachers, brought civilization into the existing 
barbarisms of India, China, Japan and the Near East—or about two thirds of Earth’s population. 
Here was the first broadcast wisdom which summated into high cultures.

DEFINITION OF RELIGION—WEBSTER 

“(3) The profession or practice of religious beliefs; religious observances collectivclv; rites.” 
“(4) Devotion or fidelity, conscientiousness.” 

RELIGION—RELIGIOUS PHILOSOPHY 

Scientology has accomplished the goal of religion expressed in all Man’s written historv, the 
freeing of the soul by wisdom. It is a far more intellectual religion than that known to the 
West as late as 1950. 

If we, without applying our technology, simply taught our truths we would bring civilization 
to a barbaric West. 



SCIENTOLOGY IS APPLIED PHILOSOPHY 


Scientology is applied religious philosophy and is the common people’s applied religious 
philosophy of life and betterment. 

Here “the common people” are simply those who are aware of some of the fundamental 
qualities that all people have in common—that they are here to live and accomplish something 
and would like to live more fully and accomplish better things—to survive, but survive better. 

Man is basically good. That is the Scientology of that and you will not find Scientology ques¬ 
tioning it, though the practice and result of the religion itself answers over and over and over again 
that it is true. 



Men can and do get themselves into conditions which we would not call good—and they do 
terrible things and deny the essential godliness within themselves—the basically good spiritual being. 

The religion Scientology is not denominational, has been occasionally described as ALL denomi¬ 
national. 

Its fundamentals are fundamental to religion rather than to anything which divides religions. 
What is new about Scientology is not a new opinion or disagreement about something but is the 
fact that its discoveries, and they have been great, have been true always, but were not discovered 
before because either they were too obvious (and too fundamental) or were totally hidden through 
the past millenia despite all searches. But what is new about Scientology is that trom these truths 
and discoveries there is now the first workable system of applied philosophy and it works every 
time. 



There is an interesting thing about a religious philosophy where consistent use and practicality 
is the keynote—it can be, and can continue to be, ethical. There is no better channel to guide the 
honesty of a group or person than preaching only what you know, and then preaching little but 
practising all that you do preach. 

And that, oddly enough, is quite an accurate description of what basically is a religion. 

By matching your statements with deeds you become the philosopher deserving respect and you 
are getting very close to the realm of sacred truths. 

Scientology is of such sudden and deep interest to people even on first contact with the subject 
because it is all about life and living, answers the toughest question about one’s life, and is the first 
totally applied religious philosophy. There are reasons why it is the first. 

Philosophies through the ages made some errors, had some gigantic failures but yet kept a good 
small flame glowing for someone to take up and make into a better light. 


Theirs was a difficult search. 


Perhaps Scientology’s answers would have been found without them but they, the old religious 
philosophers and scientists, existed and worked and we arc aware of them. 

Philosophies did noc die because they were wrong. They died because they were not applied or 
did not continue to be applied thus having no way of being right. They had not discovered the 
fundamentals that make continued application possible. 

Scientology then, is APPLIED PHILOSOPHY. Its application is continued, greatly increased 
and as the increase continues success comes easier for the greatest number.

After all the thousands of years Scientology brought the first religious technology.

Having a technology of religion is something new. 

What would be required to have one: 

First there would have to be someone who might want one—there would have to be human 
beings, or that is, spiritual beings. 

Second, there would have to be something that wanted doing and which would only be done 
by a spiritual being. 

So we have there two requirements. We have Man, a spiritual being. 

And we face one tremendous, nearly overwhelming backlog of spiritual neglect in his repeated 
attempts to create a civilization, always falling into the trap of letting it (the machine, the slave, 
the force of arms, the guillotine) do the job for him. 

Third, there must be some notion somewhere that it might be a good thing to make things go 
better than they have been going. Need of Change. 

So there is. There is an awareness extant on Earth that it would be a good idea to improve or at 
least find out if it can be done. 

Then, fourth, a requirement for a technology of religion would be that wisdom won over 
the centuries, and practicality, wherever it can be found, be combined to make an Applied 
Pliilosophy. 

Without philosophy, application can only develop in the direction of force-counter-force and a 
disappearance of what it was all for, if there had been any real purpose. 

Without application a philosophy would go the way of the dry old ones of bygone days who 
forgot there was really a world and life to be lived and made only dreams of what a world would 
be like, maybe. 

A religion is, to the degree that it is truly religious in the fullest sense, an Applied Philosophy. 
Great early religious philosophers said ' don’t only talk about it but do it . But they did not fully 
recognize that application was the essence and key to developing and broadening on to a point 
of success or to making a civilization rich in wisdom and well being but also capable of continuing. 
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Philosophers were not saying 
“let’s try this—if it works, we’ll 
know more and find out what 
we can do further”. And they 
were not saying such-and-such 
an idea didn't work so let’s get a 
different one. 

It was all terribly hit-and-miss 
but not for not aiming. 

They were all experimenters 
who knew something and 
couldn’t quite find a way to 
get it across so that someone 
could do something with it. The 
greatest flowering of Greek 
philosophy ended in the lowly 
art of “how to cut down some¬ 
one’s argument” and was useful only for mental trickery, still to this day retaining, however, 
some of the golden glint of truths hidden underneath all the sophistication. 



Fifth, a technology of religion would have to be rather free of prejudice or the pre-judging of 
things. It would have to steer clear of bigotry and would have to go further than that. 

It would have to observe, and say what was found and report not what it was hoped or promised 
would be found. The search would have to be an honest one. 


Sixth, this technology would have to have the precision and uniform: when you see this do 
this and it works every time ”, such as is to be found in the more successful branches of physical 
science. A technology cannot be built on excuses. So wc see that the development of a religious 
technology would have to combine the honesty and precision of such as a Gautama Buddha with 
the urgent, productive practicality of a Henry Ford or a Fulton. 

Seventh, we come to something more than “that there be a demand for a workable technology 
of Man and the spirit. We come apparently to the fact that it must be really urgently necessary. The 
need or desirability of developing a Scientology technology was present tor thousands of years. 
It %vas in fact urgent enough, one would have thought. History records no long period of Man s 
real happiness with the way things are going. 

Apparently what had to happen was either (i) someone capable of doing the job, or (2) someone 
capable, and the job totally necessary (Cobalt bomb staring Man in face). 

It seems to have been (2). 

In Scientology, by the way, the technical term for this phenomenon of something being done 
that nobody thought could be done (105 lb. woman picking up one end,of Chevrolet to get 
husband out from under) is Necessity Level. For Necessity Level to kick in something has to be 
necessary. Man in his ageless feigned complacency relies on the phenomenon quite heavily; indicative 
that Man is perhaps only half awake. 
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So then these are things that must happen in order to have a technology in religion. A technology 
is simply a completed body of knowledge which contains how, exactly, to do something, as well 
as what it is that is to be done. It must be workable and uniform in application with results one- 
for-one. 

And there should be an Eighth: a technology of religion should serve the basic, fundamental 
urge or requirement common to all and any religion without regard to denominational division. 
If there was no such common body of purpose and characteristic the many religions would not be 
so classed as to be recognized under the single name religion.

Dianetics suddenly broke through, in 1951, to what was quite obviously the study of sacred 
knowledge, entering the most prized realms of all philosophy and sacred thought in any age. It 
broke through on the point at which, with the investigation of mental anatomy, the truth was 
laid bare totally: that the mind, or mental ability, was not the individual himself, but, like the body 
or his clothes, was a possession, a piece of equipment, an aid to some sort of level of activity, but a 
tremendous liability in one portion (the Reactive Mind), and that he himself was a spiritual being, 
aware of being aware, and having potentialities of as yet unknown magnitude but greater than the 
body-mind complex and other than it. 

And the common denominator of religion was: that Man is a spiritual being not defmable in 
temporal or physical universe terms, and akin to God—and having difficulties in sorting out his 
relationship to Man and the world and God which it would be desirable to help him do better. 
The questions, at this stage of Earth’s philosophies, were apparently more important than any of 
the answers Man had. He had many sacred writings of great inspiration and genius. In these 
writings the questions were kept enough alive to make possible generation after generation of 
attempts to carve the answers out of the tough rock of basic reality. 

The isolation, and some workable method of, communication (the Communication Formula) 
and spiritual exercise (using gradients of awareness to raise awareness to higher levels) brought the 
spiritual being basic to Man into a position of possible assistance towards known freedoms and 
expanded abilities. And this was Scientology. 

Far from being an odd or imusual or strange being, Man turned out, the spirit, to be the most 
recognizable individual, having all the qualities we knew as “human” but having also the potential 
greatness we also hoped through eons would be what “human” could become. 

You could say, luckily, Man was found to be a spiritual being who was basically good. There 
weren’t good ones and bad ones. 

But there were more able and less able—and these latter we know as more aberrated humans.

The technology of Scientology is a completed workable system of religious philosophy which 
possesses application capable uniformly of raising or recovering the spiritual condition of an 




individual to a more desirable level, either to make the less able able or to make the able more 
able. 

In this era of Scientology making the able more able is the entire application for reasons 
inherent in the technology itself. This could be stated simply as: this is the way to make the use 
of Scientology available to the greatest number soonest. There are, however, technical reasons. 

When Scientology technology was in its beginning phase—when the formation of the proced¬ 
ures, the formulation of standards and criteria were yet new, and the extent of the fmal completed 
technology of Scientology was as little known as the deep mass of an iceberg from a casual glance, 
it was also not fully known what the extent of Man’s demand lor answers to the subjects of the 
spirit would be. He seemed to be behaving very materialistically, his attention fixed longingly 
on bigger and better gadgets and with utter fascination on means of pulverizing continents or 
maybe a planet (ours) and was sometimes not seeming too interested in how the other fellow 
was really getting along or in finding out what was true and what was less than the truth. 

He, Man, seemed to have an awful interest also in quite trivial things, and no real urgency about 
anything much. 

Well, Scientology has completed technology and in the same period discovered Man’s demand 
for the answers. He has been quietly or noisily waiting. He has been doing many things and he 
keeps looking. What he is looking for is an Applied Philosophy. 

£ He can hardly speak of it. He finds there is no one to talk to, really, and so he waits. 

And then he encounters a piece of this data of Scientology and he begins to talk. He says what 
he wants and it always comes down to he wants some way of knowing and a way ot using what 
is known to become more free and able to change conditions. 

There is a tremendously old human tradition behind this urge. It goes back some ten thousand 
years to the dawn of religious philosophy on this planet. 

It has taken Man that many millenia to arrive at the general agreement he has, out ot that early 
philosophy known as the Dharma, that if one could gain more knowledge or wisdom one could 
become more free. 

The next step in Earth of this tradition of philosophy is found in India with the Bodlii, Gautama, 
who taught the existence of a spiritual being with a potential of greater power and awareness, 
which we would call betterment of conditions, the ability to make life better. It was another step. 

With the advent of Scientology and a technology of religious awareness, this teaching is now 
fully realized. 

The communication of Scientology is of such power (it’s backed by the technology) that men 
and women make the breakthrough quite suddenly. Recognition comes. Understanding comes. 

And the purpose of life to expand in awareness and capability is brought to life. 

Man is found to be most demanding about getting the philosophy ot Scientology, for the simple 



reason that its workability is grasped easily and the fact that it is applied is almost instinctively 
known but at'any rate seen at once, as that is what Scientology is. 

It is th'e practical application of workable religious philosophy. 

If you can begin with some simple key data and sec how these can be traced through all of the 
expansion of methodology and capability of Scientology, you can get a beginning idea of the work 
that has been done.

It ail began with Dianetics. The earliest Dianetic auditor (one who applies the technology to 
help another) was operating at the very heart ot the longest religious tradition known to Man. 
The Dianetic auditor was doing just that, and the honesty and precision of his work in the exciting 
first years of Dianetics opened the way for Scientology, which has been described by religious 
philosophers as not only a religion but the basic knowledge from which all religions evolve. 

The common denominator was fmdable in Dianetics and fully seen in Scientology in all its 
religious vitality: the expansion of individual spiritual awareness. 

Dianetics was the discovery which showed what was wrong with Man’s awareness and hence 
his well-being and ability—The Reactive Mind. Man was seen easily enough to be reacting more 
than acting. He had indeed gotten used to it. Some began to pretend or protest that nothing could 
be done for it, and that Man was an animal which simply reacted to stimuli. 

The discovery of the mental anatomy of the reactive mind and its resolution, in Dianetics, was 
new, startling, and a breakthrough of acknowledged magnitude. Soon it was discovered that the 
scope of accomplishment which would follow this breakthrough was enormous and of tremendous 
importance. 

The Reactive Mind is that stimulus-response portion of a person’s mind which is not under his. 
volitional control and which exerts force and the power of command over his awareness, purposes, 
thoughts, body and actions. The Reactive Mind is hidden from the person by the unwanted 
nature of its content, which is recorded in painful and emotionally painful moments and lias been 
uninspected by the person, while the person reacts nevertheless to its command force. The resolution 
of the Reactive Mind is accomplished in Scientology processing by the recovery of the person’s 
ability to know and make his own choices about its content. 

This discovery was the major advance of centuries of philosophy.

The dynamic principle upon which living beings operate is SURVIVE! Sometimes it’s only a 
whisper but that is what life is doing—surviving. 

A man can “just keep on living” and he is surviving—barely. If he sees survival as mere survival 
or barely existing he is not surviving well, that’s for sure. 
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It isn’t very dynamic, the “eking out of existence”. Applied Philosophy—Scientology means 
increasing that dynamic. 

The detectable pulse or breath clouding a mirror, though medically legal for deciding life and 
death, was not much of a criterion of livingness. 

In the early fundamental Axioms of Dianetics are found the beginning of the answer. 

The dynamic principle of existence—SURVIVE—considered as the single and sole purpose of a 
being—subdivided in Dianetics into four dynamics: 

FIRST DYNAMIC: the urge of the individual towards survival as self; 

SECOND DYNAMIC: the urge of the individual towards survival of and through procreation. 
This includes both the sex act and the raising of progeny, the care of the family. 

With just the two dynamics we are on familiar ground, and have gotten a long way from 
“mere” survival. 

THIRD DYNAMIC: urge to survival of groups. From companies to platoons to partners to 
nations one has his groups. The urge is to survive as and through his group; 

FOURTH DYNAMIC: the urge to survive as a species. The interest and urge to survive as 
Mankind. 

These four are the beginning of the subject of what life is trying to do in this universe. 

Judgement, ethics, is deciding and acting on the basis of the greatest number of dynamics. 

Dianetics, in opening up the Four Dynamics, was in itself a complete subject. Resulting from in, 
however, was the far larger subject of Scientology, and the four upper Dynamics coming to 
view was very nearly the exact point at which Scientology began. 

FIFTH DYNAMIC: the urge of the individual to survive through or as all life forms, and includes 
animals, vegetation, any living things; 

SIXTH DYNAMIC: the urge of the individual to promote the survival of MEST*, either for 
his own benefit or for the benefit of MEST itself (manifested in the preservation of property, 
as such, no matter to whom it belongs); 

SEVENTH DYNAMIC: the urge of the spirit to survive, the urge of the individual to promote 
the survival of the spirit and to survive through the survival ot the spirit; 

EIGHTH DYNAMIC: the eighth dynamic is Supreme Being, the ultimate Creator, and God, 
when so meant. This dynamic is the urge to survive for the Supreme Being. 

Living could be defined as having a purpose and following it. 

•MEST: A term for the physical universe, taken from the initial letters of its four components Matter-Energy-Space-Time. 
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A "20th Century Confessional Aid”, the patented Hubbard 
Electrometer is a precise electronic response indicator used 
in the exact technology of Scientology Confessional and

A-R-C 

Any one ofthe Eight Dynamics 
can be related to the three essential 
manifestations of the spirit: 

affinity, reality, communication. 

The affinity-reality-communi- 
cation triangle (“A-R-C”) will 
tell you how well anyone is fj' 1 ' 
surviving on the dynamics or a 
single dynamic. 

Does he really like his wife, his 
family, his group, his possessions, 
or indeed, himself; 

Are they “really real” to him? 

Does he communicate well and 
willingly with them (by speech, 
by perceiving them, by answer¬ 
ing their communications as in¬ 
tended) ; 

A person who can answer yes 
to one dynamic only is not in a 
highly desirable state of being. w- 
A person who is surviving well 
(as measured by his A-R-C) on 
the first four dynamics is doing 
fabulously well by human stan¬ 
dards but for this to be, he must 
also be doing pretty well on the 
upper four, and this reaches well 
above usual human standards. 

For the principle here is, that 
one dynamic cannot be success¬ 
fully imposed over and above, 
or to the detriment of the 
majority of dynamics. Neither 
can one be successfully ignored.

Affinity, reality, (basically, awareness of what is) and communication are good likeable qualities. 
But the measure of life is survival, on how many dynamics. It is not how “good” but how successful. 

Survive is senior. And as to goodness—survival along the dynamics measures it better than any 
opinion. 


If a man is being called by some “too busy all the time”, or “too interested in money,” and 
“frankly too rich” or as “lazy but lucky,” or as too loud or too soft, or any number of things, 
but his children are happy, strong and bright, and his lawns are green and his vegetable plot 
producing, and the padre relies on him for help once in a while (and gets it)—you are beginning 
to think perhaps his detractors just enjoy talking about him and so invent things to say. 

A Scientology Minister is called an Auditor, as this names his prime function. 


He gives Confessionals and in Scientology the Confessional is called Auditing. 




An auditor is trained in Confessional procedure which in Scientology comprises a comprehensive 
technology. Combining an engineering-like precision and the depth of all religious philosophy, 
Scientology is a religion of astonishing vitality. 


This technology is governed by an ethical code regarding the actual respect or reverence, if 
you will, with which the individual himself, the spirit, is addressed in auditing. Its terms are plain, 
practical, unmistakable. 


While the Auditor s Code is easily seen as good and desirable it exists in Scientology because it 
is necessary. It makes the result possible and is the basic fundamental of all auditing technology.

The confessional in Scientology is not solely the recounting of sins or wrongs that the person has 
done. The purpose of Auditing is to make the person more spiritually able, more aware, more free. 
A person who has become spiritually free has faced his wrongs and spoken the truth about them 
and has found out who he really is and what his own purposes arc. He is at once a more ethical 
and a more successful person. The Scientology discovery here is that to achieve tins and achieve 
it in every instance requires a highly developed technology, and exact known gradient steps. The 
higher steps, easily taken, could not be taken at all if the steps below were not all taken and 
correctly in order. This is spiritual counselling in its highest form. It is of such precision and the 
code governing it is a so precisely religious ethic that a person of any religion can become a better 
member of his own faith. 


Because essential to the Code is, that the Auditor will not invalidate the person being audited 
or evaluate tor him or correct his data. The person’s own reality—his agreements about life and 
what is —is not violated. 


Let us take for example the person who feels that something lie has done to another was not 
wrong “because it was justified” by wrongs the other had done. The Auditor docs not tell him 
in receiving his confessional that is wrong. The auditor listens and continues the exact procedure 
which brought the person to mention the incident in the first place. If the action was indeed wrong, 
then it violated what the person himself knew to be right. He begins to discover things about it, 
and about, himself. As the process is continued there is an exact moment at which the person 
discovers why he was protesting that what he had done was not wrong when it was, or whv he 
felt it was wrong when it wasn’t at all. Very simply, for example, it would be likely that he had 
done something earlier that he was not willing to look at, was withholding, but which when he 
does look at it he knows was wrong and very freely admits it.

The Confessional procedure here permitted him to approach the subject on a gradient—gradually 
getting closer to the truth about the whole thing. 

Result: Release.* Freedom from the enturbulating effect of his wrongs, and better knowledge 
of both his ability to choose actions rightly and of his own basic inclination to want to make things 
go right. For himself, but also for others. 

Something extremely complex is being handled here. 

The training aim of a student of Scientology Ministry is to become able to handle the tremendous 
complexities of human beings by unconfuscd actions of great simplicity. These actions arc called 
the actions of Auditing. 

Auditing works from the bottom to the top of an exact scale. 

Here follows the chart of that scale which is shown overleaf. |;P

There are two halves to the chart, showing Traimng on one side and Processing on the other. 

One goes up both sides in one’s progress in Scientology. The division between the two is by 
no means total. Both processing (which is synonymous with auditing) and traimng (in which one 
learns the technology of Scientology to be able to (i) process others to the processing Grade which 
corresponds to each level of training, and (2) be able to apply the technology to any subject of study 
or daily living)—both are, differently viewed, nevertheless religious education. 

Processing is education for one’s self about one’s self and one s dynamics and is most literally 
education, which means the drawing out of what is actually there. 

What is actually there is a potentially totally free spiritual bemg with unlimited capabilities. 

*A Release is a person who by Scientology processes has become freed front and is not influenced by the Reactive (stimulus- 
response 1 ) Mind. 
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See the Release Grades on the right and the column “Abilities Attained”. Then read the column 
from bottom to top, and you see the gradient by which in processing one moves towards the 
ultimate potential of total freedom. 

Grade O is called Zero because, although it is very high, it is one’s first arrival on the scale of 
Scientology Release itself. It is the “sine qua non” or without which nothing, of spiritual recovery. 

At Grade O you see “ability to communicate freely with anyone on any subject”. Perception, as 
well as talking and writing and reading, is communication. A communication Release is able to 
perceive, is awake and alert to his surroundings and what his friends are saying to him and what 
the band is playing and is able to experience more than he, un-released and below Zero, had been, 
ever. 

Note that below Zero you see levels which are not unimportant. They are the levels which made 
Zero and above possible and still make them possible for the individual. Coming to Scientology 
through those Dianetic levels below Zero is ideal, optimum and very exciting. Note that below- 
Zero deals with the human mind. Here, in Dianetic briefing and training practise one learns the 
exact difference between the mind and the spiritual being himself. Anatomy here is not of “the 
brain” but of thought, memory, imagination and mental ability. 

Dianetics is easy to do, very informative, fun to learn and practice, and it is an education in 
itself that one should not miss.

HOW TO USE THE CLASSIFICATION 
AND GRADATION CHART 

This chart is your route to Total Freedom. It shows the 
steps one takes and the levels of awareness one comes 
up through to reach the fabulous state of Clear and above 

Clear. . .. 

Through Scientology Man moves up from the minus 
awareness levels to the plus awareness levels and on up 
to Power. You can see this chart to spot your own level of 
awareness. . ' ... 

The road to total freedom often begins with a book by 
L. Ron Hubbard, Founder of Dianetics and Scientology, or 
an Introductory Lecture. Reading books by L. Ron Hubbard 
on Dianetics and Scientology is an important feature 

throughout. . . , 

One of the First steps is training in Dianetics to learn 
about the mind in order to prepare to understand the spirit 
in Scientology. Dianetics is Man’s most advanced school 
of the mind and takes one up to a very capable human 
being. Scientology is the road from there to total freedom. 

Classification refers to the class of training one achieves 
along the way. Grade refers to the Grades of Release one 

moves up through to Clear. ... . . 

Any words you don’t understand on this chart are in the 
publications of L. Ron Hubbard and will be well defined 
in your studies. 

The whole route up from human to Clear is shown on 
this chart. All one has to do is start at the bottom and take 
it step by step. While no training is required up through 
Preclear Grade VA Release (where one has attained a 
very high state of existence indeed), it is then necessary 
for the individual to have training to achieve Grade VI 
Release and Clear. Auditing (processing), by which these 
states of Release and the state of Clear are attained, is the 
application of standard technology by a skilled auditor 
(listener) to a preclear (one who is not yet Clear). 

The surest and fastest way to Clear is to be trained at a 
Scientology Academy at the various Levels of training as 
well as being released at the Grades. This way one not 
only becomes a skilled auditor able to help others attain 
these states of existence, but is better equipped to handle 
oneself and the environment and at Levels VI and VII, 
where one audits oneself, is guaranteed the best auditor 

possible. , 

As philosophers have said down the ages, the trutn 
sets one free. What the philosophers did not say was how 
free can one get? In Scientology we now know that one 
can be totally free. And the road to Clear and total freedom 
is the application of the standard technology as outlined 
in this Chart. It is easier and shorter than you might think. 
Follow this road and prove it for yourself. 

NOTE: Designations found in the processing column refer 
to text book code numbers.

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The Training side of the Chart follows the same gradient as the Processing side. Where the 
processing gradient is an exact series of abilities regained Grade by Grade for the individual, the 
training gradient takes the route in which one learns to apply the technology required to produce 
the processing result, level by level. 

At each level there is an organized body of knowledge one attains, a definite rising series of 
exact skills and an expanded view of the universe as- one’s ability to change conditions moves 
towards the top of the chart. Thus there is for the student as well as the preclear a new world at 
each level as one views and handles better. 

An HTS (Level I) graduate is an auditor who knows the anatomy of Problems, can produce 
Problems Releases and is a remarkably able person. 

As one in processing attains a Release Grade, what has happened is that that level ceases to be a 
difficulty in life—the person is a free being in regard to the level and has the ability its definition 
describes. For example, a Communications Release is capable of stating what he perceives, and is 
thus capable of addressing the next processing level, and his attention is on it. He then gets Problems 
Release. 

And as you read the column “Abilities Regained” upward from Problems Release, you see 
that he is now able to look at the next level, things done and withheld, and is by the technology of 
this church moving easily to the level at which Confessionals have always been most directed in 
religious tradition but have had the greatest difficulty. But here we sec that it is a different matter 
for someone who can communicate freely, and can recognize problems at source and vanish them 
as problems to become interested in what he has done and what he has withheld—to look at his 
sins square in the face. A Grade I Release can address and move through Level II and attain a 
Release at that level. “Relief from the hostilities and sufferings ot life.” That's one precise level. 

And so go the Levels and Grades on up the route through Power Release, and. we have an 
individual whose potential spiritual capability is greatly in evidence and the approach to Clearing 
itself is made through Solo Audit (or Level VI) Course in which one does what a lower Grade 
could not do—the technology of solo auditing. Here the person can be trained for the role of being 
his or her own auditor, and attaining Release Grade VI by one’s own use of the standard procedures 
of the level. 

Then—the Clearing Course itself, for which one must be capable ot solo auditing and well 
trained to it. 

And this is not a Release Grade. This is total individual spiritual freedom and recovery of being. 
CLEAR is the ultimate goal beyond past religious philosophies and its attainment light-years 
ahead of average human states. 

Clear is the full recovery of self as a spiritual being who can follow his own purposes, is causative 
over thought and in actions, and is not reactive (is not subject to contra-survival stimulus-response 
determinisms) as an individual. 

This chart, then, is the map of the first road through the whole of the wilderness of conditions 
and minds which is now, in Scientology, being travelled with complete success by individuals 
in great and increasing numbers. This route is the betterment a religion seeks and which is the 
reason for existence on Earth of the religion called Scientology. 

Begin, and take the steps. Contact the Church of Scientology nearest you (they are listed in the 
back pages) find out your personal next step from the Registrar of the Church, and you will be 
on your way—to total spiritual recovery—to you. 
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THE CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY 

CREED

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THE CEREMONIES 


One, guessing, might say the ceremonies of the Church of Scientology were not very ceremonial, 
comprised scant ritual. The truth is that in the forms and simplicities seen and heard in a Scientology 
Service the highest datum of spiritual expansion is very, very strictly in use and inherent in ail ot it. 

That datum is sacred knowledge and is the Communication Formula. Good communication 
requires it. 

The vitality of the Ceremonies is a product of Scientology’s total application to life. Thus they 
are done with affinity, reality and actual communication. 

Recorded in Ceremonies of the Founding Church of Scientology is this friendly welcoming of a 
new child into the group, originally given by the Founder ot Scientology. 


RECOGNITION 

All those who now assemble 
here 

draw close. 

The purpose of this conclave 
being this:

And that is simply this: 
Should such occur, that 
both the Parents leave 
the road that they do now 
envisage (for bodies arc 
but frail things and in 
the many facets of the game 
moves may go wrong) 
Should such occur, then 
it is the duty of these 
people to stand in and 
take the place of these 
two parents, so that 
while not yet of blood 
relation with the child 
they by promises made here 
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will undertake the full 
and careful instruction of 
this child, until he has 
acquired the Knowledge of 
his rights in full. 

Are there people here 
who have so promised? 

Good! 

You have heard me state 

before the child, the Parents 

and those assembled here 

the duty that you (godfather) and (godmother) 

have set yourselves to do. 

I ask you now to answer me 
direct. 

Do you (godfather) and you (godmother) 

promise to give all 

reasonable aid ensuring 

that this Child as yet 

unnamed, be given every 

instruction necessary that he 

fulfil his heritage? 

Do you? Good. 

And you the Parents, (father) 
and (mother), do you agree that 
these can stand for you? 

Do you? Good.

ORGANIZATION 

THE ORGANIZATION BOARD • 

The Design of Organization of the Churches of Scientology 

This simplified version of the Organization Chart of the Churches of Scientology was prepared 
to help people in keeping in good communication with their church (see following). 

Every Scientology Church has and uses a full Organization Chart as a guide to the administration 
of the broad and complex functions of a fast expanding church which offers services and publications 
of tremendous scope. Anything from a church supper to installing an organ fits somewhere on this 
chart. 

On the chart shown here only the top executive posts and department names arc given. Under 
each Department there would also be Sections and Units. 

The lines on the chart indicate the proper routing of information, orders, planning and handling 
of the services. 

Division Four, the Technical Division, has in itself very large Departments indeed, as they 
include the Academy of Scientology where all ministerial training courses are given, and tire 
Hubbard Guidance Centre, where the ministerial function of Scientology ui giving processing- 
individual application of Confessional and Counselling procedure—are done. 

In our Organization Board and Organization pattern, we have not only an Organization Board, 
but a “philosophical system,” which gives us the levels of able and extra able beings and an analysis 
of one’s own life as well. 

If you look at the levels above the departments, you find the spans of //ie Bridge which are 
followed to Total Freedom. You can easily see which ones are missing in one’s own life and the 
lives of others. These are the upper end of the awareness scale.*

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When you look at the department names, you can see what is missing in your own life. 

You can also see where your post or your job breaks down, for every job has all these 
“department names”. 

When you look at the Division names, you see what the Cycle of Production must be in this 
Universe to be successful. 

Although the organization seems to have a great many departments and should fit only a large 
group, it fits any organization of any size. 

The problem presented in deriving this board was how to overcome continual organization 
changes because of expansion and how to apply it to organizations of different sizes. This board 
goes from one person to thousands without change. Just fewer or more posts are occupied. That is 
the only change. 

The staff" ratio here is one administrative person in the five non-technical divisions to one 
technical person in the Technical and Qualifications Divisions. Staff is added in rotation amongst ' 
the non-technical divisions every time a technical person is put in the Technical or Qualifications ■,«> 
Divisions. 

The board is entered from the left and proceeds to the right. 

It is actually a spiral with 7 higher than and adjacent to 1. 

The organization corrects itself through the Qualifications Division, under the authority of the 
7th Division. 

Organizations go in phases. The phases agree with the Cycle of Production. 

There are two tendencies Man has that this board resolves. 

Man’s systems arc based on groups and masses of people. 

Every person on this Organization Board is “statistized”. That means the job he does is a 
statistic that can be verified. He is not lost in a group. 

The tendency of filling up every box indicated on an organization chart (which Man usually does) 
is checked by the formula that there must be only one Administration staff member for everv/- 
Technical as above. Thus Divisions 4 and 5 are heavy with personnel containing five times as * 
many as all the other divisions. 

This Organization pattern is designed to make the “Ability to Better Conditions,” which is the • 
mission of Scientology. 


THE LEVELS 

Your main interest in this board is of course its levels. 

There are over 32 levels to the left of the board, covering the average human states. 

Our board shows how we move up on to the Bridge at Communications (Level O), and then 
progress division by division to level VII. One Division equals one Level left to right. (See the 
Classification, Gradation and Awareness Chart of Levels and Certificates on pages 20 and 21).

The abilities recovered in these levels are marked above the department names (Communication, 
Perception, Orientation, Understanding, etc.) and cake us all the way to a new state at VII. 

As he progresses along this line left to right, a level is given the person each time a division is 
passed. 

At Level VII, we find we can move people from the lowest human states on to the Bridge, before 
we ourselves exit at the top. 

Thus we leave behind us a Bridge. 

Here it is, not only a bridge but also an organization to carry the weight of the spanning, a very 
needful thing. 

It is worth a visit to a Church of Scientology to see a complete large Organization Board and to 
have your questions on it answered. 

And you would be very welcome to do so. 
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ETHICS 


Scientology technology works every time it is applied. 

The purpose of the Ethics System of Scientology is to see that it is applied every time. 

To see to this it is the job of Ethics to make a safe environment in which Scientology can be 
applied, to see that the technology is not interrupted or altered, and it is the job of Ethics to see 
that no person anywhere is prevented from having Scientology, the chance to travel the route of 
spiritual recovery. 

Of necessity Ethics must be just, its protection available to all and uniform in application without 
the introduction of arbitraries. 

Scientology always had its ethical system and the system was in 1965 codified by the Founder 
of Scientology as an organized department of the Church with results which speak for themselves, j 
In a few months the first person attained the state of Scientology Clear and within the next two < 
years came almost a thousand more, with no question whatever that the numbers would be 
“doubling from here on out”. 

Why is this? 

Ethics is a near synonym of APPLIED PHILOSOPHY. Seeking, finding and acting upon a 
basis of truth and workability. 

To organize and implement the findings and application of a truly great individual search, and 
then to give individuals everywhere access to it—that is the Church itself and defines its mission. 

Having the capability of predictable results in spiritual exercise and recovery of beingness in an 
individual is one thing. Answering the demands of large numbers of individuals meant more 
organization was necessary, in duplicating exactly the technology and the results gained by standard 
procedure—this was quite something else, and required an Ethics system. 

It means not setting people adrift in random currents curving off to nowhere but keeping a 
known straight channel that can be navigated. The idea is to get to the other end free and clear. 

Ethics keeps the channel of technology flowing open and straight. 

Thus the technology of Applied Philosophy IS applied, and all win. 
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THE CHARACTER OF SCIENTOLOGISTS 


There is little that one can say about “where all the Scientologists come from”. They come from 
all the continents of Earth. 

Scientologists are deeply religious people in the fullest sense of the word and seldom say so, yet 
in their actions demonstrate it every day of every week. 

A Scientologist is a person who keeps making things go right. 

Dianetics found what made things go wrong with Man. It found the first answer to making it 
go right. That was the Reactive Mind and the answer was that it can be handled successfully and 
here is how to do it. That was Dianetics. 


Scientology is the total scale of all the rest of the answers, and readies from the erasure of what

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was wrong all the way up to simply making more go right and to levels of beingness and living 
that one would not previously have been able to even dream of. 

Knowing and practising this it is readily seen that Scientologists have hope in abundance, but 
so much more than hope, as they can deliver. 

It is the role of the Church, any Church, to deliver individuals from those conditions of existence 
in which there is no profit of life, no need for the achieving, no good in itself and no pron sc 
Sey are called the ills of Men and they are important only in that they come to appal and reduce 
the being and spiritual strength of individuals. 

A Scientologist, a trained Scientologist, is characterized by the ability to be calm and even 
cheerful in the § facc of difficulties—those of another, or those he or she meets personally, n 
no pose there is no “conditioning” here, but there is just the simple fact that a Scientologist rea y 
Zs dm"something can be done about it!” and knows that he himself can or will find out : 

how to do it. 

A Scientologist abides by a Code which in itself is a deeply moral and religious ethic, vet which 
was codified fut of no farm purpose to make morals or to appear religious, but ,s basically 

technical code. 

Scientologists are thought by many to have some sort of “secret store of energy . Whatthcs 
have is Grades of Release. 

There is no secret store-a tired or exhausted or weak person is simply a person who 
inelv supporting and obeving a Reactive Mind. He conceives of himself or herself as being not a 
source of energy (life) but an entity which must be constandy given energy and must rest, rest, res . . 

It’s in the Reactive Mind. 

Scientologists need or demand less rest and as they go up the levels of spiritual freedom and 
incidentallybeing more aware of all there is to do and being able to do it, they live m any give; 

period of time. 

A Scientologist, trained, processed, has such a level of ability to communicate and such sense

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• Scientologists meet for Church Congresses quite regularly in Washington, London, Auckland, 
Perth, and any of the locales of the 21 world Scientology central Churches. These are big events 
with many newcomers attending as well as ministers and members. 

The more active and successful people become, the more they seem to get around the parts ot 
Earth. This is well noted in Scientology at any rate. 

A trained Scientologist is a person of higher responsibility to his faith, Ins group, his technology 
and to himself than anyone to be found anywhere. With knowledge and ability comes greater 
awareness that to be done a thing must be done and there are no extraordinary solutions to 
excused by “extraordinary” conditions. There is, in other words, no cuttrng corners, or being 
“reasonable” with one’s self because the challenge of work or of a trust looked enormous. Answe 
to the extraordinary situation: apply standard Scientology. That s what works. 

Scientologists stand by their agreements. And further, they see to it that when others make 
agreements with them they do it with their eyes open and knowmg what they arc agreeing . 

Thus Scientologists have good relations with anyone and people are glad to see them. 

Scientologists are always being asked for advice and are glad to help. They are asked questions

about life and purposes and the data of 
Scientology—constantly—and are most likely 
to tell a person how to find the answer from 
standard sources. They do not often “just 
give an opinion”. The better trained the Scien¬ 
tologist the less opinion you hear from him 
if the question is covered in the books, 
bulletins, tapes or magazines of Scientology.

Scientologists defer lecturing off the cuff 
when they know the exact source will set the 
person righter.

Move on to the next one. And help more 
people to flow up along the route. Just in its 
past decade Scientology has had centuries 
worth of achievements—record achievements 
in the field of applied religious philosophy.

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INTRODUCTION I:

One of the biggest barriers to learning a new subject 
is its nomenclature, meaning the set of terms used 
to describe the things it deals with. A subject must 


have accurate labels which have exact meanings be¬ 


fore it can be understood and communicated. 


If I were to describe parts of (tie body as "thingama- 
bobs” and “whatsernames”. we would all be in a con¬ 
fusion, so the accurate naming of something is a 
very important part of any field. 


A student comes along and starts to study something 
and has a terrible time of it. Why? Because he or 
she not only has a lot of new principles and methods 
to learn, but a whole new language as well. Unless 
the student understands this, unless he or she real¬ 
izes that one has to "know the words before one can 


sing the tune”, he or she is not going to get very 



far in any field of study or endeavour. 


Now I am going to give you an important datum: 


The only reason a person gives up a study or be¬ 
comes confused or unable to learn is because he or 
she has gone past a word that was not understood. 


The confusion or inability to grasp or learn comes 
AFTER a word that the person did not have defined 
and understood. 



Have you ever had the experience of coming to the 
end of a page and realizing you didn’t know what you 







had read? Well, somewhere earlier on that page 
you went past a word that you had no definition for, 

Here’s an example. “It was found that when the 
crepuscule arrived the children were quieter and 
when it was not present, they were much livelier.” 

You see what happens. You think you don’t under¬ 
stand the whole idea, but the inability to understand 
came entirely from the one word you could not de : 
fine, crepuscule which means twilight or darkness. 

~ m 

This datum about not going past an undefined word 
is the most important fact in the whole subject of 
study, livery subject you have taken up and aban¬ 
doned had its words which you failed to get defined. 


Therefore, in studying Scientology be very, very 
certain you never go past a word you do not fully 
understand. If the material becomes confusing or 
you can’t seem to grasp it, there will be a word just 
earlier that you have not understood. Don’t go any 
further, but go back to BEFORE you got into 
trouble, find the misunderstood word and get it de¬ 
fined. 


That is why we have a dictionary. IT WILL NOT * 
ONLY BE THE NEW AND UNUSUAL WORDS THAll 
YOU WILL HAVE TO LOOK UP. SOME COMMONLY 
USED WORDS CAN OFTEN BE MISDEFINED AND 
SO CAUSE CONFUSION. SO DON’T DEPEND ON 
OUR DICTIONARY ALONE. USE A GENERAL 
ENGLISH LANGUAGE DICTIONARY AS WELL 
FOR ANY NON-SCIENTOLOGY WORD YOU DO 
NOT UNDERSTAND WHEN YOU ARE READING OR 
STUDYING. 


HOW TO USE A DICTIONARY 



• Some words that a student misunderstands and looks

up can yet remain troublesome. 

It’s this way: The student runs across a word he 
or she doesn’t understand. He or she looks it up. 
finds a substitute word and uses that. 

Of course the first word is still misunderstood and 
remains a bother. 


Example: (Line in text) “The size was Gargantuan.” 

© The student looks up Gargantuan, finds “Like Gar- 
gantua, huge.” The student uses “huge” as a 
synonym and reads the text line, “The size was 
‘huge’.” A short while later he or she is found still 
incapable of understanding the paragraph below 
“Gargantua” in the text. 

The principle is that one goes dull after passing over 
a word one does not understand and brightens up the 
moment he spots the word that wasn’t grasped. In 
actual fact, the brightening up occurs whether one 
defines the word or not. 



But to put another word in the place of the existing 
words is to mess it all up. 

The correct procedure is to look over, get defined 
well and understand the word that was used. 


In this case the word was “Gargantuan”. Very well, 
what’s that? It means “Like Gargantua” according 
to the dictionary. 


Who or what was Gargantua? The dictionary says 
it was the name of a gigantic King in a book written 
by the author Rabelais. Cheers, the student thinks, 
the sentence meant, “The size was a gigantic King.” 
Oops! That’s the same mistake again, like “huge”. 

But we’re nearer. 
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So what to do? Use Gargantuan in a few sentences 
you make up and bingo! You suddenly understand 
the word that was used. 

Now you read it right. “The size was Gargantuan.” 

And what does that mean? It means, “The size was 
Gargantuan.” And nothing else. 

SUMMARY 

Scientology words and their definitions are the gate- 
way to a new look and understanding of life. Under¬ 
standing them will help you live better. Above all, 
this small dictionary is given to you to assist you 
along the road of truth that is Scientology.

A=A=A: Anything equals anything equals anything. 
This is the way that the Reactive Mind thinks, ir¬ 
rationally identifying thoughts, people, objects, ex¬ 
periences, statements, etc., with one another, 
e where little or no similarity actually exists. 

ABERRATION: Irrational or deranged behaviour 
or thought on, or about, a specific subject or sub¬ 
jects, resulting from the influence of the Reactive 
Mind upon the individual in relationship to that sub¬ 
ject or subjects. 

ACCEPTANCE LEVEL: The degree of a person’s 
willingness to accept people or things freely, mon¬ 
itored and determined by his consideration of the 
state or condition that those people or things must 
be in for him to be able to do so. 



ADDITIVES: Anything extra added to an already 
workable process or procedure which reduces or 
nullifies the results obtainable from that process 
or procedure. 


AFFINITY: Degree of liking or affection or lack of 
it. (This is often expressed as an emotion - enthus¬ 
iasm towards a person betokens more affinity than apathy.) 


ALLY: A person who sympathized with or appeared 
to aid the survival of an individual when he was ill, 
injured or unconscious, and whom the individual 
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now reactively regards as necessary to his continued 
existence and well being. 

ALTER-IS: To change or falsify the way something 
actually is. 

ALTER-IS-NESS: One of the four conditions of ex¬ 
istence. It is the consideration which introduces 
change, and therefore time and persistence into an 
As-is-ness to obtain persistency. (One of the basic 
manifestations of Alter-is-ness is a lie or deceit: 
when someone lies he changes the truth into a lie in 
order to maintain the existence of the lie.)

ALTITUDE: The prestige which anyone has in the 
eyes of another. 

ANALYTICAL MIND: -This mind consists of visual 
pictures, either of the past or (he physical universe, 
monitored and presided over by the knowingness of a i 

thetan. The keynote of the analytical mind is aware¬ 
ness: one knows what one is concluding and doing. 

It combines perceptions of the immediate environ¬ 
ment, of the past (via pictures) and estimations of 
the future into conclusions which are based upon the 
•realities of situations. 

ANATEN: An abbreviation of “analytical attenuation”, 
meaning a diminution or weakening of the analytical 
awareness of an individual for a brief or extensive 
period of time. If sufficiently great, it can result in 
unconsciousness. (It stems from the restimulation 
of an engrain which contains pain and tmconscious- 
ness.) 




APPARENCY: The way someone or something 
appears to be. where this is different from the way 
that they actually are. 
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ARC: A word made from the initial letters of Affin¬ 
ity, Reality and Communication which together 
equate to understanding. (These are the three things 
necessary to the understanding of something - one 
has to have some affinity for it, it has to be real to 
him to some degree and he needs some communica- t- • 

lion with it before he can understand it.) C 


ARC BREAK: A sudden drop or sundering in Affinity, 
Reality and Communication with or toward someone 
ft or something, which is often accompanied by mis- 
emotion or dramatization. An ARC Break is eviden¬ 
ced when a person is completely unwilling or finds 
it impossible to communicate to someone or some¬ 
thing. 



ARC TRIANGLE: It is called a triangle because it 
has three related points: Affinity - Reality - and, 
the most important, Communication. Without af¬ 
finity there is no reality or communication. With¬ 
out reality or some agreement, affinity and com¬ 
munication are absent. Without communication, 
there can be no affinity or reality. It is only nec¬ 
essary to improve one corner of this very valuable 
triangle in Scientology in order to improve the re¬ 
maining two comers. (The easiest corner to im¬ 
prove is Communication: improving one’s ability 
to communicate raises at the same time his 
affinity for others and life, as well as expands 
the scope of his agreements.) 


ART: (Basic definition) ART is a word which sum¬ 
marizes the QUALITY OF COMMUNICATION. 


AS-IS: To view anything exactly as it is, without any 
distortions or lies, at which moment it will vanish 
and cease to exist. 
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AS-IS-NESS: One of the four conditions of existence. 
It is the condition of immediate creation without per¬ 
sistence, and is the condition of existence which ex¬ 
ists at the moment of creation and the moment of 
destruction, and is different from other considera¬ 
tions in that it does not contain survival. 


ASSESSMENT: Reading down a list to find out which 
item on the list reacts more than the other items on 
the list, on a meter. 

ASSIST: Simple, easily done processes that can be 
applied to anyone to help them recover more rapidly 
from accidents, mild illness or upsets. 



AUDITING SESSION: A precise period of time dur¬ 
ing which an auditor audits a preclear. 

AUDITOR: A listener or one who listens carefully 
to what people have to say. An auditor is a person 
trained and qualified in applying Scientology pro¬ 
cesses to others for their betterment. 



AUDITOR’S CODE: A collection of rules (do’s and 
don’ts) that an auditor follows while auditing some¬ 
one, which ensure that the preclear will get the 
greatest possible gain out of the processing that he 
is having. 


AUDITING: The application of Scientology processes 
and procedures to someone by a trained auditor. The 
exact definition of auditing is: The action of asking 
a preclear a question (which he can understand and 
answer), getting an answer to that question and ac¬ 
knowledging him for that answer. 


AUTOMAT1C1TY: Anything one is doing that he is 
not aware he is doing or is only partially aware he 
is doing. Also, a sudden, very rapid outflow of 
answers given by a preclear in a session.

AUDITING BY LIST: A technique, using prepared 
lists of questions, that relieves and helps the preclear 
find out more about himself. 


AUDITING COMM CYCLE: The communication 
cycle used in auditing. It consists of (1) The auditor 
observes the preclear to see if the preclear is ready 
to receive the auditing question; (2) The auditor asks 
the preclear the question; (3) The auditor observes 
the preclear to see if the preclear has received the 
question; (4) The preclear looks into his bank and 
finds an answer to the question; (5) The preclear 
tells the auditor (who listens attentively) the answer 
to the question; (6) The auditor acknowledges the 
preclear for answering the question; (7) The auditor 
observes the preclear to see that the preclear has 
received the acknowledgement.

BANK: A colloquial name for the Reactive Mind. 
(This is what the procedures of Scientology are de¬ 
voted to disposing of, for it is only a burden to an 
individual and he is much better off without it. A 
Clear has no.bank.) 


BANKY: A term which means that a person is be¬ 
ing influenced by his bank and is displaying bad 
• temper, irritability, lack of co-operation and the 
signs of dramatization. He is being irrational. 


BASIC: The first incident, such as an engram or 
overt act, of a chain of similar incidents. 


BASIC AUDITING: The fundamental and most im¬ 
portant elements of auditing - the skill of handling 
and keeping the preclear in session, proper use of 
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the auditing communication cycle, the repetitive 
use of the auditing communication cycle to flatten a 
process, the correct application of the technology 
of Scientology, and the ability to use and read an 
E-Meter correctly. 

BASIC-BASIC: The first engram on the time track. 



BEINGNESS: The assumption or choosing of a cate¬ 
gory of identity. Beingness is assumed by oneself 
or given to oneself, or is attained. Examples of 
beingness would be one’s own name, one’s profes¬ 
sion, one’s physical characteristics, one’s role in 
a game - each and all of these things could be called 
one’s beingness. TO GRANT BEINGNESS means 
to grant life to something: to permit or allow 
other people to have beingness. 



BLOW: A colloquialism for a sudden departure. It 
is usually used to describe either the sudden dis¬ 
sipation of mass in the mind with an accompanying 
feeling of relief, or someone leaving, ceasing to be 
where he should really be, or just ceasing to be 
audited. 

BLOWDOWN: A definite, rapid drop of the E-Meter 
tone arm of 0.2 divisions or more, associated with 
a vanishment of mental mass or energy in the mind 
of the preclear. It is a period of relief and cogni¬ 
tion to the preclear while it is occurring and for a 
moment after it stops. 


BOOK AUDITOR: Someone who has successfully 
applied Scientology from a book to help someone 
else and who has received a ‘Hubbard Book Auditor’ 
Certificate for doing so. 



BUTTON: Items, words, phrases, subjects or 
areas that are easily restimulatable in an indivi¬ 


dual by the words or actions of other people, and 
which cause him discomfort, embarrassment or up¬ 
set, or make him laugh uncontrollably. 

BY-PASSED CHARGE: Mental energy or mass that 
has been restimulated in some way in an individual, 
and that is either partially or wholly unknown to 
that individual and so is capable of affecting him ad¬ 
versely. 

fill BY-PASSED CHARGE ASSESSMENT: Auditing by 
:r list to help the preclear find by-passed charge. The 
moment a correct by-passed charge is found the 
preclear feels much better.

CASE: The way a person responds to the world 
around him by reason of his aberrations. 

CASE GAIN: The improvements and resurgences a 
person experiences from auditing.

CCH’s: Four associated processes which bring a 
person into better control of his body and surround¬ 
ings, put him into better communication with his 
surroundings and other people, and increase his 
ability to have things for himself. They bring him 
into the present, away from his past problems. 


CHAIN: A succession of incidents, occurring at 
various intervals along the time track, that are re¬ 
lated to one another by some similarity of either 
subject, general location, people, or perception. 
Such a succession of similar incidents may span a 
brief period or a very long period of time. 


CHARGE: Harmful energy or force accumulated 
and stored within the Reactive Mind, resulting from 
the conflicts and unpleasant experiences that a per- 
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son has had. (Auditing discharges this charge so 
that it is no longer there to affect the individual.) 


flatten. This is not an ethical practice, as it is a 
misuse of Scientology. 


CIRCUIT: A part of an individual's bank that be¬ 
haves as though it were someone or something sep¬ 
arate from him and that either talks to him or goes 
into action of its own accord, and may even, if 
severe enough, take control of him while it operates. 
(A tune that keeps going around in someone’s head 
is an example of a circuit.) 

GLASSIFICATION: An award earned by an auditor 
that entitles him to audit certain levels of processes, 
and that shows that he has attained the ability and 
skill to do so by actual test. 




CLEANING A CLEAN: Attempting to clean up or 
deal with something that has already been cleaned 
up or dealt with or that wasn’t troublesome to the 
person in the First place. 

CLEAR: A thetan who has no reactive bank and 
who can be at cause knowingly and at will over 
mental matter, energy, space and time as regards 
the First Dynamic. A Clear is a being who has 
attained this state by completing the Saint Hill 
Clearing Course and been declared Clear by the Saint 
Hill QualiFications Division. 

CO-AUDIT: An abbreviation for co-operative audit¬ 
ing. It means a team of any two people who are 
helping each other reach a better life with Scientology 
processing. 

COFFEE SHOP AUDITING: An activity casually done 
in odd moments by someone who is trying to show 
somebody else that he knows something about 
Scientology by running a process on him that will 
cause an effect upon him which he doesn’t intend to 



COGNITION: A new realization of life. It results in 
a higher degree of awareness and consequently a 
greater ability to succeed with one’s endeavours in 


life. 


COMMITTEE OF EVIDENCE: Part of the Ethics 
system of a Scientology Organization - being a fact 
Finding group appointed and empowered to impartially 
investigate and recommend upon Scientology matters 
of a fairly severe ethical nature. 

COMM LAG (Communication lag): The time it takes 
for a preclear to give an answer to a question that 
the auditor has asked him, regardless of whether he 
is silent until he gives the answer, or has been talk¬ 
ing in the interim. Also applies to the delay between 
the giving of an auditing command by the auditor and 
the execution of that command by the preclear. 

COMMUNICATION: The interchange of ideas or ob¬ 
jects between two people or terminals. More pre¬ 
cisely, the definition of communication is: Cause, 
Distance, Effect with Intention and Attention and a 
duplication at Effect of what emanates from Cause. 
(The ability to communicate is the key to success in 
life; therefore, this definition should be studied 
thoroughly and understood. Read Dianetics ’55 for 
a full practical treatise of communication.) 

COMMUNICATION LINE: The route along which a 
communication travels from one person to another. 

COMMUNICATION PROCESSES: Processes that re¬ 
sult in a person being able to communicate freely 
and easily. Such a person is called a Communica¬ 
tions . Release.

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CONFUSION: Any jumble of things, communications, 
actions, thoughts, etc. that don’t apparently make 
sense. More broadly, a confusion is random motion. 

CONTROL: The ability to start, change and stop 
things at one’s own choice. (With processing a 
person is capable of controlling a wider and wider 
sphere of things.) 

COURAGE: The theta force necessary to overcome 
obstacles in surviving. 

CYCLE: From the beginning to the conclusion of an 
intended action. 

CYCLE OF ACTION: The sequence that an action 
goes through, wherein the action is started, is con¬ 
tinued for as long as is required and then is com¬ 
pleted as planned.

DESTIMULATION: The action of deleting the mom¬ 
ents of restimulation of the Reactive Mind or some 
portion of it, so that it moves away from the pre¬ 
clear and he is no longer connected to it. In this 
fashion, a preclear becomes a Release at each 
Grade. 

DEV-T: Developed and unnecessary traffic in any 
organization or between organizations, consisting 
of off-line, off-policy, or off-origin despatches or 
other communications. 

DIANETICS: Means through thought or mind. As a 
subject, it is that data which covered only the 
Dynamics from One to Four. 

DRAMATIZATION: Thinking or acting in a manner 


that is dictated by masses or significances con¬ 
tained in the Reactive Mind. When dramatizing, the 
individual is like an actor playing bis dictated part 
and going through a whole series of irrational 
actions. 

DUB-IN: Any unknowingly created mental facsimile 
that appears to have been a record of the physical 
universe, but which is, in fact, only an altered 
a. copy of the time track. 

DYNAMIC: The urge, thrust and purpose of lifc- 
SURVIVE! - in its eight manifestations. 

THE FIRST DYNAMIC is the urge toward sur¬ 
vival of self. 

THE SECOND DYNAMIC is the urge toward sur¬ 
vival through sex, or children. This dynamic ac¬ 
tually has two divisions. Second Dynamic (a) is 
the sexual act itself and Second Dynamic (b) is the 
family unit, including the rearing of children. 

THE THIRD DYNAMIC is the urge toward sur¬ 
vival through a group of individuals or as a group. 
Any group or part of an entire class could be con¬ 
sidered to be a part of the Third Dynamic. The 
school, the club, the team, the town, the nation 
^j| are examples of groups. 

THE FOURTH DYNAMIC is the urge toward sur¬ 
vival through all mankind and as all mankind. 

THE FIFTH DYNAMIC is the urge toward surviv¬ 
al through life forms such as animals, birds, insects, 
fish and vegetation, and is the urge to survive as 
these. 

THE SIXTH DYNAMIC is the urge toward survival 
as the physical universe and has as its components 
Matter, Energy, Space and Time, from which we 
derive, the word MEST. 

THE SEVENTH DYNAMIC is the urge toward sur¬ 
vival through spirits or as a spirit. Anything spirit¬ 
ual, with or without identity, would come under the 
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Seventh Dyanmic. A sub-heading of this Dynamic 
is ideas and concepts such as beauty, and the desire 
to survive through these.

THE EIGHTH DYNAMIC is the urge toward sur¬ 
vival through a Supreme Being, or more exactly.

ENTURBULATE: Cause to be turbulent or agitated 
and disturbed. 

ETHICS: Rationality towards the highest level of 
survival for the individual, the future race, the 
group and mankind, and the other dynamics taken 
m collectively. Ethics are reason and the contempla¬ 
tion of optimum survival. 


E-METER (HUBBARD ELECTROMETER): An elec¬ 
tronic device for measuring the mental state and 
change of state of homo sapiens and uncleared in¬ 
dividuals. The authorized meter for use in modern 
auditing is the Hubbard Electrometer Mark V. 

8C: A slang term meaning good and effective control 
of an individual or group. 

EMOTIONAL TONE SCALE: A scale of emotional 
tones or states which range from death at the bottom, 
up through apathy, grief, fear, covert hostility, 
anger, antagonism, boredom, conservatism to en- 
thusiasm at the top. (See the Hubbard Chart of Human 
Evaluation obtainable from any Scientology Book 
Store.) 

ENGRAM: A mental image picture of an experience 
containing pain, unconsciousness, and a real or 
fancied threat to survival; it is a recording in the 
Reactive Mind of something which actually happened 
to an individual in the past and which contained pain 
and unconsciousness, both of which are recorded in 
the mental image picture called an engram. 

ENTHETA: Means enturbulated theta (thought or 
life): especially refers to communications, which, 


EVALUATION: Any attempt by someone to impose 
his stable datum or data upon another. The first 
rule of the Auditor’s Code is "Do not evaluate for 
the preclear.” 

EXTERIORIZATION: The state of the thetan being 
outside his body. When this is done, the person 
achieves a certainty that he is himself and not his 
body.

FACSIMILE: A mental copy of one’s perceptions of 
the physical universe sometime in the past, and also 
known as a mental image picture. 

FIRST STAGE RELEASE: (obsolete) A general term 
that loosely referred to any Grade of Release below 
Grade V. 

FLATTEN A PROCESS: To continue a process as 
long as it produces change and no longer. The free 
needle is the most important phenomenon which in¬ 
dicates a process is flat and that it must be ended 
immediately. 

FREE NEEDLE (FLOATING NEEDLE): This is a 
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needle manifestation of the E-Meter of great impor¬ 
tance, as it indicates the preclear has reached a 
state of Release and is the end point of any process. 
A free needle moves in an idle uninfluenced motion. 
It appears to float. When it occurs, the Tone Arm 
will be on 2 or 3 or between 2 and 3 for male or 
female. 


GENERALITY: A general or non-specific statement ' 

which is applicable to all and used in Scientology to 
mean a statement made in an effort either to hide 
cause or to overwhelm another person with the all- 
inclusive, e.g. “ Everybody thinks.” 

GPM: Means Goals Problem Mass. A GPM is com¬ 
posed of mental masses and significances which have 
an exact pattern, unvarying from person to person, 
whose significances dictate a certain type, of behaviour 
and whose masses, when pulled in on the individual, 
cause psychosomatic effects, such as illnesses, pains 
or feelings of heaviness and tiredness. 


GRADE: An award made to a preclear in the form 
of a certificate for having attained one of the eight 
states of Release or the state of Clear. 



GRADIENT: A gradual approach to something, taken 
step by step, level by level, each step or level being, 
of itself, easily surmountable - so that, finally, quite 
complicated and difficult activities or high states of 
being can be achieved with relative ease. This prin¬ 
ciple is applied to both Scientology processing and 
training.

HAPPINESS: The overcoming of not unknown ob¬ 
stacles toward a known goal and, transiently, the 
contemplation of, or indulgence in. pleasure. 

HAS!: Hubbard Association of Scientologists. Inter- 
national, a non-profit organization which grants to 
its members such benefits as 2().% discounts on books 
over 6/- or $1.25, on tape lectures by L. Ron 
Hubbard, on E-Meters and on sundry Scientology 
store items as well as two free periodicals. Non- 
political in nature.

MAI’: Slang for the title and work of a post in a 
Scieptology Organization; taken from the fact that in 
many professions, such as railroading, the type of 
hat worn is the badge of the job.

HIDDEN STANDARD: An undisclosed opinion, de¬ 
cision or consideration which an individual formed 
sometime in the past of how tilings should be which 
has never been acknowledged or accepted by others, 
and which the individual uses automatically to judge 
and measure his own progress as well as the pro¬ 
priety of the actions and behaviour of others.

GRIEF CHARGE: An outburst of tears, that may 
continue for a considerable time, in a session, after 
which the preclear feels greatly relieved. I bis is 


IMPLANT: A painful and forceful means of over 
whelming a being with artificial purposes or false 
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concepts in a malicious attempt to control and sup¬ 
press him. 

INCIDENT: An experience, simple or complex, re¬ 
lated by the same subject, location, perception or 
people that takes place in a short and finite titne 
period such as minutes, hours or days; also, men¬ 
tal image pictures of such experiences. 

IN-SESSION: Used to describe a preclear who, 
during an auditing session, is willing to talk to the 
auditor and is interested in his own case. 


INTELLIGENCE: The ability to perceive, pose and 
resolve problems. 

INTENSIVE: A specific number of hours of audit¬ 
ing given to a prqclear over a short period of time, 
as a series of successive sessions at regularly 
scheduled intervals. Twenty-five hours of auditing, 
administered over a five day period or occupying 
ten evenings would be examples of intensives. 


IS-NESS: One of the four conditions of existence. 

It is an apparency of existence brought about by the 
continuous alteration of an As-is-ness. This is 
called, when agreed upon, reality. 



ITEM: Any one of a list of things, people, ideas, 
significances, purposes, etc. given by a preclear 
to an auditor while listing. At Level VI, it also has 
a specialized meaning wherein it is used to mean 
one of the component parts of a GPM. In its broad¬ 
est use, item is a term that includes a terminal of i 

any kind. 

ITS A: A coined word, taken from the phrase, “It is 
a.”, meaning a statement which positively iden¬ 

tifies something; especially refers to anything a pre-

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clear says to an auditor if he is saying with certainty, 
“It is”.

KEY-IN: The moment an earlier upset or painful 
incident has been restimulated. 

KEYED-OUT: Released or separated from one's 
Reactive Mind or some portion of it. 



LEVEL OF AWARENESS: That of which a being is 
aware. (This can be established by finding which 
general condition of existence he is most aware of, 
as shown and plotted in the awareness characteris¬ 
tics column of the Classification, Gradation and 
Awareness Chart.) 

LEVEL VI: The level at which a person is trained 
to solo audit and at which he audits himself to the 
state of Whole Track Release. 


LINE CHARGE: A period of sudden laughter, often 
uncontrollable, that a preclear experiences in a 
session and that results from the relief of painful 


LISTEN STYLE AUDITING: A method of auditing in 
which the auditor just listens to the preclear talk 
without evaluating, invalidating or interrupting him. 


LISTING: A special procedure used in some pro¬ 
cesses where the auditor writes down items said by 
the preclear in response to a question by the auditor, 
in the exact sequence that they are given to him by 
the preclear. 




LIVING: Having and following a purpose. (Only if 
an individual has a purpose toward which he works. 
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can he be said to be truly alive, rather than just 
existing.) 


MIND: A control system between the thetan and the 
physical universe. The mind is noi a brain. 


LOCK: A mental image picture of a non-pain Tul but 
disturbing experience the person has experienced 
and which depends for its force on an earlier second¬ 
ary and engrain which the experience has restimu¬ 
lated. 


LOCK WORDS: Words that are not in the C.PM’s 
but which are close in meaning to significances that 
are part of the GPM’s. They keep large parts of 
the Reactive Mind in restimulation.

MACHINE: An actual machine in the mind, (like 
ordinary machinery) constructed out of mental . 
mass and energy, that has been made by the indivi¬ 
dual to do work for him. usually having been set up 
so as to come into operation automatically under cer¬ 
tain pre determined circumstances. 


MECHANICS: The physical and quantitative struc¬ 
ture and operation of things, and the way they inter¬ 
act one with another under specific circumstances 
and in obedience .to certain rules. The way some¬ 
thing, be it mind, body or matter, works or is 
constructed. 



MEMORY: Any facsimiles of consciously perceived 
data which can be recalled by the individual. 


MEST: The physical universe. A word coined from 
the initial letters of Matter, Energy. Space and 
Time, which are the component parts of the physi¬ 
cal universe. Also used as an adjective, in the 
same'sense to mean physical - as in“mest universe", 
meaning the “physical universe". 


MINUS RANDOMITY: Anything which has too little 
motion in it for a person’s tolerance. 

MINUS TONI: SCALE;: The sub-tones below the 
Emotional Tone Scale which are so low as to con¬ 
stitute by the individual a no-affinity, no-emotion, 
no-problem, no-consequence state of mind on 
things which are actually tremendously important. 

MISEMOTION: Emotion which is irrational and in¬ 
appropriate to the present time situation. Misemo- 
tion is also emotion which has been suppressed and 
which remains part of an individual’s locks and 
secondaries unless he is audited. 

MISSED WITHHOLD: An undisclosed contra-surviv¬ 
al act which has been restimulated by another but 
not disclosed. This is a withhold which another per¬ 
son nearly found out about, leaving the person with 
the withhold in a state of wondering whether his hid¬ 
den deed is known or not. 

MOCK-UP: A mental model, construction or picture- 
created by a thetan. A mock-up is distinct 
from a facsimile in that it is created volitionaily, 
does not necessarily copy any previous experience, 
and is under the control of the thetan. 

MODEL SESSION: The same exact pattern and 
script (patter) with which every auditing session is 
begun and ended; the overall form of all Scientology 
auditing sessions which is the same anywhere in 
the world. 

MOTIVATOR: The consideration and dramatization 
that one has been wronged by the action ot another 
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or a group, and which is characterized by constant 
complaint with no real action undertaken to resolve 
the situation. This reveals that the motivator is 
being held in place to justify overt acts committed 
by the individual, which is easily handled in auditing. 


MUZZLED AUDITING: The correct way to audit a 
preejear using only TR 0, 1, 2, 3 and 4 by the text¬ 
book without any additives such as a statement, ques¬ 
tion, action or expression in addition to TRs 0. to 4. 
Processes run best when muzzled.

NECESSITY LEVEL: This is a person’s ability to 
rise.above his aberrations when his action is re¬ 
quired to handle an immediate and serious threat to 
his survival. 


NOT-IS-NESS: The effort to handle Is-ness by re¬ 
ducing its condition through the. use of force. It is 
an apparency and cannot entirely vanquish an Is-ness. 


NULLING:. The auditor’s action in saying items from 
a list to a preclear and noting the reaction of the 
preclear’s bank by the use of an E-Meter.

OBJECTIVE PROCESSES: Processes which famil¬ 
iarize a person with the MEST universe. 

OBNOSIS: Observation of the obvious. The only way 
one sees anything is by observing the obvious: one 
looks at the is-ness of something, at what js act¬ 
ually there. Fortunately, the ability to obnose is 
not in any sense “inborn” or mystical. It is easily 
regained and improved through Scientology. 


OCCLUSION: Any part of a person’s memories that 
is hidden on the time track and is not < available to 
conscious recall except through processing. 

OFF-LINE: An adjective which describes a despatch 
or communication in any organization or from one 
organization to another which is sent to the wrong 
person for handling. It should only be routed back 
to the sender. 

OFF-ORIGIN: An adjective which describes a des- 
’ patch or communication in any organization or be¬ 
tween organizations which is originated by the 
wrong person: by someone concerning a job or 
activity other than his own. It should be sent back 
to the sender. 


OFF-POLICY: An adjective which describes a des¬ 
patch or communication in any organization or from 
one organization to another which is originated by 
or forwarded by someone who should know that the 
matter is already covered by policy. It shoul,d only 
be routed back to the sender. 


OPTIMUM RANDOM1TY: From the viewpoint of the 
individual, something which has in it the right 
amount of motion or unexpectedness tor his tolerance. 


ORG BOARD (Organization Board): A board which 
displays the functions, duties, sequences of action 
and authorities of an organization. 


O.T. (Operating Thetan): A Clear who has been 
familiarized with his environment to a point of 
total cause over matter, energy, space, time and 
thought, and who is not in a body. 

OTHER-DETERMINISM: The condition of having 
one’s actions or conclusions determined by some¬ 
thing or someone other than oneself. 
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26 OVER-RESTIMULATION: The condition of having in 
restimulation more charge than one can easily handle, 
accompanied by a feeling or conviction of being over¬ 
whelmed. 


OVERT-ACT (Overt): Harmful or contra-survival 
act. Precisely, it is an act of commission or 
omission that harms the greater number of dynamics. 
Therefore, a failure to eradicate something or stop 
someone that would harm broadly would be an overt 
act. Equally, assistance to something that would 
harm a greater number of dynamics would also be 
an overt act. 



OVERT-MOTIVATOR SEQUENCE: The sequence 
wherein someone who has committed an overt has to 
claim the existence of motivators. The motivators 
are then liable to be used to justify committing 
further overt acts. 


P 
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PAN-DETERMINISM: Broad determinism: The 
action of determining not only one’s own actions, but 
the actions of others as well, especially to determine 
the activities of two or more sides of a game simul¬ 
taneously. (To become pan-determined it is neces¬ 
sary to view a dispute, struggle or game from both 
sides.) 



PLUS-RANDOM1TY: From the viewpoint of the in¬ 
dividual, something which has in it too much motion 
or unexpectedness for his tolerance. 


POLICY: The rules and administrative formulas and 
procedures by which individuals in an organization 
agree on action and conduct their organizational 
activities. 


POSTULATE: (noun) A conclusion, decision or re¬ 
solution made by the individual himself on his own 
self-determinism on data of the past, known or un¬ 
known. The postulate is always known. It is made 
upon the evaluation of data by the individual or on 
impulse without data. It resolves a problem of the 
past, decides on problems or observations in the 
present or sets a pattern for the future. 

POSTULATE: (verb) To conclude, decide or resolve 
V? a problem or to set a pattern for the future or to 
nullify a pattern of the past. 

POTENTIAL TROUBLE SOURCE (PTS): Any person 
who, while active in Scientology or a preclear, re¬ 
mains connected to a suppressive person or group. 

(A person or preclear roller-coasters, i.e. gets 
better, then worse, only when he is connected to a 
suppressive person or group, and he must, in order 
to make his gains from Scientology permanent, either 
handle the source of suppression or disconnect from 

it.) 

POWER PROCESSES: The processes audited only 
by Class VII Auditors which make Grade V Power 
Releases. 

PRECLEAR: This term covers anyone who is not 
a Clear; however, it is principally used to describe a 
person who, through Scientology processing, is find¬ 
ing out more about himself and life. 

PREMATURE ACKNOWLEDGEMENT: Any habit of 
agreeable noises, nods or acknowledgement made by 
the listener before the person has finished saying all 
he intends to say. (This prevents the speaker from 
completing what he wants to say, makes him forget 
what he is talking about and feel dull, causes him to 
believe the listener is stupid, and results in the 
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^ speaker getting cross, exhausted in efforts trying to 
. explain and ARC broken, in that sequence. An ac¬ 
knowledgement should come after the speaker has 
completed saying what he originally intended to 
communicate.) Premature acknowledgement is 
something the professional auditor is trained not to 
do. 



PRESENT TIME: That which is now and which be¬ 
comes the past almost as rapidly as it is observed. 

It is a term that refers to the environment as it ex¬ 
ists now, not as it existed; as in the phrase “the pre¬ 
clear came up to present time”, meaning the preclear 
became aware of the existing matter, energy, space, 
and time of now. “Now.” 


m 


PRESENT TIME PROBLEM: A special problem 
that exists in the physical universe now on which 
the preclear has his attention fixed. One of the 
principal causes of present time problems is the 
communications undelivered by the individual to 
other people. 


PROBLEM: Anything which has opposing sides of 
equal force; especially postulate counter-postulate, 
intention counter-intention or idea counter-idea. 



PROCESS: A set of questions asked by an auditor 
to help a person find out things about himself or 
life. More fully, a process is a patterned action, 
done by the auditor and preclear under the auditor’s 
direction, which is invariable and unchanging, com¬ 
posed of certain steps or actions calculated to re¬ 
lease or free a thetan. There are many processes 
and these are aligned with the levels taught to 
students and with grades as applied to preclears, 
all of which lead the student or the preclear grad- 
iently to higher understanding and awareness. Any 
single process is run only so long as it produces 
change and no longer. 
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PROCESSING: That action or actions, governed by 
the technical disciplines and codes of Scientology, 
of administering a process to a preclear in order to 
release or free him. 


PSYCHOTIC: Term which refers to the condition a 
person is in who is fighting or is accompanied by 
invisible or long dead enemies and associations. 
Psychotic and suppressive are synonymous (the - 
same). 



Q AND A: (noun) A failure to complete a cycle of 
action, (verb) To fail to complete a cycle of action; 
to deviate from an intended course of action. (Q 
derives from question and A derives from answer. 

The term Q and A means that the exact answer to a 
question is the question itself if one follows com¬ 
pletely the duplication part of the definition of com¬ 
munication. However, it came to mean that the 
auditor did what the prcclcar did or changed when 
the preclear changed. A later definition was “Ques¬ 
tioning the prcclear's answer.” Q and A is precisely 
defined, in auditing, as “a failure to complete a 


cycle of action on a preclear.”) 


R 


RANDOM1TY: The ratio of unpredicted motion to 
predicted motion. 


REACTIVE: Irrational, reacting instead of acting: 
Thinkingness or behaviour dictated by the Reactive 
Mind rather than the individual’s own present-time 
determinism. 


REACTIVE MIND: That portion of a person’s mind 
which works on a stimulus-response basis (given a 
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30 certain stimulus, it gives a certain response) which 
is not under his volitional control and which exerts 
. force and the power of command over his awareness, 
purposes, thoughts, body and actions. It consists of 
GPMs, engrains, secondaries and locks. 

RECALL: The ability to fully re-cxpcricncc or per¬ 
ceive again, in facsimile form, a past moment. 


REDUCE: To take all the charge or pain out of an 
incident. 



RELEASE: A person whose Reactive Mind is keyed 
out and is not influencing him. There are eight 
grades of Release - they are, from the lowest to the 
highest, Grade O - Communications Release, Grade 
I - Problems Release, Grade II - Relief Release, 

Grade III - Freedom Release, Grade IV - Ability 
Release, Grade V - Power Release, Grade VA - 
Power Plus Release, Grade VI - Whole Track Re¬ 
lease. Each is a distinct and definite step toward 
greater levels of awareness and ability. 


REPEATER TECHNIQUE: (Historical) The repet¬ 
ition of a word or phrase in order to produce move¬ 
ment on the time track into an engram containing that 
word or phrase. (Repeating or “rolling"’ a phrase in 
an engram in order to de-intensify the phrase or re¬ 
duce the engram is not repeater technique.) 



RESPONSIBILITY: The concept of being able to care 
for, to reach or to be; the ability and willingness to 
be cause. To accept responsibility for something is 
to accept that one operated as cause in the matter. 

It should be clearly distinguished from such lower 
level considerations as blame or praise which in¬ 
clude the further evaluation of the goodness or bad¬ 
ness of the thing caused. 


RESTIMULATOR: Anything in the individual’s sur¬ 
roundings which is sufficiently similar to something 
in his Reactive Mind that it causes part of his Re- 
Active Mind to become restimulated. 

RIDGE: Solid accumulations of old, inactive energy 
suspended in space and time. They are generated 
by opposing energy flows hitting one another and 
continue to exist long after the energy flows have 
ceased. 

'ROUTINE:. A standard process, .designed to release 
an in-session preclear at the grade to which it applies. 

R6EW: Routine 6 End Words: The process used in 
solo-auditing to release oneself from lock end words 
and thus become a Grade VI - Whole Track - Re¬ 
lease. 


S 

SAD EFFECT: A state of great sadness, apathy, 
and misery. The individual sinks into this condition 
when a heavy ARC break of his is neglected and/or 
overwhelmed. 

(INSANITY: The ability to evaluate importances in life. 

SCIENTOLOGIST: One who knows he has found the 
way to a better life through Scientology and who, 
through Scientology books, tapes, training and pro¬ 
cessing, is actively attaining it. 

SCIENTOLOGY: An applied philosophy dealing with 
the study of knowledge, which, through the applica¬ 
tion of its technology can bring about desirable 
changes in the conditions of life. (Taken from the 
Latin word SCIO - knowing in the fullest sense of 
the word, and the Greek word LOGOS - to study.) 
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SECOND STAGE RELEASE: An obsolete term used 
to describe someone who had been released by 
Power Processing. This state is now called Grade 
V or Power Release. 


SECONDARIES: Mental image pictures containing 
misemotion (encysted grief, anger, apathy, etc.) 
and a real or imagined loss. They contain no pain; 
they are moments of shock and stress depending for 
their force on earlier engrams which have been re- 
stimulated by the circumstances of the secondary.

SELECTEE: A person specially chosen or selected 

for training or processing by a Field Staff Member. < 


SERVICE FACSIMILE: A computation generated by 
the individual to make self right and others wrong, 
to dominate or escape domination and to enhance own 
survival and injure that of others. This computation 
will cause the individual to deliberately hold in re¬ 
stimulation selected parts of his Reactive Mind to 
explain his failures in life. For example, a person 
may keep an old injury iri restimulation so that his 
family has to look after him. 


SIGNIFICANCE: A word which is used in the special 
sense to denote any thought, decision, concept, idea, 
purpose or meaning in the mind in distinction to its 
masses. (The mind is basically composed of masses 



and significances.) 


SOLO-AUDITING: After appropriate training to Level 
VI, the auditing of Grade VI and Grade VII processes 
on oneself, (when one is both the auditor and pre¬ 
clear) with the aid of an E-Meter in order to reach 
the states of Grade VI Release and CLEAR. 


SOMATIC: Physical pain or discomfort of any kind, 
especially painful or uncomfortable physical percep¬ 
tions stemming from the Reactive Mind. 


SONIC: The ability to recall a sound so that one can 
hear it again as he originally heard it - in full tone 
and volume.

SQUIRRELLING: The action of altering Scientology; 
off-beat practices. 

STABLE DATUM: Any part or factor (which may or 
may not be correct or true) in a confusion that an in- 
dividual selects out as a known and secure thing by 
which to relate and align the rest of the parts of the 
confusion, thereby lessening or bringing order into 
the confusion. (For more on stable data and confu¬ 
sions read “The Problems of Work” by L. Ron Hubbard.) 

SUPPRESSIVE ACTS: Actions or omissions under¬ 
taken knowingly to suppress, reduce or impede 
Scientology or Scientologists. (Such actions are 
high crimes and result in dismissal from Scientology 
and its organizations.) 


SUPPRESSIVE PERSON OR GROUP: One who activ¬ 
ely seeks to suppress or damage Scientology or a 
Scientologist by suppressive acts.

The methods of application of an

TERMINAL: Anything that can receive, relay or 
send a communication (most corntnon usage); also, 
anything with mass and meaning. 

THETA: Energy peculiar to life or a thetan which 
acts upon material in the physical universe and ani¬ 
mates it, mobilizes it and changes it; natural crea¬ 
tive energy of a thetan which he lias free to direct 
toward survival goals, especially when it manifests 
itself as high tone, constructive communications. 
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THETAN: The person himself - not his body or 
name, the physical universe, his mind, or anything 
else; that which is aware of being aware; the iden¬ 
tity that IS the individual. (From Theta (Q), the 
Greek symbol for “thought” or perhaps “spirit”.) 


THIRD STAGE RELEASE: (obsolete) A term that 
referred to what is now Grade VA - Rower Plus - 
Release. 

TIME TRACK (Track): The consecutive mental ini- 
age pictures or facsimiles recording the consecutive 
moments of ‘now’ through which the individual has 
lived. 

TONE: .Any level of survival or state of being plotted 
on the tone scale of the Hubbard Chart of Human Eval¬ 
uation. 


TONE ARM: Meter control lever on the E-Meter. 


TONE ARM ACTION (TA). Movement of the Tone 
Arm when it has to be moved more than .2 divisions 
to keep the needle at set (except during moments of 
body movement). The total number of divisions down 
a tone arm has moved accurately in a unit of time, 
such as 20 minutes or a two and a half hour session. 
Tone Arm action denotes a change and, therefore, 
that case gain for the preclear is occurring. 



TONE 40: Intention without reservation or. limit. 

TONE2 SCALE: A scale measuring and relating the 
various factors of behaviour, emotion and thought to 
levels on the scale. (The book, “Science of Survival,” 
by L. Ron Hubbard contains a full description of the 
tone scale and its applications in life.) 

TRs: Training drills on Scientology Courses which 
train students to communicate and audit. 

TR 0: Training drill which trains students to 
confront a preclear or other terminals. 


TR 1: Training drill which trains students to reach 
a preclear or other terminals with their communica¬ 
tion. 

TR 2: Training drill which trains students to 
listen to and acknowledge the communication ol a pre- 
dear or other terminals. 

TR 3: Training drill which trains students to get 
a question answered, also to develop the ability to 
complete communication cycles and to persist until 
the communication cycle is completed. 

TR 4: Training drill which trains students to con- 
front, understand and handle smoothly the communi¬ 
cations of a preclear or other terminals. 


TWO-WAY COMMUNICATION: Communication be¬ 
tween two people in which each one takes turns, while 
the other listens attentively, in expressing fully his 
ideas on a subject. This is, therefore, communica¬ 
tion in two directions. (Two-way communication is 
the basis of any successful and enjoyable personal 
relationship.)

TWO-WAY COMMUNICATION IN AUDITING: The 
action of asking the preclear questions (not repetitive) 
that guide the preclear into talking about the difficulty 
that needs to be handled.

VALENCE: The unwitting assumption by one indivi¬ 
dual of the characteristics of another individual. 

VISIO: Ability to see in facsimile form something 
one has seen earlier so that one sees it again in the 
same colour, dimension scale, brightness and detail 
as it was originally viewed.

WHAT’S IT: (verb) A coined word, coming from 
the phrase, “What is it?” It basically means to ask 
a question. However, it has come to mean “to dwell 
on problems, confusions or uncertainties rather than 
to resolve them”, (noun) An unanswered question;

WHOLE TRACK: The moment to moment record of 
a person’s existence in this universe, in picture and 
impression form.

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PHILOSOPHY WINS 
AFTER 2000 YEARS 


Philosophy did not die with Ancient Greece. 

Out of the Natural Philosophy of those times 
came Science. 

The wonders of chrome and metal cars, planes, 
the atom bomb and even the satellites have their 
roots in the firm base of Greek Philosophy. 

But Socrates, Aristotle, Euclid, Thales, Hera¬ 
clitus, Parmenides, Democritus, Pythagoras, Plato, 
Anaxagoras, Lucretius and all the rest did not have 
in mind the manufacture of material things when 
sshey released their knowledge to the world. 

® Even though all these great things developed out 
of Greek thought and mathematics, the great names 
of philosophy considered they had failed. 

And so they had. Until today. 

For their philosophic goal was the understanding 
of the spirit of Man and his relationship to the 
universe. And they could only speculate upon. 
They never proved their contention that Man was a 
spirit clothed in flesh, they could only assert it. 

And so they drowned in the avalanche of super¬ 
stition which engulfed the world in the Dark Ages. 

Why did they fail? They needed the higher 
mathematics and electronics which would, over 
two thousand years later, develop their philosophies. 

These were developed. But they were used for

Until Scientology.

Scientology was developed by L. Ron Hubbard, an American writer and philosopher. 
It was completed after 35 years of research. 


Bom in Tilden, Nebraska, on 13th March, 1911, he 
was the only child of Commander H. R. Hubbard, 
U.S.N., and Dora May Hubbard. 

Hubbard was raised on his grandfather’s cattle ranch 
in Montana and could ride before he could walk. He 
later became a blood brother of the Blackfeet (Pikuni) 
Indians, and his first novel published in 1936 concerns 
'hern. 

At the age of ten he rejoined his father and mother. 
Two years later, in Washington, D.C. at the time, 
he became a fast friend of the President’s son, Calvin 
Coolidge, Jnr., whose untimely death is probably 
responsible for L. Ron Hubbard’s early interest in 
mental research. 

As his father’s duty took the family to the Far East, 
L. Ron Hubbard was in China when he was fourteen 
and spent the next several years in travel throughout 
Asia. In Northern China and India he became intensely 
curious about the composition and destiny of Man, and 
studied on the one hand with Lama Priests, and made 
himself agreeable on the other hand to war-like people 
by his ability to ride. 

With the death of his grandfather. Hubbard, 19 years 
of age, was brought home by his father to study at the 
George Washington University in Washington, D.C. 
He graduated in Mathematics and Engineering from 
Columbian College to become a member of the first 
United States course in formal education in what is 
called today nuclear physics. He also attended the 
]?rinceton University and obtained a degree as Doctor 
''of Philosophy (Ph.D.) from Sequoia University. 

During his college days he supported himself by his 
writing, and before he concluded college he was well 
established as an essayist. 

His first action on leaving college was to lead an 
expedition into Central America. In the next few years 
he headed three further expeditions, all of them under¬ 
taken to study savage peoples and cultures to provide 
material for his articles and stories. Between 1933 and 
1941 he visited many barbaric cultures and yet found 
time to write seven million words of published fact and 
fiction. 

Having first in Asia become interested in the mind 
and in Man, he multiplied this interest with his investiga¬ 
tions of savage peoples, and by 1938 he had written a 
never-published work on the subject of the basic 
principles of human existence. 

By 1936 he had become a member of the Explorers 
Club in New York City. 

In addition to travel articles, he has written western, 
science fiction, and adventure stories, and he is still one 
of the better known science fiction writers. 


He was first called to Hollywood to write a film 
script in 1936 and since that time he has done a 
considerable amount of film work. 

Commissioned before the war in 1941 by the U.S. 
Navy, he was ordered to the Philippines at the outbreak 
of the war and was flown home in the late spring of 
1942 as the first U.S. returned casualty from the Far 
East. 

As a yachtsman he had considerable sea experience, 
and the scarcity of officers was such that, without rest, 
he was ordered at once to command of a corvette. He 
served for the remainder of that year with British and 
American anti-submarine vessels in the North Atlantic 
and rose to command a squadron. In 1943 he saw duty 
in the North Pacific. 

Crippled and blind at the end of the war, he resumed 
his studies of philosophy and by his discoveries re¬ 
covered so fully that he was reclassified in 1949 for full 
combat duty. It is a matter of medical record that he has 
twice been pronounced dead and that in 1950 he was 
given a perfect score on mental and physical fitness 
reports. 

Revolted by war and Man’s inhumanity to Man, he 
resigned his commision rather than assist government 
research projects. He subsequently published his 
original thesis on his work and the startling popularity 
of this thesis brought publishers to offer him a contract 
for a popular work. Published in 1950, it soared to the 
top of the best-seller lists and stayed there. Its title- 
“Dianetics, The Modern Science of Mental Health.” 

Dianetics means “through thought or mind”. As a 
science it explained and demonstrated conclusively the 
workings of the human mind. Thus were unlocked the 
secrets of this hitherto unknown territory - a major 
breakthrough in the history of Man. Dianetic techniques 
in addressing the mind achieved remarkable results, but 
further research established that tremendously higher 
results were obtainable by addressing the spirit or 
thetan (taken from the Greek symbol for "thought” 
or spirit) as it is known in Scientology. Thus Scientology 
evolved from Dianetics. 

Scientology today is a world-wide organization with 
organizations on every continent and headquarters at 
Saint Hill Manor in Sussex, England. Scientology is 
the most vital movement on earth today and is ex¬ 
panding phenomenally fast. Every week thousands of 
new people are introduced to its great benefits. 

The home of L. Ron Hubbard and his family since 
1959, Saint Hill Manor is where Ron continued his 
relentless search into the rehabilitation of the spirit of 
Man. Late in 1965 the final and most important stage 
of his research was completed. 

The long sought bridge to total freedom for Mankind 
was complete. ■ 






MY PHILOSOPHY 

BY L. RON HUBBARD 


The subject of philosophy is very ancient. The word means: "The love, study or pursuit 
of wisdom, or of knowledge of things and their causes, whether theoretical or practical." 


All we know of science or of religion comes from 
philosophy. It lies behind and above all other 
knowledge we have or use. 

For long regarded as a subject reserved for halls 
of learning and the intellectual, the subject, to a 
remarkable degree, has been denied the man in 
the street. 

Surrounded by protective coatings of im¬ 
penetrable scholarliness, philosophy has been 
reserved to the privileged few. 

The first principle of my own philosophy is that 
wisdom is meant for anyone who wishes to reach 
for it. It is the servant of the commoner and king 
alike and should never be regarded with awe. 

Selfish scholars seldom forgive anyone who seeks 
to break down the walls of mystery and let the 
people in. Will Durant, the modern American 
philosopher, was relegated to the scrap heap by his 
fellow scholars when he wrote a popular book on 
the subject, “The Outline of Philosophy”. Thus 
brickbats come the way of any who seek to bring 
wisdom to the people over the objections of the 
“inner circle.” 

The second principle of my own philosophy is 
that it must be capable of being applied. 

Learning locked in mildewed books is of little 
use to anyone and therefore of no value unless it 
can be used. 

The third principle is that any philosophic 
knowledge is only valuable if it is true or if it works. 

These three principles are so strange to the field 
of philosophy, that I have given my philosophy a 
name: Scientology. This means only “knowing 
how to know.” 

A philosophy can only be a route to knowledge. 
It cannot be crammed down one’s throat. If one 
has a route, he can then find what is true for him. 
And that is Scientology. 

Know Thyself... and the truth shall set you free 

Therefore, in Scientology, we are not concerned 
with individual actions and differences. We are 
only concerned with how to show Man how he can 
set himself or herself free. 

This, of course, is not very popular with those 
who depend upon the slavery of others for their 
living or power. But it happens to be the only way 
1 have found that really improves an individual’s 
life. 


Suppression and oppression are the basic causes 
of depression. If you relieve those a person can lift 
his head, become well, become happy with life. 

And though it may be unpopular with the slave 
master, it is very popular with the people. 

Common man likes to be happy and well. He/ 
likes to be able to understand things, and hdV 
knows his route to freedom lies through knowledge. 

Therefore, for 15 years 1 have had Mankind 
knocking on my door. It has not mattered where 
1 have lived or how remote, since I first published 
a book on the subject, my life has no longer been 
my own. 

I like to help others and count it as my greatest 
pleasure in life to see a person free himself of the 
shadows which darken his days. 

These shadows look so thick to him and weigh 
him down so that when he finds they are shadows 
and that he can see through them, walk through 
them and be again in the sun, he is enormously 
delighted. And I am afraid l am just as delighted 
as he is. 

I have seen much human misery. As a very 
young man 1 wandered through Asia and saw the 
agony and misery of overpopulated and under¬ 
developed lands. I have seen people uncaring and. 
stepping over dying men in the streets. I have seenf 
children less than rags and bones. And amongst 
this poverty and degradation I found holy places 
where wisdom was great, but where it was carefully 
hidden and given out only as superstition. Later, 
in Western universities, I saw Man obsessed with 
materiality and with all his cunning, I saw him hide 
what little wisdom he really had in forbidding halls 
and make it inaccessible to the common and less 
favoured man. I have been through a terrible war 
and saw its terror and pain uneased by a single 
word of decency or humanity. 

I have lived no cloistered life and hold in con¬ 
tempt the wise man who has not lived and the scholar 
who will not share. 

There have been many wiser men than I, but few 
have travelled as much road. 

I have seen life from the top down and the bottom 
up. I know how it looks both ways. And I know 
there is wisdom and that there is hope.

Blinded with injured optic nerves, and lame with 
physical injuries to hip and back, at the end of 
World War II, I faced an almost non-existent 
future. My Service record states: “This officer has 
no neurotic or psychotic tendencies of any kind 
whatsoever”, but it also states “permanently 
disabled physically”. 



And so there came a further blow ... I was 
abandoned by family and friends as a supposedly 
hopeless cripple and a probable burden upon them 
for the rest of my days. I yet worked my way back 
to fitness and strength in less than two years, using 
only what I knew and could determine about Man 
and his relationship to the universe. I had no one 
to help me; what I had to know I had to find out. 
And it’s quite a trick studying when you cannot see. 


I became used to being told it was all impossible, 
that there was no way, no hope. Yet I came to see 
again and walk again, and I built an entirely new 
life. It is a happy life, a busy one and I hope a 
useful one. My only moments of sadness are those 
which come when bigoted men tell others all is bad 
and there is no route anywhere, no hope anywhere, 
nothing but sadness and sameness and desolation, 
and that every effort to help others is false.

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So my own philosophy is that one should share 
what wisdom he has, one should help others to 
help themselves, and one should keep going despite 
heavy weather for there is always a calm ahead. 
One should also ignore catcalls from the selfish 
intellectual who cries: “Don’t expose the mystery. 
Keep it all for ourselves. The people cannot 
^understand.” 

But as I have never seen wisdom do any good 
kept to oneself, and as 1 like to see others happy, 
and as I find the vast majority of the people can 
and do understand, 1 will keep on writing and 
working and teaching so long as I exist. 


For I know no man who has any monopoly 
upon the wisdom of this universe. It belongs to 
those who can use it to help themselves and others.

Scientology is the route from human being to total 
freedom or total betngness.

In 1950, I wrote a book called “Dianetics: The 
Modem Science of Mental Health”. I was even con¬ 
tracting at the time to do some stories and novels and 
was quietly minding my business. Then the book hit. 
Nobody ever expected this to be a best seller, but it 
went instandy and immediately to the top of the 
best-seller list and stayed there. 

The book caused a tremendous furore, Dianetic 
groups sprang up all over the country. People would 
read the book, then start auditing their friends with 
startlingly good results. 

But there wasn’t an adequate organization to hold 
the line, to maintain standards of technical application. 

The time had come to establish positively and com¬ 
pletely my responsibility for all of Dianetics. 

It was very reluctantly that I took over this respons¬ 
ibility because I knew that all hell was going to break 
loose and boy, did it! 

The West, you know, is a scientific barbarism. It is 
not really a civilization - not yet - but it is very 
scientific. Actually, the society is very unbalanced 
at this time, to the degree that it possesses scientific 
power without the gender graces. It has power without 
humanity and to that extent is not a civilization. Do 
you know that at this time they could whip up a single 
technology to make somebody who is crying laugh - or 
make someone who is laughing cry? They are attempt¬ 
ing to alter human behaviour with a strong arm.

That is the, 
approach of this civilization. • , i) J 

When you start laying the truth on the line, it is ' 
liable to blow off a bit of confusion. All you have got 
to do is put in a stable datum, and the confusion 
starts to blow off. 

The early days of Dianetics were the eariy beginning 
of Scientology. It was the same story, a stable datum 
going in and confusion blowing off. What happened 
then wasn’t all that terrible. 

The basic discovery of Dianetics was the exact 
anatomy of the human mind. 

The aberrative power of engrams was discovered. 
(An engram is a mental image picture of an experience 
containing pain, unconsciousness, and a real or 
imagined threat to survival.) Procedures were developed 
for erasing them. The amount of benefit to be gained 
from running half a dozen engrams exceeded anything 
that Man had ever been able to do for anybody in the 
history of the human race. But there was a question of 
time. I had to short-circuit this. I had to bring this 
right to basics. 

The discovery of what it was that the mind was 
coating was the discovery of Scientology. a 

It was coating a thetan. A thetan is the person himself > 
- not his body or his name, the physical universe, his 
mind, or anything else: that which is aware of being 
aware; the identity which IS the individual. The thetan 
is most familiar to one and all as you. 

In Scientology, you have the technology of total 
recovery of a Being, and that doesn’t mean a body. 
Never lose sight of the fact that the salvage of the body 
is secondary to the salvage of the being. Dianetics, you 
see, is small game. The order of magnitude between 
Dianetics and Scientology is hardly comparable. It’s 
like shooting rabbits but you’re after water buffalo. 
It’s not even that order of magnitude. It’s like digging 
a ditch by going out and counting the number of grains 
of sand that lie on the top of where it should be.

Such "answers” sound more like pre-Buddhist India where 
the world was said to be carried on seven pillars that stood 
on seven pillars which stood on a turtle and, in exasperation 
to the child’s question as to what the turtle stood on, “Mud! 
And it’s mud from there on down!” 

It is the nature of Truth that if one knows it. even more 
things get understood. The disease and decay of Asia tends 
. to invalidate their concepts as Truth and in the West, war, 
Jwhere soldiers saw “Gott Mit Uns” on the slain enemy belt 
"Duckies tended to end the domination of the churches of 
those times - for God could not be on both sides of such 
Devil’s work, or so the soldiers reasoned. 

Even Christ’s great commandment of "Love thy neigh¬ 
bour” seems to have less force today in a world of income 
tax, inflation and the slaughter of civil populations in the 
name of peace. 


This, along with science. Scientology can achieve positive 
invariable results. Given the same conditions, one always 
gets the same results.

The reactive mind is a stimulus response mechanism , ruggedly built and operable under 
trying circumstances. The reactive mind never stops operating and acts below the level oj 
consciousness. 



It is this mind which stores up all the bad things that 
have happened to one and throws them back to him 
again in moments of emergency or danger so as to 
dictate his actions along lines which have been 
considered “safe” before. 

The primary characteristic of the reactive mind is 
response to a situation without analytical inspection. 
People react without volition. They do strange things 
when confronted with stimuli. Offer a man a cup of 
coffee. He twitches. He doesn’t know why he did. Wink 
at a girl and she gets an earache. She doesn’t know 
why she did. This is the reactive mind at work. Think of 
going for a drive - get tired. Decide to study - get a 
stomach ache. These are reactive mind actions. And the 
pity of it is the man didn’t know it was the cup of coffee 
that made him twitch. The girl didn’t know it was the 
wink which gave her an earache. Because it is an 
illogical connection. But that is the stock in trade of 
the reactive mind - everything equals everything.

The States of Existence 

By L. RON HUBBARD 


Man is so visibly Man that he overlooked in most of his philosophies and all of his sciences 
that there is more than one state of existence attainable by man. 


Indeed, until we came along and changed their minds 
all 19th Century psychologists stated that man could never 
change. And described only one state of existence - mortal 
man. 

If you think about it for a moment, you will see that there 
are many states of existence even in man. He is rich or poor, 
well or sick, old or young, married or single. If man can 
alter his state of existence as a man, could he be anything 
else than a man? Or a woman or a boy or a girl? 

There are two or more lower {and abhorrent) states of 
existence. 

The state of animal is quite often descended to by man 
as a chronic condition. Not only in mental hospitals, but 
in life, one can find such changes. Indeed, since 1870 the 
psychologists have said Man was an animal. 

Man can also change to a state of matter. This is also seen 
in mental hospitals. 

But those are lower states. Are there any upper and 
happier states? 

These are the whole of the horizon and attainment of 
Scientology. We are not seeking to make the insane sane. 
We are seeking to make a man into a higher being. 

There are many states of existence besides that of man. 
This has been touched on by earlier philosophies. What is 
new about Scientology is that one being can attain several 
different states of existence in just one lifetime. 

This is so novel an outlook that it is no wonder Scien¬ 
tologists are sometimes misunderstood and are taken for 
healers or psychiatrists. 

In fact man at large has never thought of it before. That 
he personally and in this lifetime could become something 
far higher and better than a man is brand new to him. 
He has heard of dying and his soul going to heaven or hell, 
and he has variously regarded the prospect as good or 
boring or terrifying. 

But for John Doe to hear that he can become a higher 
being is a new thing. 

Some savants amongst the Himalayas have worked in 
this direction. Gautama Siddhartha (Buddha) spoke of it 
Fifteen or twenty years of hard work were said to result 
in a nebulous conclusion. 

In Scientology, these higher levels of existence, known as 
Grades of Release, are achieved on a gradient of increasing 
awareness and ability. They are your stepping stones to the

total freedom. Release is the state of having been released 
or separated from one’s Reactive Mind or some part of it. 

A person trained to produce a Release is called an Auditor - 
one who listens. The Auditors in our Hubbard Guidance 
Centre are highly skilled and trained to bring you to the 
state of Release you desire, quickly and easily. 

The first five Grades of Release are as follows: 
Communication 

We instinctively revere the great artist, painter or musician 
aad society as a whole looks upon them as not quite ordinary 
beings. And they are not. They are a cut above man. That 


they were bom this way and were not audited to it does not 
make them less higher beings. He who can truly com¬ 
municate to others is a higher being who builds new worlds. 

Auditing can achieve this state of being - he or she who 
can communicate. That is a Grade O Release. 

Problems 

What distinguishes civilized man as man is that he is 
mired into problems which just get worse the more he 
solves them. The being who can recognize the actual 
source of problems and so see them vanish is too rare to be 
easily comprehended. Man solves problems. A being in a 
higher state looks at them and they vanish. There are 
fantastic phenomena here which man has never, before 
Scientology, examined. 

When a being can do this - make problems vanish with a 
glanoe, he certainly is no longer man. And the problems 
artists have are legend. 

You can be audited up to being able to do this. It is a 
Grade I Release. 

Relief 

Man has never known, except in some of the rare miracle 
workers he regarded as saints, how to bring relief to various 
ills. 

The secret was that one is connecting oneself to what 
he abhors. 

To be able to easily bring relief to oneself and others from 
the hostilities and sufferings of life is a skill man has seen 
only in healers. Relief is obtained at Grade II Release. 

Freedom 

Man is chained to the upsets in his past 

He has never understood why he felt so upset and mis¬ 
understood about his family or people or situations. 

Most men dwell perpetually on troubles they have had. 
They lead sad lives. Freedom from the upsets of the past 
with the ability to face the future is almost an unknown 
condition to man. 

It is attained as a Grade III Release. 

Ability 

Man’s abilities tend to be individually specialized He is 
so intent upon some action that he is clumsy in performing 
others. 

Moving out of a fixed condition and being able to do 
other things is attained as a Grade IV Release. 

It is hard for man to grasp even that these states exist 
He has no literature about them really or any vocabulary 
for them. 

But they do exist. 

Reach for them and you’ll see. 

Once one starts going up, there is no wish to stop The 
whiff of freedom and the total reality of it after all this time 
is too strong. Scientology is concerned with the states about 
man and opens the way with a certain and sure bridge into 
a future.

The ROAD TO CLEAR is very definite and the state is very attainable today. 


• A Clear can be at cause knowingly and at will 
ver mental matter, energy, space and time as 
regards the First Dynamic (survival for self). 

Every early definition of clear is found to be 
correct. But a Clear was more so, better than 
anyone ever hoped. 

For more than 2.500 years, Man has dreamed of 
this goal. 

Being Clear gives one the freedom and potential 
of being. Further it makes it possible to continue 
being something. It is a stable state. 

A Release is a person who has been able to back 
out of his Reactive Mind. The Reactive Mind is 
still there but the person is not sunk into it with all 
its discomforts and depressions. The person has 
been Released from his reactive mind. He still has 
it, but he’s not in it. His I.Q. and ability rises and 
mne is far more effective in changing his environment 
nnto a better one. 

Above Release lies clear. 

The Reactive Mind in its entirety is known 
territory today. 

It contains Jalse purposes and makes people 
lose their own basic purpose. The source of the 
Reactive Mind is the being himself. An uncleared 
person is making himself the unknowing and 
unwilling effect of his own Reactive Mind. 

A Reactive Mind is an unknowing, unwanted 
series of aberrated computations which bring about 
an effect on the individual and those around him. 
It is also an obsessive strata of unknown, unseen, 
uninspected data, which is forcing solutions, 
unknown and unsuspected, on the individual. 
It is a sub-awareness activity. That is, below the 
knowing awareness of an individual. 


The Reactive Mind opposes the individual. Now 
the way you handle the Reactive Mind is simply to 
increase the individual’s awareness. By increasing 
his awareness, he becomes aware of this thing and 
so it’s now under inspection, and as he goes along, 
he can then handle it and it’s under his control and 
ceases to be reactive, no matter what’s in it. 

Because of pleasurable experience in the past 
and inherent sensitivity, there will be differences 
amongst Clears, and Clears should not be assumed 
automatically to be a standardized middleground, 
that pale goal of past doctrines. 

Life is quite an adversary and the Reactive Mind 
is quite an adversary. You shouldn’t ever under- 
valuate these things, and therefore, you can’t 
really overvalue the state of Clear. It has never 
been achieved before. 

The last big stumbling block to freedom - the 
Reactive Mind itself - has been found out, explored 
and conquered. The technology to reach these 
states is in practice in your nearest Scientology 
Organization this minute. 

All you have to do is obtain the processing and 
skill available. 

The thing to do is keep going up. Get your

These various levels are common to all men. 

. In. contact with various situations and people 
in his environment, an individual, goes up and 
down the scale. The accuracy of this tone scale 
you can test yourself through direct observation. 

This scale has a chronic or an acute aspect. A 
person can be brought down the tone scale to a 
low level for ten minutes and then go back up, 
or he can be brought down for ten years and not 
go back up. 

A man who has suffered too many losses, too 
much pain, tends to become fixed at some lower 
level of the scale and, with only slight fluctua¬ 
tions, stay there. Then his general and common 
behaviour will be at that level of the tone scale. 

A salesman, for example, may appear to be 
very enthusiastic with customers, but at home h* ^ 
is always angry. In this case anger may well b? >J) 
his chronic tone level. 

Of course, as good news and bad, happy days 
and sad ones strike a person, there are momentary 
raises and lowerings on this tone scale. But there 
is a chronic level, an average behaviour for each 
individual. 

As an individual is found lower and lower on 
this chart, so is his alertness, his consciousness 
lower and lower. 

At the top of this chart, one is fully conscious 
of himself, his environment, other people and the 
universe in general. He accepts his responsibilities 
in it. He faces the realities of it. He deals with 
the problems within the limits of his education 
and experience. 

The whole intent of Scientology is to raise the 
individual from lower to higher strata on this 
scale by increasing intelligence, awareness, and 
ability.

Where are the rule-books, the maps, the sign¬ 
posts? All one perceives when he peers into the 
darkness of the unknown are the lonely bones of 
those who, reaching before, have found their hands 
empty and their lives destroyed. Such a thing is a 
lonely drama; one must cheer one’s own triumphs 
and weep to himself in his despair. The cold 
brutality of the scientific method fails far back, 
almost at the starting point. The airy spirallings 
and dread mysteries of India, where I drank deep, 
lead only into traps. The euphoria of religion, the 

E cstasies of worship and debauchery, become as 
meaningless as sand when one seeks in them the 
answer to the riddle of all existence. Many have 
roved upon this unmapped track. Some have 
survived to say a fraction of what they knew; some 
have observed one thing and said quite another; 
some looked knowing and said naught. One engaged 
upon such a quest does not even'know the answer 
to that most important question of all: will it be 
good for Man to loose upon him, all in a rush as an 
avalanche, the knowingness of eternity? 



There are those who would tell you that only a 
fiend would set you free, and that freedom leads 
at best into the darkest hells, and there are those 
who inform you that freedom is for you but not 
for them; but there are also men of kind heart 
who know how precious is the cup and drink of 
wide unbounded ways. Who is to say whether 
Man will benefit at all from this knowledge 
hardly won? You are the only one who can say. 


Scientology does not include within it cold and 
musty data. It answers the questions of philosophy 
and religion with scientific truths.

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THE EIGHT DYNAMICS 


BY L. RON HUBBARD 


As one looks out across the confusion which is life or 
existence to most people, one can discover eight main 
divisions. These could be said to be eight urges to 
survival in life. These we call dynamics. These are 
motives or motivations. We call them the eight 
dynamics. 

There is no thought or statement here that any one of 
these eight Dynamics is more important than the others. 
While they are categories (divisions) of the broad game 
of life, they are hot necessarily equal to each other. It 
Awill be found amongst individuals that each person 
■ Stresses one of the Dynamics more than the others, or 
'^may stress a combination of Dynamics as more 
important than other combinations. 

The purpose in setting forth this division is to 
increase an understanding of life by placing it in 
compartments. Having subdivided existence in this 
fashion each compartment can be inspected as itself 
and by itself in relationship to the other compartments 
of life. In working a puzzle it is necessary to first take 
pieces of similar colour or character and place them 
in groups. In studying a subject it is necessary to 
proceed in an orderly fashion. To promote this order¬ 
liness it is necessary to assume for our purposes these 
eight arbitrary compartments of life. 

THE FIRST DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival of self. This can be called 
the SELF DYNAMIC. 

fTHE SECOND DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival through sex, or children. 
This dynamic actually has two divisions. Second 
Dynamic (a) is the sexual act itself and Second Dynamic 
(b) is the family unit, including the rearing of children. 
This can be called the sex dynamic. 

THE THIRD DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival through a group of indivi¬ 
duals or as a group. Any group or part of an entire 
class could be considered to be a part of the Third 
Dynamic. The school, the club, the team, the town, the 
nation are examples of groups. This can be called the 
GROUP DYNAMIC. 

THE FOURTH DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival through all mankind and 
as all mankind. This can be called the mankind 
dynamic. 


THE FIFTH DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival through life forms such as 
animals, birds, insects, fish and vegetation. This can be 
called the animal dynamic. 

THE SIXTH DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival as the physical universe and 
has, as its components Matter, Energy, Space and 
Time, from which we derive the word mest. This can 
be called the universe dynamic. 

THE SEVENTH DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival through spirits or as a 
spirit. Anything spiritual, with or without identity, 
would come under the Seventh Dynamic. This can be 
called the spiritual dynamic. 

THE EIGHTH DYNAMIC 

is the urge toward survival through a Supreme Being, 
or more exactly. Infinity. This is called the Eighth 
Dynamic because the symbol for Infinity stood upright 
makes the numeral “8”. This can be called the 

INFINITY or GOD DYNAMIC. 

These eight Dynamics are best represented as a 
series of concentric circles, wherein the First Dynamic 
is the centre and each new Dynamic is successively a 
circle outside it. The idea of space adjoining enters into 
these Dynamics. 

The basic characteristic of the individual includes 
his ability to so expand into the other Dynamics, but 
when the Seventh Dynamic is reached in its entirety 
one will only then discover the true Eighth Dynamic. 

As an example of use of these Dynamics one dis¬ 
covers that a baby at birth is not perceptive beyond the 
First Dynamic, but as the child grows and interests 
extend, can be seen to embrace other Dynamics. As a 
further example of use, a person who is incapable of 
operating on the Third Dynamic is incapable at once 
of being part of a team and so might be said to be 
incapable of a social existence. 

As a further comment upon the Eight Dynamics, no 
one of these Dynamics from One to Seven is more 
important than any one of them in terms of orienting 
the individual. While the Dynamics are not of equal 
importance, one to the next, the ability of an individual 
to assume the beingness (one’s role or identity in life), 
doingness (action, function, accomplishment) and 
havingness (owning, possessing, experiencing) of each 
Dynamic is an index to his ability to live. ■

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THE MAN WHO

The conditions of success are few and easily stated. 

Jobs are not held consistently and in actuality by 
flukes of fate or fortune. Those who depend upon luck 
generally experience bad luck. The ability to hold a job 
depends in the main upon ability. One must be able to 
control his work and must be able to be controlled in 
doing his work. One must be able, as well, to leave 
certain areas uncontrolled. One’s intelligence is directly 
related to his ability. There is no such thing as being 
too smart. But there is such a thing as being too stupid. 



But one may be both able and intelligent without 
succeeding. A vital part of success is the ability to 
handle and control, not only one's tools of the trade, 
but the people with whom one is surrounded. In order 
to do this one must be capable of a very high level of 
affinity, he must be able to tolerate massive realities 
and he must also be able to give and receive communica¬ 
tion. 

The ingredients of success are then: first an ability to 
confront work with joy and not horror; a wish to do 
work for its own sake, not because one “has to have a 
pay-check”. One must be able to work without driving 
oneself or experiencing deep depths of exhaustion. If 
one experiences these things there is something wrong 
wi h him. There is some element in his environment 
that he should be controlling that he isn't controlling, 
or he is shying away from all people and masses with 
whom he should be in intimate contact. 

The ingredients of successful work are; training and 
experience in the subject being addressed; good general 
intelligence and ability; a capabi.iiv of high affinity; a 
tolerance of reality; and the ability to communicate 
and receive ideas. Given these things a man can ignore 
all of the accidents of birth, marriage or fortune, for 
birth, marriage and fortune are not capable of placing 
these necessary ingredients in one's hands. One could 
have all the money in the world and yet be unable to 
perform an hour’s honest labour. Such a man would be 
a miserably unhappy one. 

The person who studiously avoids work usually 
works far longer and far harder than the man who 
pleasantly confronts it and does it. Men who cannot 
work are not happy men. 

Work is the stable datum of this society. Without 
something to do there is nothing for which to live. A 
man who cannot work is as good as dead and usually 
prefers death and works to achieve it. 

The mysteries of life are not today, with Scientology, 
very mysterious. Mystery is not a needful ingredient. 
Only the very aberrated man desires to have vast 
secrets held away from him. Scientology has slashed 
through many of the complexities which have been 
erected for man and has bared the core of these 
problems. Scientology for the first time in Man’s 
history can predictably raise intelligence, increase 
ability, bring about a return of the ability to play a 
game, and permits Man to escape from the dwindling 
spiral of his own disabilities. Therefore work itself can 


become a game, a pleasant and happy thing. 

There is one thing which has been learned in Sciet 
tology which is very important to the state of mind of 
the workman. One very often feels in his society that 
he is working for the immediate pay-check and that he 
does not gain for the whole society anything of any 
importance. He does not know several things. One of 
these is how few good workmen are. On the level of 
executives, it is interesting to note how precious any 
large company finds a man who can handle and control 
jobs and men really is. Such people are rare. All the 
empty space in the structure of this workaday world is 
at the top. 

And there is another thing which is quite important, 
and that is the fact that the world today has been led 
to believe, by mental philosophies calculated to betray 
them, that when one is dead it is all over and done with 
and that one has no further responsibility for anything. 

It is highly doubtful if this is true. One inherits to¬ 
morrow what he died out of yesterday. 

Another thing we know is that men are not dispens¬ 
able. It is a mechanism of old philosophies to tell men 
that if they think they are indispensable they should^, 
go down to the graveyard and take a look - those mcJ) f> 
were indispensable too. This is the surest foolishness: 

If you really looked carefully in the graveyard you 
would find the machinist who set the models going in 
yesteryear and without whom there would be no 
industry today. It is doubtful if such a feat is being 
performed just now. A workman is not just a work¬ 
man. A labourer is not just a labourer. An office 
worker is not not just an office worker. They are 
living, breathing, important pillars on which the entire 
structure of our civilization is erected. They are not 
cogs in a mighty machine. They are the machine 
itself. 

We have come to a low level of the ability to work. 
Offices depend very often on no more than one or two 
men, and the additional staffs seem to add only 
complexity to the activities of the scene. Countries 
move forward on the production of just a few factories. 

It is as though the world were being held together by a 
handful of desperate men who by working themselves 
to death may keep the rest of the world going, but 
again they may not. 

The survival of our civilization depends on the 
rehabilitation of each individual’s ability to work.

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GLOSSARY OF TERMS 


ABERRATION: Irrational or deranged behaviour or 
thought on, or about, a specific subject or subjects, 
resulting from the influence of the Reactive Mind 
upon the individual in relationship to that subject 
or subjects. 

AUDITING: The application of Scientology pro¬ 
cesses and procedures to someone by a trained 
auditor. 

AUDITOR: A listener or one who listens carefully 
to what people have to say. An auditor is a 
person trained and qualified in applying Scient¬ 
ology processes to others for their betterment. 

BEINGNESS: The assumption or choosing of a 
category of identity. Beingness is assumed by 
oneself or given to oneself, or is attained. Examples 
of beingness would be one’s own name, one’s 
profession, one’s physical characteristics, one's 
role in a game-each and all of these things 
could be called one’s beingness. 

CLEAR: A person who can be at cause knowingly 
and at will over mental matter, energy, space and 
time as regards the first dynamic (survival for 
self). A Clear is a being who has attained this 
state by completing the Saint Hill Clearing Course 
and has been declared Clear by the Saint Hill 
Qualifications Division. 

COMMUNICATION: The interchange of ideas or 
objects between two people or terminals. More 
precisely, the definition of communication is: 
Cause, Distance, Effect with Intention and 
Attention and a duplication at Effect of what 
emanates from Cause. 

ENGRAM: A mental image picture of an experience 
containing pain, unconsciousness, and a real or 
fancied threat to survival: it is a recording in the 
Reactive Mind of something which actually 
happened to an individual in the past and which 
contained pain and unconsciousness, both of 
which are recorded in the mental image picture 
called an engram. 

E-METER: An electronic aid for measuring the 
mental state and change of state of individuals. 
GRADE: An award made to a preclear in the form 
of a certificate for having attained one of the 
states of Release or the state of Clear. 
GRADIENT: A gradual approach to something, 
taken step by step, level by level, each step or 
level being, of itself, easily surmountable - so that, 
finally, quite complicated and difficult activities 
or high states of being can be achieved with 
relative ease. This principle is applied to both 
Scientology processing and training. 

LOCK: A mental image picture of a non-painful 
disturbing experience. 


MIND: A control system between the thetan and 
the physical universe. The mind is not a brain. 

PRECLEAR: This term covers anyone who is not 
a Clear: however it is principally used to describe 
a person who, through Scientology processing, is 
finding out more about himself and life. 

PROCESS: A set of questions asked by an auditor 
to help a person find out things about himself or 
life. More fully, a process is a patterned action, 
done by the auditor and preclear under the 
auditor's direction, which is invariable and 
unchanging, composed of certain steps or actions 
calculated to release or free a thetan. 

PROCESSING: That action or actions, governed bss|, 
the technical disciplines and codes of Scientology;^ 
of administering a process to a preclear in order 
to release or free him. 

REACTIVE MIND: That portion of a person’s mind 
which works on a stimulus-response basis (given 
a certain stimulus, it gives a certain response) 
which is not under his volitional control and 
which exerts force and the power of command 
over his awareness, purposes, thoughts, body 
and actions. 

RELEASE: A person who is freed from and not 
influenced by his reactive mind. There are 
several Grades or Release. Each is a distinct and 
separate step toward total freedom and higher 
levels of awareness and ability. 


SECONDARY: A mental image picture containing 
misemotion (emotion which is irrational and 
inappropriate to the present time situation) and. 
a real or imagined loss. 

SCIENTOLOGIST: One who knows he has found 
the way to a better life through Scientology and 
who, through Scientology books, tapes, training 
and processing, is actively following the road to 


SCIENTOLOGY: An applied philosophy, the tech¬ 
nology of how to change conditions. (Taken from 
the Latin word SCIO — knowing in the fullest 
sense of the word, and the Greekword.LOGOS — 
to study.) Scientology is the road to Total 
Freedom. 

TECHNOLOGY: The methods of application of an 
art or science as opposed, to mere knowledge of 
the science or art itself. 

THETAN: The person himself-not his body or 
name, the physical universe, his mind, or anything 
else-that which is aware of being aware: the 
identity that IS the individual. (From Theta 0, the 
Greek symbol for "thought” or perhaps "spirit".)

THE FINDINGS 


ON THE U.S. FOOD AND DRUG AGENCY 

' 





The U.S. Food and Drug Administration is a relatively minor Federal agency within the 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare. It originated as an office within the Department 
of Agriculture. The job of FDA is defined by the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

The agency has in fact done little of the duty there defined by Congress but has grown to 
outsized physical and financial proportions. 

The FDA has become, progressively since the 1930 s, a source of disturbance to Americans, 
the presidency, the courts and Congress. It is today regrettably described as an agency behaving 
as a sort of cult, with an almost fanatical urge—to save the world. What FDA seems to feel 
it must “save the world” from is simply the ordinary freedoms and pursuits of the society, and 
from the protection and authority of the Constitution of the United States. 

The problems of a government which begins to discover that it has within it an agency 
gone so very awry, but discovering it somewhat late, are enormous. FDA errors have disturbed 
many functions and areas of national life in an extremely miscellaneous, random, or apparently 
random, pattern. 

Perhaps it can be corrected. This Finding treats only of one aspect of FDA errors. Here 
detailed is just one of the agency’s excursions into world-saving by its incredible “applications” 
of the Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act. 

This is the instance of FDA invasion by force of the premises, and the disruption of the 
normal activities of a duly constituted American Church, The Founding Church of Scientology 
of Washington, D.C. There are Churches of Scientology in all the major areas of America and 
on all the continents of Earth. The Washington Church is one of Scientology’s best known and 
is greatly respected. 

In this publication are reviewed briefly the facts which regrettably but unmistakably did 
lead to the Finding of FDA guilty. 

The potential further liability to the society of an agency gone as wild as has gone FDA 
is too great for such luxuries as “forgetting the whole thing” or hoping it will all come out 
all right. 

When FDA finds out who it really is, what its duties are, and whether it is willing to do 
them, it can then cease taking upon itself such peculiar roles as religious or anti-religious 
agitator world-saver, and do its job, or go. 

There really is, under the Constitution of the United States, no other set of choices. 

Here, then, are the findings in fact regarding the unauthorized behaviour of the U.S. Food 
and Drug agency toward the Founding Church of Scientology of Washington, D.C., its 
members, students, its Church officials and its American public. 
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“WE FIND THE AGENCY ENGAGED IN BIZARRE AND JUVENILE GAMES 
OF COPS AND ROBBERS. INSTEAD OF GUARDING THE NATIONAL

PRIVACY.”

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THE SEQUENCE OF EVENTS 

A Brief Summary 


* 93 °— 

At George Washington University in the first course ever given in the United States on 
nuclear physics, one student, L. Ron Hubbard, saw in this new subject clues to the answers 
to thought and the role of Man in the universe. His classmates developed a super bomb. 
L. Ron Hubbard set out on his own quite different search—a philosopher-scientist seeking 
the laws of life energy. 

* 93 ^— 

The Soviet government offered L. Ron Hubbard Pavlov’s laboratories and large sums 
to complete his work under their auspices. 


1940— 

His investigations interrupted by World War II, he served with distinction as a commander 
of combat vessels in the United States Navy. At war’s end L. Ron Hubbard completed the 
technology of Dianetics in a very little over three years. 

Here was a major breakthrough in applied philosophy, and in the subject of the human 
mind Dianetics was its most advanced study and application. 

1942- 

Copy of first manuscript of L. Ron Hubbard’s findings stolen in Miami, Florida. 

* 949 — 

As L. Ron Hubbard’s work was attracting intense interest in scientific circles even while 
his findings had not yet been published, the volume of mail, cables, telegrams and personal 
visits of philosophers and scientists to his home made it obvious that Dianetics was going to 
have to be published or its discoverer would have no time for further research and development. 
The technology was ready. 


195°— 

Remaining copy of L. Ron Hubbard’s first manuscript stolen, in Los Angeles. These 
thefts apparently connected with 1938 Russian offer. 

May, 1950 , DIANETICS: The Modern Science of Mental Health by L. Ron Hubbard 
was published. 

Startling in its discoveries, comprehensive in theory and application, Dianetics unexpec¬ 
tedly became a national best seller, went straight to the top of the New fork Times best seller 
list and stayed there for weeks then months and was read by millions. 

* 952 — 

The exactness of application of Dianetic technology brought answers to the oldest 
questions of religious philosophy. 
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The basic discoveries of Scientology were made. Here began Applied Philosophy (the 
basis of all religion) and a new technology with the exactness of mathematics and the essential 
depth of the oldest religious traditions. 

Scientology is a totally new look at and application of the confessional and religious 
instruction. Its balance of theory with immediate practical use in daily living was precise 
and far-reaching. . 

In 1952 the first religious Society of Scientology was incorporated—The Hubbard 
Association of Scientologists, International. Today the HASI is the international professional 
and lay membership organization of many thousands of active Scientologists on five continents. 

*954— 

The Creation of Human Ability by L. Ron Hubbard was published, summarizing research 
theory and technology in the total field of fully developed, codified practical religion —making 
the able more able by the single address of Scientology ministry, in auditing technology, to the 
spirit. 

*955— 

The Founding Church of Scientology was incorporated in Washington, D.C., on the 
21 st day of July. 

*956— 

Advanced (Post Graduate) Courses resumed in Washington at the Founding Church. 
Ministers and students of Scientology Ministry from all over the world attend.- 

*957— 

From this point on, contact with the White House increases as it occasionally requests 
and is given further information on data ranging outside ordinary areas of religious practice 
but which had resulted from years of Scientology educational and Pastoral Counseling 
discoveries within the researches of the Founding Church. 

*958— 

The E-Meter has come into full use, is extremely successful in assisting speed of auditor 
communication efficiency in applying exact religious confessional and Pastoral counseling 
technology. 

*959— 

In March FDA hires spy Taylor Quinn to enroll as a pretended student of the Academy 
of the Founding Church of Scientology. 


1962— 

L. Ron Hubbard writes to President John F. Kennedy. 

President Kennedy: 

( 1 ) Having an intense interest in anything which might give America and the free world 
“an edge” in the space development race with the Soviets, 

( 2 ) Having a personal as well as presidential interest in anything which might help in 
mental and educational areas, and 

( 3 ) Knowing that university and government subsidized researches had not found the 
answers or any workable methodology in mental factors, requested on his regular 
channels information on Scientology as a new possibility. 



The President’s request fell into the hands of Health, Education and Welfare’s U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration, itself in trouble with Congress for its investigative tactics 
described in the U.S. Senate as police-state methods. 

Within forty-eight hours of L. Ron Hubbard’s again offering a president technical help 
in the race against Communism and a peaceful means of detecting and preventing infiltration 
of our space science efforts by destructive interests, and of raising intelligence and learning-rate 
level in space ventures, the Food and Drug Administration went into every Scientology 
Church in America demanding “evidence” on the E-Meter. A subject which will not clear 
on an E-Meter is a subject about which a person is withholding the truth. The FDA feared 
this truth detector”. They seemed to be withholding something. 

*963— 

The FDA made a sudden armed raid on the Founding Church of Scientology on Tanuarv 
4 , 1963 , in Washington, D.C. 


The purpose of this booklet is to give some clarification to the events and to the significances 
involved in a totally un-constitutional attack by an agency of the United States Government 
on American religious freedom and upon a Church chartered in the District of Columbia and 
located only a few blocks from the White House itself. 
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FDA RAIDS CHURCH 
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FDA RAIDS CHURCH 


On a snowy January 4th in 1963 in Washington the United States Food and Drug 
Administration of the Department of Health, Education and Welfare issued a press release 
to the Washington newspapers reporting FDA had raided Scientology and describing 
Scientology in terms which concealed the fact that it is a church and that FDA had no charges 
to bring against the church and were taking the action on no legal basis whatever.. Terms of 
contempt were used exclusively in the press release. 

Washington newspapers printed the story, although the event had not taken place. 

The FDA, coming from a Baltimore office with several armed U.S. Marshals and a dozen 
apparently Baltimore longshoremen’s union members specially deputized with two large vans 
and with armed motorcycle policemen, blockaded the streets surrounding the neighbourhood 
of the Founding Church of Scientology and began to move in on the Church buildings. 
What was going on in the Church was the usual quietly busy activity of its Academy for 
ministerial training and its Guidance Center where confessionals and pastoral counseling 
were in progress, and the many important everyday administrative activities especially vital 
to a senior Church having duties regarding all its members and junior Churches throughout 
the nation. It was much like any weekday in a busy national Church with ministerial training 
facilities. 

The FDA agents burst into the Church offices with their armed Marshals and loudly if 
incoherently demanded and threatened all in sight, observed absolutely no courtesies except 
for not actually shooting the guns they carried and denied to the Church administrators any 
opportunity to arrange that students and Church members not be disturbed, upset or 
terrorized. 

Showing no legal warrant the agents and heavy deputies pounded their way up stairways 
bursting into confessional and pastoral counseling sessions causing disruption and violently 
preventing the quiet pursuit of the normal practice of religious philosophy. They broke into 
classrooms. They broke up all Church lessons and studies in progress. 

They seized all the publications and all the confessional aids called E-Meters they could 
find in desks, in ladies’ handbags, in students’ briefcases and in the session rooms of the 
confessionals. 

Swarming through the neighbourhood, causing disreptuable circumstances and an 
atmosphere of Mafia, the agents and “deputies” .broke into student and staff homes, yelling, 
threatening and seizing, and denying all possible sanctuary to the Church itself or sanctity 
of private dwelling. 

No charge had been made, no warrant sworn, no accounting was given by the agents of 
property taken, actually and in fact stolen, by the agents. 

From the publications section and bookstore of the Church the agents removed to the 
waiting vans some tens of thousands of copies of over twenty Church books and Church 
publications, .comprising the total stock of these items. Books were seized and dumped in such 
a way as to damage most of the stock. When requested to handle decently, the “deputies” 
from Baltimore gave only sneering illiteracies for answer. Filling two trucks FDA sent for 
more trucks, boasted to the press that they had gotten three tons of the Church’s publications 
and equipment. 

The sensitive electronic E-Meters were handled with arrogant carelessness, dumped and 
stacked in the trucks with the finesse of a Department of Sanitation detail. 

The U.S. Marshals, who themselves had apparently not been told they were raiding a 
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Had the Church invaded been their own they could not have been more guilty 

As Am< ; nca has n ° tradition for such an incident, it is then some question as to what 
the source of an attack on an American Church would have been. 

The conclusion to that, not the concern of this booklet, could be anything perhaps but 
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The FDA is trying to save the world, under the Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act. 


NOTE 


It was not until four years after the illegal FDA raid on the Church that “the case” in 
which there were still no charges against the Church, was brought to trial in U.S. District 
Court. Only the E-Meter was “charged”.

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FACTS vs. FDA PRETENCE 


Facts that must be kept in mind to understand the FDA situation at all: 

(1) No Scientologist or official of, or member of the Church of Scientology or the Founding 
Church of Scientology has ever thought that or considered a notion that an E-Meter 
could treat “cure” anything or anyone, or so claimed. 

There is no evidence ever that misrepresentations to such effect have been made to 
the FDA or their associates from sources even outside Scientology. - _ 

(2) The E-Meter is a well-made instrument in a polished wood case used by simply having 
the person pick up a common tin can (because it is a reliable conductor) in each hand, 
connected to the two lead wires. 

There is a simple meter face, with dial and needle. There is a needle-adjustment lever 
called the Tone Arm. 

Using the Tone Arm to keep the needle adjustable into the active range of the meter 
dial, the auditor applies by exact procedure the confessional technology of Scientology 
to the clearing of (freeing the person of) subjects mentioned or offered by the person. 
The needle registers on the dial changes in a tiny current passing through the person’s 
skin. The basic Scientology discovery at work here is the correlation between thought 
(action of the individual himself, the spirit) and its impingements on the body. A fully 
trained auditor can see by correlation of subject and needle behaviour the state of the 
person’s ability to confront or handle, to be truthful with himself and others on the given 

subject. _ . . . 

For one example, there are areas of a person’s life which contain emotional (but more 
precisely, spiritual) pain. They are things too painful, the person thinks, to know about, 
let alone talk about. 

Sin is composed, according to Scientology, of lies and hidden actions and is therefore 
Untruth. The Electrometer is used in Scientology Confessional and Pastoral Counseling 
to disclose truth to the individual and thus free him spiritually. Only in this way can 
Man’s spiritual self be regained. 

All religions seek truth. Freedom of the spirit is only to be found on the road to Truth. 
Religions in the 1960s use modern aids. The Electrometer, used in Confessionals, is a 
valid religious aid. It is not intended or effective for the diagnosis, treatment or prevention 
of any disease and has never been so used. 

The Electrometer makes possible the clearing of conscience in a swift, objective procedure 
and without accusation, and without the liability of further burdening a person spiritually 
by inaccuracies and failing to help the person find out the truth about his own role in 
what has been done, and where there was sin, to free him spiritually and in conscience. 

(3) The E-Meter does not do something to the person, just as a barometer does not do 
something to the weather. The E-Meter aids confessional technology in speed and 
precision of application only. 

(4) The Founding Church of Scientology is not in the field of medicine, 
sends people to physicians of their own choice when any question of physical condition 
is thought to exist, before they are accepted for Scientology processing, does^not accept 
for processing people with a history of mental illness or under the care of a therapist 
of any kind or “psychiatrist”, these being church policies ol long standing as it has 
been found that people under or requiring treatment or in communication with these

are generally unstable whilst the contact is maintained and thus not easily able to learn 
or benefit spiritually as their environment is itself threatening; 

( 5 ) The FDA takes the position of pretending that Scientologists claim the E-Meter is a 
device, for medical diagnosis, treatment or cure. The FDA pretends this only and has 
no evidence supporting. 

(6) The FDA pretended not to be attacking a Church while doing so in order not to place 
their violation under the Constitution of the United States, and in order to obtain 
something resembling a warrant, for deception in gaining entry to church and neighbour¬ 
ing property and homes. 

(7) The FDA is linked closely by personnel to large drug firms and occasionally under 
investigation as to these links and associations. The “two-way street’ between the FDA 
and the drug industry has drawn frequent official critisism. 

(8) The FDA is increasingly, since inception in the unstable leftist atmosphere of the 1930s 
behaving as if it is trying to save the world by “saving Americans from themselves”, or 
“save the world by outlawing vitamins”, going, in other words, into a long list of matters 
outside their proper concern and within the ordinary right of choice of individuals. 
The attack on freedom of religion may be a new phase of their main trend in this direction 
and could be a most serious one in consequences to millions of people and ultimately all 
Americans. Americans do not consider it the job of any government agency to “save 
them”. 

(9) The FDA has shirked its important routine job of keeping a vast national food industry 
free of contamination. An over-proliferated minor bureaucracy, it has missed totally on 
the handling of drug-traffic safety. It has missed totally on, and indications are that it 
has aided, the spread of LSD usage into our society. In its duty the FDA is a renowned 
failure in government circles and now under higher scrutiny but rather late for correction 
unless congressional measures are swift and thorough. 

(10) The FDA had apparently thought Scientology a smaller religion than they soon found 
to be the case. Haying expected easily to destroy.a Church and failing, the FDA attempted 
to settle before trial and were refused by the Church. 

(11) “Saving the world” by government agency is an invalid enterprise at best. An agency 
charged with the duty to serve the society, which perverts that duty into an attack on 
the freedoms within the society, is an agency proceeding on the reactive (unknowing, 
guilty) notion that freedom is dangerous and people must lose it to be saved. 

(12) Only a free people doing the ordinary actions that make things go right in a society can 
have or create a safe environment or a better society. Americans simply want to get on 
with their jobs. 
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A LETTER TO THE PRESIDENT 


President John Kennedy, 13th August, 1962. 

The White House, 

1600 Pennsylvania Avenue, 

Washington, D.C. 

Dear Mr. President; . . , 

In the early ’40s a lonely letter wandered into the White House, uninvited, unannounced. 
It was brief. It was factual, and it gave America the deciding edge in arms superiority. Its 
subject was the atom bomb and its signature was Professor Albert Einstein.. 

Fortunately it was not routed to the experts but was read by the President himself, the 
late Franklin Delano Roosevelt. And this despite the fact that a few years before, Einstein’s 
theories had been denounced as “the greatest mathematical hoax of all time.” 

This is another such letter. 

We believe we have some scientific data, derived from a recent break through which 
would be vital in the space race. 

You have a parity with the Russians. Continued development on both sides along 
conventional lines will only maintain that parity. If an additional edge has been developed 
in a parallel field to space flight, and if it were used by the United States, the parity could be 
unsettled and America could advance. 

Once a student of small energies* at George Washington University, in the next thirty- 
two years I developed answers to the human electronic anatomy. This study is currently 
known as “Scientology”. 

Mental science that increased human intelligence and stamina and which released new 
energies in human endeavour could be the deciding factor in either war or the space race. 

For instance, we coached the British Olympic team with the result that not one team 
member blew up in the events and their scores were raised. This is an unheard of record. 

The technology is complex, not easily taught, and this is its only safeguard. But it is no 
real safeguard since only last week Communist interests in South Africa stole from our head¬ 
quarters there forty hours of magnetic tape on which were recorded the latest findings in this 
field. Their interest goes back to 1938 when I was offered Pavlov’s laboratories by Russia 
and large sums to go there and complete my work. In 1942 the first manuscript of the work 
was stolen in Miami, Florida, in 1950 the only other copy vanished by theft, in Los Angeles. 
I feel sure that there exists a growing library on Scientology in Russia. They cannot, however, 
have any advanced knowledge of it as it would apply to a space programme. 

Scientology, in the hands of its own trained people, is easy to apply. A Scientology 
practitioner requires about a year to basically train. The number of hours required to achieve 
increased I.Q.. is 25 hours. I.Q.. can be increased at will at about 1 point per hour. General 
ability and stability is improved. Latent skills can be increased in the individual. Reaction 
time can be markedly improved. 

In addition to these obvious matters, a whole body of skills exist which are peculiarly 
applicable to flight or space flight. All necessary conditioning for flight can be done thoroughly 
and permanently without any of the conditioning drills now used. The perception of a pilot 
or Astronaut can be increased far beyond human range and stamina and be brought to an 
astonishing level, not hitherto attainable in a human being. The length of time required for

such processing would be around 250 hours per man. No “beliefs” or faith are needed Hypno 
tism and drugs are not used. The number of persons who could be so processed is limited only 
by the availability of practitioners. Those particularly skilled in this work are few, less than 
fifty in the whole world. But the number is increasing at the rate of about two per week 
Lesser skilled practitioners in the world number around fifty thousand and increase at about 
fifty per week. 

Scientology is very easy to put into effect. The government only need turn over to us 
anyone it desires to condition to space flight or flight or anyone whose I.Q. it desires to have 
raised and we will take it from there. No lengthy discussions or investigations need be under¬ 
taken by the government beyond testing the end results in the person after processing is 
complete. The cost to the government would be maintenance expenses for the person so 
detailed and $25 per hour for processing received. Special arrangements for large numbers 
wou d have to be made but would-be more or less on the same basis. All Scientology processing 
would be done in our own quarters due to the proximity to our communication lines. We 
cannot detail practitioners to the government or train government personnel. We cannot 
guarantee any result outside our own supervision. 

Scientology is therefore very easy for the government to put into effect. Many large 
corporations have similar arrangements with us to create executives. We reserve the right to 
reject any applicant for processing. These arrangements are standard. In the case of a govern¬ 
ment person we would however use technology suitably advanced and adapted to scientific 
endeavour or space flight. No technology so used is experimental but is already well tested 
safe and proven. 1 ’ 

No other activity on this planet is comparable to this programme and no results of this 
nature are obtainable in other fields. These results, in view of existing parity could decide 
the space race—or the next war—in the hands of America. 

This is a duty letter. I am an American and feel bound to periodically place this matter 
before the government. I urge nothing. I require nothing. I do not wish to seem the cause of 
denying my own government this technology. Man will not successfully get into space without 
us. It is only a question of when. 

I find myself in an odd position in that I collect letters, one every few years from the 
government saying that they have no need of actual mental technology. And yet I still write 
amongst other activities, pointing out that a ten pound diamond lies on . the White House 
m n u 1 feC that someda y somebody will not hand the letter to the “experts” and that one 
will be read by somebody who cares more for his country than his association and hand it 
on to the President. 

I will be in Washington in early September giving some lectures. I can be contacted at 
my personal office there at 1827—19th St., N.W. Adams 2-4410. Or I can be reached at 
any time through my own communication network contacted at that address. 

Such an office as yours receives a flood of letters from fakes, crackpots and would-be 
wonder-workers. This is not such a letter. We have been delivering for a dozen vears and have 
survived and come out on top in a highly competitive world. We were new once. The world 
has marched on and we have risen with it. We do not wish the United States to lose either 
the space race or the next war. The deciding factor in that race or that war may very well 
be lying m your hands at this moment, and may depend on what is done with this letter. 

earlier letter from Einstein had been filed away, we would have lost our all in 
the following twenty years. Is this such a letter? 

Courteously, 

L. RON HUBBARD. 
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As nearly as can be discovered the President did receive and read this letter and then request on his 
own lines that Scientology capabilities be looked into and reported to him. 

What happened next is an example of the needless complexities and interior intrigues with which the 
President himself was continually faced in carrying on the work of his office. Receiving the request of the 
President, the most undependable agency of the United States Government, unknown to the President had 
apparently other business and other programs for Americans than his. The letter and proposal was not 
looked into as requested but within forty-eight hours the FDA descended upon all the offices of the Churches 
of Scientology in America in what Senator Edward V. Long of Missouri later described as a police oriented, 
juvenile game of cops and robbers. 

FDA and associates had motivations and interest contrary to American authority and normal interests. 

Two days after the raid by the Food and Drug Administration on the Founding Church of Scientology 
L. Ron Hubbard made these comments from his office in England: 

' . _ January 6, 1963 

Toward the end of August 1962 I offered President Kennedy my assistance and the help 
of Scientology in narrowing the gap in the space race. 

Twice in recent years the White House has specifically requested from us a presentation 
of Scientology to see what it could do to help the general effort. We responded with a mass 
of information. 

As Scientology can raise man’s ability through the Church’s processing procedures it 
could be of benefit in improving American scientists in their work on technical' problems. 
However, as Scientology fell within the realm of the spirit and refused to consider Man an 
animal sprung from mud, the help was not accepted. 

In August when Kennedy had been President awhile I thought it only courteous to 
make the gesture again. I did not realize that there were lesser officials of the government 
who were evidently imbued with ideas of religious persecution. 

I would greatly like to have a conference with Mr. Kennedy on this subject. I am sure 
we could come to some amicable understanding on religious matters. Extreme measures such 
as attacking Churches and burning philosophical texts are not going to solve anything. It puts 
America no further ahead in the space race. Religion should not be a factor in these matters. 

If Scientology can make smarter scientists I don’t think we should forego this national victory 
just because of some point of religious difference. If we can make the better pilots and astronauts 
without injuring their faith, I don’t see why we can’t forego the idea that Man is an animal 
for a bit. The matter should not rise to the heights of religious persecution. Religious bigotry 
has no place in national victory. Unless we do something to give America an edge over her 
enemies she will continue to be bled white by the tax collectors to support some stupid and 
costly science. If by making smarter scientists (and we have many cases that say we can) we 
can save America money and give her victory, religious persecution should not be used to 
keep us from doing it. 

As all of my books have been seized for burning, it looks as though Twill have to get busy 
and write another book.

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THE CHURCH 


The Founding Church of Scientology was incorporated in Washington, D.C., in 1955. 

By Articles of Incorporation, the Founding Church of Scientology is authorized to 
improve the health of its people through prayer or spiritual means. It is authorized to cause 
spiritual healing under the laws of the District of Columbia, which guarantees that Churches 
of whatever faith may give spiritual counseling in concerns of the spirit or the body. 

The Church does not, however, exercise this right to the degree that some attempt to do, 
and by firm and longstanding Church policy, does not accept-for counseling (or processing 
or auditing) people who seek the healing of bodily ills but routes them to their family or other 
medical doctors of their own choice for these things to be handled. 

The Creed of the Church states that the only truly therapeutic agent is the spirit itself. 
But the Church does not deny the medical practitioner his role. 

As one’s spiritual awareness and freedom increases, as one becomes free of the upsets and 
antagonisms continually experienced by those less free, people of good faith have known for 
centuries that physical ills often fall away never to return. One could then say that the religions 
of the world were engaged in healing and that it was their realm only, yet the fact is that 
such healing occurs most often when one’s spiritual awareness and the cleansing of conscience 
is sought rather than when the body and its ills are addressed. Nowhere is this better known 
than in Scientology and nowhere is it more clearly stated and exactly followed in the policy 
of any Church. 

The Church is not cold to the bodily sufferings of people, but knows that these are never 
the root of the problem and that greater sufferings exist than any physical ones. 

Where the thousands of cases of physical relief have occurred over the years in Scientology, 
Scientology itself views this not as a purpose that reached success, but as an indicator that 
something is now more right with the spirit and knows what it is. 

The degree to which various forces in our societies have placed emphasis and attention 
on the human body tothe negligence of the spirit has created a difficulty in making this principle 
known to some, as they have been given the body as the all of existence and are silent and 
numb on the subject of senior importance which, as they are spiritual beings, is themselves. 

The Church trains its Ministers, and has done so on a nationwide basis, in the Academy 
of Scientology in Washington.

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National and area meetings for Scientologists and Scientology Ministers are held frequently 
by the Church in Washington. At these events Scientologists receive important information 
and instruction and visiting ministers are able to get whatever help and advancement they 
need in order to serve their home areas better. 

The Church sends its own ministers and graduate Academy students on to the Hubbard 
College of Scientology in England for advanced training in Church and ministerial work and 
administration. 

The Church offers free introductory courses both days and evenings, open to all. ■ 

The Sunday Evening Service is attended by the public, students, members and Church 
staff. A sermon on the basics of religions philosophy or any important aspect of Scientology 
is given. 

A basic introductory course gives one an acceptable, simple description of primary 
Scientology data in quite every day language. Such courses are given by all Scientology 
Church organizations as well as by individual Scientologists who have had some training 
and are qualified to give Introductory level. 

These courses have been the key beginning step for the majority of Scientologists who 
are now fully trained and successful auditors and ministers.

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An excerpt from the Certificate of Incorporation 
of the Founding Church of Scientology under the 
laws of the District of Columbia, 21 July 1955. 


From Article Three 

THIRD, The particular objects, purpose, and non-profit business of such society and corporation 
shall be as follows: 

To act as a parent Church for the propagation of the religious faith known as "Scientology”, 
and to act as a Church for the religious worship of that Faith. 

In furtherance of such objects and purpose, the Society and corporation shall conduct 
religious services for men, women, and children of its congregations, and engage in other activities 
of a religious and educational nature for the propagation of its Faith. The purpose of such activities 
shall be to foster the spiritual welfare of its members, recognizing the vital and divinely appointed 
inter-relationship of mind, body and spirit of mankind. 

In the belief that Man’s best evidence of God is the God he finds within himself, and trusting 
with enduring Faith that the Author of this Universe intended Life to thrive within it, [THE 
FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY aims to] bring a greater tranquility to the State and 
better order and survival to Man upon this planet. 

In pursuance of its objective, [THE FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY] shall 
propagate and disseminate this creed: That God works within Man his wonders to perform: 
that Man is his own soul, basically free and immortal, but deluded by the flesh; that Man has a 
God-given right to his own life; that Man has a God-given right to his own reason; that Man 
has a God-given right to free and open communication; that the Human Spirit is the only truly 
effective therapeutic agent available to Man; that a civilization can endure only so long as both 
spiritual and material needs find place within its structure; that a civilization is lost when God 
and the Spirit are forgotten by its leaders and its peoples; and that Man and the Nations of Man 
carry with them their own Salvation, and that teachings exist sufficient to effect that Salvation, 
The further objective of [THE FOUNDING CHURCH OF SCIENTOLOGY] is to practice 
its teachings and beliefs and to propogate, in accordance with its tenets, healing of the sick and 
suffering by prayer or other spiritual means without the use of drugs or material remedy. 

In further pursuance of and not in limitation of the general powers conferred or permitted 
by law, and to promote the objectives and principles herein set forth, it is provided that this 
corporation shall also have the following powers: 

(1) To do all such acts as are necessary or convenient to attain the objects and purposes herein 
set forth, to the same extent and as fully as any natural person could or might do and as 
are not forbidden by law or by this certificate of incorporation or by the bylaws of the 
corporation; and to establish, maintain, assist, conduct, and terminate affiliated, subsidiary, 
and supplementary organizations whether incorporated or unincorporated. 

(2) To charter, establish, assist, or conduct churches and congregations, religious schools, 
educational and guidance centers, and orders and societies. 

(3) To teach, train personnel, and publish books, pictures, pamphlets, documents, tracts, and 
periodicals, in furtherance of the Creed and Faith described herein. 

(4) To engage in social welfare work and charitable undertakings; to accept fees and donations 
for the furtherance of its religious, educational, and missionary objectives and work, and 
generally to minister to the spiritual and interrelated needs of humanity. 
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(5) To maintain, promote, and carry on such activities, and to have facilities therefor, within 
or outside the District of Columbia, and within or outside the United States of America. 

(6) To take, receive, hold, alter, improve, and convey real estate and personal property necessary 
for the purposes of the corporation, and other real and personal property the income from 
which shall be applied to the purposes of the corporation; and, in accordance with Law, 
to lease, mortgage, execute deeds of trust on, or sell or convey property of the corporation. 
This corporation has no capital stock. 

(7) To engage in all other activities authorized or permitted under the laws made and provided 
for the government of such corporations or societies incorporated in the District of Columbia, 
and to enjoy and exercise all the general powers conferred upon such corporations.

BIG BROTHER: FDA 




Mr. Long of Missouri: Mr. President, recent hearings before the Subcommittee on Admin¬ 
istrative Practice and Procedure exposed certain activities of the Food and Drug Administration 
to be disgraceful and completely contrary to the protective guarantees of our Constitution. 

Perhaps the most shocking of these exposures involved the raiding of a premises here in 
the Nation’s Capital. 

This raid was reminiscent of a bygone era when large numbers of Federal and local law 
enforcement officials set upon centers of gangland activity. True to form, this recent raid 
was preceded by intelligence from an FDA spy planted on the premises. In authentic Hollywood 
style, FDA agents and marshals descended on private property while local police roped off 
the street and held back the crowds. Press reporters and photographers accompanied the 
agents while they ran through the premises, banged on doors, shouted and seized what they 
viewed as incriminating evidence. 

Three particular aspects of this episode were especially shocking to the subcommittee. 
First, the incursion took place on Church property. Second, the agents had no valid search 
warrant. Third, the particular objects sought and seized were devices used in the Churches 
confessional procedure. 

Now I have no objection to the use of forceful tactics when the circumstances warrant 
them. These are necessary when bootlegging, gambling and other forms of organized vice 
pose a real threat. 

However, it is difficult, if not impossible, to justify such offensive behaviour by FDA 
agents on the property of the Founding Church of Scientology. 

This senseless example of bureaucratic bungling is completely contrary to the letter and 
the spirit of the constitutional guarantees of this Nation and those of other democracies. 
The whole disgraceful affair is offensive to the sensibilities of all freedom loving men, wherever 
they might live.

PROGRESS IN CURBING INVASIONS OF PRIVACY BY FEDERAL GOVERNMENT 


Mr. Long of Missouri. Mr. President, a little over a year 
and a half ago, the subcommittee over which I preside, the 
Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure of 
the Committee on the Judiciary, began a small, limited investi¬ 
gation into the use of electronic snooping devices by the Federal 
Government. At that time my small staff and I were deep in the 
woods not knowing where the small path we had found would 
lead or what we would find along the way. Today we are still 
not out of the woods; in fact, we are in a woods darker and 
more sinister than where we began. For today, the subcommittee 
is deeply involved in a most important and long-overdue 
investigation. 

Initial probes revealed that there had been substantial 
purchases of electronic gear by Government agencies. If the 
agencies had them they must put them to some use. 

As the investigation proceeded a little further, the staff and I 
became incresingly aware of the sophistication of this gear 
and the potential dangers it posed for the right to privacy. 

After further study and reflection we decided that use of 
electronic gear was only one method or weapon used to invade 
privacy. Because of the overall concern for infringements upon 
any aspect of this right, the subcommittee decided to attempt 
to take a hard look at all kinds of invasions of privacy by 
Federal agencies. Pursuant to this decision, a comprehensive 
questionaire was prepared and sent to over 30 agencies of our 
Government. 

The questionnaire while concentrating on the possession, 
cost, and use of electronic gear, also inquired into the use of 
security forces, mail covers, psychological testing, desk checking 
and other activities that might possibly step on the individual's 
privacy without sufficient public need for doing so. 

The results of this questionnaire have only partially been 
analyzed. Lack of cooperation in answering the questionnaire, 
evasive answers when given, and checking the accuracy of the 
responses are some of the roadblocks to a complete and accurate, 
even if preliminary, report of the facts disclosed by the question¬ 
naire. The tally continues. It may be some time before all the 
truth is revealed. 

The questionnaire did serve a very important function. As the 
first public and official step of the investigation, it gave the 
subcommittee a foundation upon which to build a detailed and 
thorough inquiry. In addition, the press reports of this initial 
step made the public aware of our interest in the privacy area. 
The public then began to relate theirexperiences with the Govern¬ 
ment and their losses of privacy because of those experiences. 

Marshalling the facts gained from the questionnaire and from 
the independent investigations of citizens’ complaints, and 
researching the legal posture of the Congress, the Executive 
and the courts in regard to these facts, the subcommittee was 
ready to begin building an official record documenting what we 
knew or had suspicion of for some time. I might add, that 
many times, disclosures were made that were unheard of until 
revealed at the actual hearings. 

Hearings began February 18, 1965, In order to demonstrate 
to the public, to the press, and to the Congress the insidious 
and intrusive character of modem electrical devices, this first 
day was devoted to a demonstration of the workings and use of 
various "bugging” gadgets. Experts in the field testified as to 
the use and effectiveness of the “bugs," and also to their 
potential danger to a free society. Indeed one manufacturer of 
such devices stated his belief that these “bugs" were dangerous 
enough to warrant congressional control through legislation. 
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The devices included innocent looking flower vases and 
cigarette lighters cleverly concealing miniature microphones, a 
Dick Tracy wrist watch transmitter, a transmitter concealed 
in a martini olive, telephone attachments that could sur¬ 
reptitiously intercept and record either telephonic communica¬ 
tions or hormal conversations within an entire room. 

One such device, when placed on a telephone line, could be 
activated by merely dialing the phone number of the line to 
which the device was attached The eavesdropper could dial the 
number from just about anywhere in the world—that is, Hawaii 
to Washington. D.C.—as long as he could dial directly and the 
“bug" would be activated. The microphone of the phone would 
then be turned into a transmitter which would transmit over 
the phone line all sounds in the room in which the rigged phone 
was located. I might add, that the rigged phone would not ring 
when dialed, and if the person who was being bugged used his 
phone, the device would automatically deactivate. In short, 
there was absolutely no way to discover this bug other than by 
physical search. - 

Other devices of clever concealment were shown. There were 
desk pen mikes, attachd cases that were in reality small, compact 
and efficient broadcasting and recording studios, lapel mikes, 
mikes disguised as cigarette packs, as desk staplers, desk 
calendars, and picture frames. 

The.subcommittee was convinced, due to the efficiency and 
size of these bugs, that there is just about no way in which they 
cannot be concealed in an everyday object that we all have in 
our homes or offices; and that there was no home or office that 
did not contain ample locations for such bugs that would 
provide a perfect place of concealment. In short, this first day 
of hearings proved beyond doubt the Orwellian capabilities 
of these small electronic devices. 

The next 4 days of hearings turned the subcommittee’s 
attention to activities in the Post Office Department. While 
little information was developed as to the use of electronic 
bugs, the hearings did reveal widespread use of another type 
of investigative technique with which, I for one, have known 
and questioned for some years. This technique is the mail 
cover. 

By now, most of us are aware that a mail cover consists of 
recording the information—the address, return address and 
postmark—on the outside of an envelope. A mail cover does 
not include opening first-class mail. The testimony at the 4 days 
of hearings revealed possible abuses of this investigative 
technique. 

Mail covers are used to locate fugitives or aid in the securing 
of evidence of criminal acts involving the mails. This was 
asserted repeatedly by postal officials. However, it was admitted 
that mail of innocent citizens was often caught in the cover of a 
suspect's mail. The mail of an attorney and his client could be 
covered. The mail of a suspect’s wife and children could be 
covered. Anyone corresponding with someone suspected of 
some improper conduct could have his mail covered. 

The lack of safeguards against abusive use of mail covers 
also concerned the subcommittee. There is, barring mistake, 
no way to determine whose mail is covered at any one time. 
There were no records kept of mail covers after 2 years, yet 
there were around 1,000 mail covers placed each month. In 
addition, fearing improper disclosure, the Post Office requested 
to be released from their obligation to deliver a list of 24,000 
names that were subjected to mail covers over the last 2 years. 

The number, scope, and lack of records in regard 
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to mail covers prompted the subcommittee to take immediate 
steps to mitigate the chance for abusive use of mail covers. 
The staff of the subcommittee had several conferences with the 
postal authorities in regard to the corrective steps necessary 
to protect the mail of our citizens. The subcommit'ee was 
particularly gratified with the cooperation given by Postmaster 
General Gronouski. 

Due to the candor and aid of the Postmaster General and 
the Office of General Counsel, a tentative record has been 
reached on one use of mail covers. On June 16, 1965, I placed 
into the Congressional Record, the new and more rigid 
regulations regarding mail covers issued by the Postmaster 
General. 

I emphasize that this was a tentative agreement. If further 
abuses occur or these new regulations are ignored, the Post¬ 
master General understands that I will renew my previous 
efforts to ban mail covers outright. To this purpose S. 973 was 
introduced some time ago, and is now, and has been pending 
before the Post Office and Civil Service Committee. 

In addition to mail covers, the subject of the use of peepholes 
or observation galleries were examined during these 4 days of 
hearings. In the major post offices around the country a system 
of observation galleries had been established by which postal 
inspectors could spy on the postal employees while at work. 
These galleries extended throughout the work areas, the swing 
or locker rooms—men’s and women’s—and the men’s toilets. 

The postal officials at first claimed that these galleries were 
essential to securing inviolability of the mails. However, after 
questions concerning the propriety of such-galleries and their 
actual effectiveness in protecting the mails, the Post Office 
Department issued new orders blacking out the peepholes in the 
men’s toilet rooms and the women's shift rooms. While some 
galleries remain in operation, we have assurances of the Post¬ 
master General that these remaining ones are absolutely 
necessary to protect the mails, and that no peeping at employees 
while engaged in purely personal activity will recur. 

Throughout these 4 days of hearings, the postal officials 
adamantly adhered to their statement that no first-class mail 
was or could be opened unless pursuant to a search warrant 
or statutory directive to the employees of the dead letter office 
However, one witness did testify that his mail was opened. The 
postal officials explained that this was an embarrassing mistake 
that was completely unintentional. 

While preparing to inquire into another agency’s activities, 
the subcommittee learned that the profession that the in¬ 
violability and sacredness of first-class mail rendered impossible 
the improper opening of it was not quite accurate. 

On April 13, 1965, the subcommittee held hearings on what 
is now referred to as “mail levies”. Under dubious, if not 
nonexistent, legal authority, a mail levy involved the handling 
of all classes of mail—including first class—over to the Internal 
Revenue Service. IRS then would levy on the contents of this 
mail in order to collect delinquent taxes owed by the addressee. 

Thus, without search warrant as required by the Supreme 
Court decision in Ex Parte Jackson, in the face of three criminal 
statutes and the many protestations of the sacredness of the 
mail by postal officials in hearings concluded not 3 weeks 
before, the subcommittee documented 34 cases in which a mail 
levy—involving the opening of first-class mail—was employed 
to collect taxes. 

The upshot of this hearing was the immediate passage of a 
law forbidding the IRS from levying on first-class mail. This 
law went into effect on June 21, 1965. 

The next phase of this investigation revealed some of the 
worst aspects of bureaucratic excess and incompetent ad¬ 
ministration and law enforcement this Senator has seen in a 
long time. 


On April 27, 28, 29, and June 7 the subcommittee took 
testimony concerning the Food and Drug Administration of the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

From the start, the FDA hierarchy chose to be evasive and 
uncooperative with the subcommittee. Requests to speak with 
various FDA officialsoften had to be repeated. When FDA finally 
acquiesced in the request, strict instructions were issued as to 
just what the employee or official could discuss with members of 
subcommittee staff. Requests for documents and other official 
papers of the agency were delayed or ignored. Most responses 
came from lower echelon officials instead of the Commissioner 
or Secretary of the Department. 

In typical fashion, when the hearings opened, pious preach¬ 
ments were heard from the FDA officialdom about the serious 
and dangerous task that was being performed by FDA in¬ 
spectors in preserving the health of the Nation. Also in typical 
fashion, after the hearings were concluded, some nameless 
official at FDA branded its critics as crackpots and quacks, and 
charged that the subcommittee chose to believe only one side 
of the story. 

Between these two typical reactions of the FDA, the sub¬ 
committee documented the following astounding activities of 
the FDA. These are only some of those activities. 

In the Kansas City, Mo., area the FDA inspectors conducted 
an investigation in the best traditions of the keystone cops. 
Because some milk substitute allegedly did not contain sufficient 
protein content. FDA sent seven inspectors, a female under¬ 
cover operator, and an array of electronic snooping equipment 
that would shame James Bond to a suburban supermarket. 
The mission was to gather evidence of the illegal sale and 
distribution of this product. Allerjoy. While the bugging turned 
out to be a complete failure, the owner of the company distribut¬ 
ing the product was in any event brought to trial. Thanks to a 
sterling defense by the former Governor of Georgia, Ellis 
Arnall, the owner was acquitted. However, he was forced to 
spend a huge sum of money in this groundless suit, or else 
go to jail for a farcical charge of violating the Food Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act. 

In addition as if more was necessary, the distinguished trial 
judge, recently appointed to the Court of Appeals for the 
Eighth Circuit, expressed his dismay over the conduct of the 
FDA inspectors in the case. Indeed, having well founded belief 
that one of the inspectors prejured himself during the trial the 
judge recommended that the Justice Department look into a 
possible perjury charge. I am informed that the Justice Depart¬ 
ment has looked into the matter, and has taken no action. 

Other witnesses testified of harassment by inspectors, bugging 
raids and other methods of investigatory practices. Charges were 
made of attempts to try citizens in the press prior to the obtaining 
of any judicial process or conducting a hearing. Regulations 
against the use of certain bugging devices were ignored or 
winked at. As will be shown later, this is not a custom limited to 
the Food and Drug Administration. 

Finally, one of the most disgraceful instances to ever occur 
in this country was documented by the subcommittee. Under 
the guise of a technical, anachronistic legal process that finds 
its origin in admiralty law, libel of information, the FDA out¬ 
did its previous attempts to impersonate the Keystone Cops. In 
January 1963, they staged a ‘raid” of a church. This church 
was the Church of Scientology. While it is not one of the major 
faiths of this country, while its members have no wealth or 
political influence, and while the church can justly be described 
as a minority religion, it has been judicially and officially 
recognised as a valid church. Nevertheless FDA got 14 or so 
US marshals with one or two patrol trucks to raid and seize 
the property and literature of the church. This property was 
used in religious practices of the church. 
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Prior to the raid, a spy was planted in the church. During the 
raid, the Metropolitan Police of the District of Columbia roped 
off the street where the church was located. Press and photo¬ 
graphers accompanied the marshals and the FDA agents while 
they ran through the premises of the church, banged on doors, 
shouted and siczed the property of the church. 

Why? 

The reason for all of this elaborate law enforcement activity 
was that a device used in the confessional practices of the church 
allegedly misbranded under the Food, Drug and Cosmetic 
Act. Yet, I would point out to my colleagues, that only 2 days 
after this raid, the use of these devices was resumed and continues 
to this present day. When the subcommittee inquired into how 
this was possible; that is, how such activity—that warranted 
in the FDA officials’ judgement, a raid similar to the type 
used in raiding gambling dens or bawdy houses—was allowed 
to resume operation only 2 days later, we received the perfunc¬ 
tory answer that the FDA had no knowledge that such activity 
had resumed. 

Intimidation, trial by press, groundless but expensive lawsuits, 
“bugging,” raiding, and harassment were revealed. Has the 
FDA repented ? Has it assured anyone it will at least investigate 
to determine if these facts are true and if so, who is responsible? 
Mr. President, the answer is no. Not one thing, to the knowledge 
of this subcommittee, has been done to investigate and correct 
any abuses. Complete disavowal of any wrong doing, has been 
FDA’s only response. 

I remind the Senate that all of these allegations against FDA 
were made in sworn testimony. I also submit that the witnesses 
are respectable lawyers and other professional men. It seems, 
however, that no critisism, no indictment or charge can prompt 
the FDA to even attempt to change their mode of operation. 
However, for the Senate’s information, possible legislation is 
now under study to help FDA accomplish that which they seem 
to have no desire nor intention to do themselves. 

Hearings were also conducted that sought to eiict the position 
of the Federal Communications Commission in this area of 
electronic snooping. New legislation could obviously help here. 

To bring matters up-to-date, only this month, the subcomittee 
turned its attention to the Internal Revenue Service. To date 
these hearings have elicited no less than Federal agents frequently 
violating Federal and State laws and their own departments 
clear and unequivocal policy directives. 

Since 1934 Federal law has forbidden wiretapping. Since 1938 
the Treasury Department has issued written instructions 
banning the use of wiretaps. Since 1957, Pennsylvania has 
outlawed wiretaps. Yet, in the 1961-64 period various instances 
of wiretapping occurred in the Pittsburgh, Pa. and Boston, Mass, 
areas. 

As if this were not enough, the Internal Revenue Service 
special agents have admitted illegal breaking and entering to 
place “bugs” for the purpose of eavesdropping. Another agent 
admitted his possession of burglar tools. Another agent admitted 
ordering a subordinate to disguise himself as an officer of the 
Coast Guard, knowing that it is a crime to impersonate an 
officer of the military. 

Bugging conference rooms where tax-payers are interviewed 
often with their attorneys, is another trick employed by the 
Internal Revenue Service to catch suspected tax cheats. Sur¬ 
reptitious recorders, 2-way mirrors and snooper scopes and 
sniper scopes to peer in the dark are found in the well-equipped 
Internal Revenue Service agents investigative pouch. 

Intimidation and harassment along with all of the other 
abusive law enforcement techniques are also being documented. 

As with the other agencies subjected to the subcommittee's 
scrutiny, the Internal Revenue Service has chosen to hedge its 
cooperation. Requests for documents are met with refusal or 
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delay. Witnesses refuse to answer questions before the committee 
on the thinnest excuse ever posed before a congressional 
committee. 

Congress has often had witnesses refuse to testify due to 
their 5th amendment rights, or some valid exercise of executive 
privilage. However, never has Congress heard of paragraph 7 
of the Commissioner of Internal Revenue authorization to 
testify used as an objection to a valadly constituted subcom¬ 
mittee of Congress. 

Mr. President, need I remind my colleagues that this same 
agency, IRS, that has admitted wiretapping, breaking and 
entering, possession of burglar tools, impersonation of officers, 
bugging lawyers’ offices and conference rooms, is the same 
agency that previously opened first-class mail to levy on delin¬ 
quent taxpayers. 

Mr. President. I would like, in fairness to the involved special 
agents of IRS, to state for the record that they are not entirely 
to blame for their activities. As I stated earlier, Treasury has 
banned use of wiretapping since 1938. But, which of us would 
not believe that that regulation was made purely for show, to be 
winked at, but not obeyed, when it was the national office of 
IRS, right here in Washington, that not only possessed and issued 
the wiretapping equipment, but also sent out the experts to 
install and remove that equipment? 

Surely, we cannot expect subordinates to obey their depart¬ 
ment's directives when those who issue these directives show 
every intention to ignore them. 

Another aspect that I wish to discuss, is the matter of whose 
prerogative it is to investigate the activities of our Federal 
agencies. 

The Commissioner of IRS made repeated assertions that he 
and his staff would conduct a complete investigation of these 
matters, and then make a full report to Congress and to the 
people. I do not doubt the sincerity of this promise. I sincerely 
believe that the Commissioner deplores the conduct of his 
agents as revealed by this investigation. However, I do not 
believe, first, that it is the Commissioners’ prerogative to dictate 
what, where, or when Congress may investigate in order to 
legislate, and second, that the Commissioner can get all the 
facts that an independent, open investigation as conducted 
by a committee of Congress can obtain. After all, the top 
echelon of IRS, from the Commissioner to District Director, 
repeatedly asserted that they had no knowledge of these activi¬ 
ties until after the subcommittee made its probe. 

This lack of knowledge persisted in spite of an elite corps 
of 200 agents in IRS's Inspection Service. The Inspection 
Service has as its sole function the job to investigate IRS 
employees’ integrity and efficiency. Two hundred men could 
not find six wiretaps. One investigator for our subcommittee 
found them. 

Lastly, I would like to say a few words on the organized 
crime drive conducted by the Justice Department with the aid 
of IRS. As I stated throughout the hearings, and specifically 
to the Attorney General, the subcommittee and its staff has 
absolutely no desire to hinder the organized crime driveprogram. 
I regret that some nameless, unidentified official of the Justice 
Department took it upon himself to judge our efforts as killing 
the organized crime drive program. Despite the obvious ir¬ 
relevancy of such an objection to our investigation, since no 
one is authorized to violate constitutional rights to fight crime 
or commit a crime to stop a crime, it is mandatory that Congress 
investigate where it finds possible legislation as the remedy for 
an existing bad situation. 

Testimony at the hearings showed the organized crime drive 
program, at least in Pittsburgh, may not have had the salutary 
effect that would be expected. Local gamblers were caught. 
However, the result of this, according to a distinguished reporter.

was to create a vacuum into which the larger, interstate criminal 
-elements immediately stepped. 

Today, gambling continues in the Pittsburgh area at about 
the same rate as before. 

One other detail. The Justice Department deemed catching 
one bad policeman more important than putting five organized 
crime drive-type criminals behind bars. The reprehensible 
conduct of a public official taking bribes to protect local 
hoodlums was reprehensible conduct that desrved the swiftest 
and severest punitive action that could be brought to bear. 
Following this policy the US attorney in Pittsburgh promised 
the five organized crime drive criminals that if they testified 
against the officer they would recommend leniency in the 
gamblers’ sentences. 

Mr. President, the disclosures made during these hearings 
are truly a sad commentary upon the situation we find ourselves 
in today. Are we losing that stern stuff of our founders which 
created the principle that all men are innocent until proven 
guilty? It would seem so when flagrant disregard for actions in 
violation of our criminal laws is the means to put others behind 
bars, and then to criticize those of us who would stop such 
affrontery of our Constitution and democracy. 

Mr. President, I would like to quote the late Mr. Justice • 
Frankfurter, one of the outstanding jurists to grace the Supreme 
Court Bench. Mr. Justice Frankfurter was dissenting in Harris v. 
United States, 331 U.S. 145 (1947). He stated: 

Stooping to questionable methods neither enchances that 
respect for law which is the most patent element in law enforce¬ 
ment, nor, in the long run, do such methods promote successful 
prosecution. In this country police testimony is often rejected 
by juries precisely because of a widely entertained belief that 
illegal methods are used to secure testimony. Thus, dubious 
police methods defeat the very ends of justice by which such 
methods are justified. Respect for law by law officers promotes 
respect generally, just as lawlessness by law officers sets a . 
contagious and competitive example to others. Moreover, by 
compelling police officers to abstain from improper methods 
for securing evidence, pressure is expected upon them to bring 
the resources of intelligence and imagination into play in the 
detection and prosecution of crime. 

The great Mr. Justice Brandeis also knew the danger of law 
officers that wink at the law. In his great dissent in Olmstead v. 
United States, 277 U.S. 479 (1928), he stated: 

It is * * * immaterial that the intrusion (by means of 
wiretap) was in aid of law enforcement. Experience should teach 
us to be most on our guard to protect liberty when the Govern¬ 
ment’s purposes are beneficent. Men bom to freedom are 
naturally alert to repel invasion of their liberty by evil-minded 
rulers. The greatest dangers to liberty lurk in insidious en¬ 
croachment by men of zeal, well-meaning but without under¬ 
standing. 

Mr. President, do we realize the prophetic nature of these 
words? Does the American citizen understand that today, his 
freedom is threatened by smug, self-righteous bureaucrats who, 
through the mistaken belief that they are helping their Govern¬ 
ment, whittle away his constitutional rights and basic dignity? 

Mr. President, the investigation my subcommittee is conduct¬ 
ing continues. It will continue until the complete story is told. 
This may take some time, for, as can be expected, those agencies 
that have violated our citizens’ rights are not about to cooperate 
in their own indictment. But, I can assure this body, that no 


matter how long it takes, nor where the investigation leads, 
we shall fully and completely document all the facts for the 
people and Congress to study and act upon. 

Mr. President, in the short time this investigation has been 
underway, significant results have already been accomplished. 

This investigation has brought before the public the modem 
developments in electronics snooping, making it possible for 
rational and corrective steps to be taken to curb future misuse 
of such gear. 

Peepholes in the Post Office Department have been closed 
out—at least in the areas where they were most offensive. 

New rigid regulations have been issued to control the use 
of mail covers. In addition, it is publicly known that if these 
mail cover regulations are not strong enough to stop abusive 
use. that legislation will be pushed to abolish the practice in its 
entirety. 

A new law has already been enacted which prohibits the 
opening of first class mail by IRS in order to levy on delin¬ 
quent taxpayers. 

Legislation is under study to correct the distressing situation 
that exists in the Food and Drug Administration. 

A record has been built that shows the existing impotence 
of the Federal Communications Commission in their efforts 
to control and police the area of electronic snooping. Such a 
record can be considered the first step to further hearings on 
this topic, with a view toward drafting comprehensive regulatory 
legislation giving the FCC or another agency power to police 
the manufacture, sale, and use of all electronic snooping gadgets. 

The recent disclosures of lawlessness in our law enforcement 
agencies has made the American public, the press, and Congress, 
more acutely aware of an insidious enemy of freedom within the 
very boundaries of our Nation—indeed, within the very walls 
of our Government. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue Service has publicly 
promised a full investigation of his agency, and has promised 
a full and complete report to the public. 

• Recently the President has expressed his awareness of this 
investigation and has unqualifiedly endorsed its purpose. The 
President restated his long-standing policy against wiretapping 
and use of electronic eavesdropping gear. By such forthright 
and decisive action, the President has placed himself and thus 
the whole executive branch foursquare against further en¬ 
croachments of the individual's rights. Indeed, all of us today 
can be thankful that the President has taken this position in 
the past, and adheres to it today. Perhaps we all can sleep 
better tonight because this policy has been declared. 

There we have it. Mr. President. The public and the Congress 
has been alerted to a modem danger to freedom. Various 
invasions of privacy have been corrected by official directives, 
regulations, and an enactment of Congress. Other legislation 
can be and is being considered based upon the record that has 
already been built, and has yet to be built. The President has 
made it clear where he stands on this issue, and has let his 
position be clearly known to his branch of the Government. 

With this successful record thus far, there is every hope that 
the future promises not an Orwellian nightmare, but a return 
to the ideals and principles that made this country, preserved it 
for nearly 200 years and will save it in the future. The future 
thus promises that the guarantees of our Constitution and the 
basic dignity of all men will be more fully understood, and thus 
more fully realized in fact by all American citizens.

Long Blasts FDA Tactics 
As Senate Hearings End

Senate hearings into investigational activities of the Food and 
Drug Administration closed today with a blistering attack on 
FDA techniques by Sen. Edward V. Long D-Mo. 

Long denounced “police state tactics” and “abusive law 
enforcement” and the use of “snooping gear” by the FDA. He 
accused the agency of engaging in "Bizarre and juvenile games 
of cops and robbers.” 

The Senator defended vitamins, nutritionists and a religion 
called Scientology, ail of which have been subjects of FDA 
enforcement activities according to testimony at the three-day 
hearing. 

Authority Challenged 

“If the FDA would spend a little less time and effort on 
religions, small manufacturers of vitamins and milk substitute, 
and a little more on the large manufacturers of such dangerous 
drugs as Chloromycetin, MER-29, and Thalidomide, the public 
would be better served," Long said. 

“In my view Congress, never intended the FDA to arrogate 
to itself the power to tell Americans what foods to eat or 
whether or not they should take vitamin or nutrient supple¬ 
ments,” the senator said. “Nor did the Congress intend to give 
FDA power to tell people what kind of religion to practice, or 
what church to attend. 

“I don’t know much about Scientology, but if it helps its 
believers lead better lives. I'm for it. In any event, it is no 
business of FDA to interfere with any religion. 

Raid Here Recalled 

The FDA, which fought off charges of “Gestapoism” 


yesterday, found itself accused today of Communist goon-squad 
tactics and a Mafia-like spirit of vengeance against those who 
cross it. 

One bitter witness, attorney Oscar H. Brinkman, suggested 
the FDA might want to probe the holy water dispensed at 
Roman Catholic Churches. Another, Dr. Carlton Fredericks, 
a New York nutrionisl said FDA standards could lead to 
investigation of Biblical recommendations on the therapeutic 
value of honey. 

Brinkman appeared as attorney for the Founding Church of 
Scientology. 19th and R Streets NW, and described an FDA-in¬ 
spired raid by U.S. marshals on the church premises Jan. 3, 1963. 

"Six to 10 marshals beat on doors where religious confes¬ 
sionals were going on, and grabbed books out of the arms of 
students who were going to be ministers," Brinkman said, his 
voice trembling with emotion. "They went through the minis¬ 
ters' bureau drawers. It couldn’t have occurred anywhere except 
in Russia." 

Machine Demonstrated 

What the marshals were after, apparently, were the so-called 
E-meters, cigar-box-sized electronic instruments used in the 
church's confessional procedure called "processing and audit¬ 
ing." The FDA claimed the machines were being used to treat 
medical symptoms. 

The machines, which Brinkman described as “a little elec¬ 
tronic thing in the nature of a polygraph Hie detector) cost 
members of the church about SI 50. According to Wayne 
Rohrer, minister of the church, the responses evoked by the 
machines give the minister valuable clues to the member’s 
emotional problems. He flatly denied that they were used 
to cure any disease.

FDA’s Church Raid

that allegation. 

Rohrer said that people come to him with problems and he 
uses the machine, which is something like a lie detector, to 
"locate the highest point of emotional upset.”

He said the agency also 
may have tapped the church telephone and imposed a mail 
cover on his own correspondence.

CHANGING SCENE AT THE FOOD AND DRUG ADMINISTRATION 

Already besieged by a serious morale slump, Food and Drug Administration staff members 
were shocked last week by the voluntary retirement of'Gilbert S. Goidhammer, one of its 
most capable and best-liked administrators. Goidhammer was rated as one of the agency’s 
best investigators and was currently occupied in preparing the Krebiozen case for court 

action. . . 

Another top-level personnel change at the FDA could come soon. It is quite likely that 
Commissioner George Larrick himself is in the final months of his tenure. Present plans are 
to let him move into the handsome new FDA headquarters building next to the present 
Health, Education and Welfare Department—a few blocks from the Capitol. High-ranking 
HEW officials are thinking of giving him about six months in the new building (which he 
worked hard to get Congress to provide) before easing him out. Age isn’t a serious factor. 
Larrick’s opponents consider him a first-class detective but feel that science, rather than 
police work, is the key to better performance in improving the nation’s foods and drugs. 

Larrick attended three colleges but did not graduate and has no earned degree. Forty-two 
years ago, he joined the Bureau of Chemistry in the Department of Agriculture, which was 
then charged with the enforcement of the original Pure Food and Drug Law, passed in 1906. 
Made Chief Inspector of the FDA in 1930, Larrick moved up the ranks and was given the 
agency’s top job in 1954. Since the days of the Kefauver investigations, he has drawn congres¬ 
sional criticism for FDA’s foul-ups in the handling of new drug applications. 

Goldhammer’s resignation is blamed by Drug Trade News on the driving personality of 
his boss, Allen E. Rayfield, director of the Bureau of Regulatory Compliance. The break 
between the two followed Rayfield’s interference with Goldhammer’s preparation of the 
Krebiozen case, the publication sakh However, Deputy Commissioner John L. Harvey took 
a different stand. “I have known Mr. Goidhammer and have worked with him for many 
years. He assured me he was not leaving because he was disgruntled and I am sure it is not 
true that differences with Mr. Rayfield forced him to retire,” Harvey said. 

Morale of FDA staff members has not been the best in recent years. There is also admin¬ 
istrative confusion in some areas, Drug Trade News says, pointing out that answers to industry 
questions can vary, depending on which FDA staff members is consulted. Health authorities 
have also criticized the agency for taking a long time to find solutions to important problems 
and for slowness in raising its level of scientific competence and research achievement.”

Scientology 
and the FDA 

Public will pay high price for its 
apathy — if even government agencies become electronic snoops. 

By Richard Edmond Saunders 


Most Americans take religious freedom for granted. 
Some may be vaguely aware that it is guaranteed 
by the first amendment to the Constitution because 
some of the very early settlers on this continent 
came in . search of just this freedom, but their general 
attitude is one of indifference. 

Unfortunately their lofty assumption that churches 
never are harassed in this country is incorrect. Even 
more unfortunately, an agency of the federal govern¬ 
ment itself—the Food and Drug Administration— 
has been responsible for some overt harassing. 

On January 3, 1963, a truckload of United States 
marshals raided the Founding Church of Scientology 
in Washington, D.C., on the order of the FDA. The 
minions of the law tramped through the halls of the 
church, interfered with the religious services in 
progress, and siezed large amounts of church property 
—which the Scientologists have not been able to 
get back in all this time despite a lawsuit for its 
recovery. 

As was subsequently disclosed, the principal 
objective of the seizure were machines known as 
E-meters. These E-meters resemble lie detectors and 
function in much the same way; that is, they are 
used to gauge emotional responses. Although they 
are much smaller than lie detectors they are very 
sensitive. 

True, the church is small and relatively unkown. 
It doesn’t have a lot of money for a long lawsuit to 
protect its rights and to recover its property. But as its 
counsel contended, the violation of the principle of 
religious freedom was no less flagrant than if the 
forces of the law had forcibly entered the biggest 
Catholic church in town and confiscated its holy 
water or had insisted on examining the wafers and 
wine used sacramentally in other churches. 

The press could not get itself very worked up over 
the raid on the Scientologists. Apparently it did not 
see much of a story in the incident because Scientology 
was not very prominent as a religion—if indeed it was 
regarded as a religion at all in newsmen’s minds. 


However, as was brought out, the FDA gave the press 
advance notice of the raid. 

There is little doubt that the -whole-affair would be 
forgotten now if it were not for Congress. Despite 
the low.esteem in which it now seems popular.to hold 
it, Congress always can be counted on to come to the 
rescue when fundamental rights are challenged. It did 
so in this case. 

The matter came to the attention of a Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee headed by Sen. Edward V. 
Long (D. Mo.) which already was engaged in investi¬ 
gating invasions of privacy by government agencies 
using such means as electronic eavesdropping, wire¬ 
tapping and unwarranted seizures. In fact, the FDA 
already had been called on the Subcommittee’s 
carpet and strongly rebuked for going too far in its 
snooping activities. 

At the outset of the hearings on the raid on the 
Scientologists it became apparent that the essential 
issue was the use to which the E-meters were put. 
The printed transcript of the hearing, which became 
available for the first time early this year, is full of 
assertions by the Scientologists that these machines 
are used during what they term the “confessionals” 
or “auditing” of members. The point is stressed that 
while they are helpful in this process, they are not 
indispensable. 

On the other hand, the FDA charged that according 
to the literature seized, the machines were used to 
diagnose or cure various diseases, that they were 
mislabeled because nothing was printed on them 
stating how or for what purpose they were to be used 
—although the label clearly proclaimed they were for 
use in Scientology. 

As it broadly interprets its mission, the Food and 
Drug Administration regards any physical object or 
substance for which medical powers are claimed as 
coming under its jurisdiction. Officials of the agency 
say this is what made them decide to move against 
the Scientologists, making full use of their powers of 
seizure. They also allege they had complaints from 
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persons who paid for treatments without receiving 
beneficial results. 

The Scientologists told the Congressional Sub¬ 
committee a far different story. They made clear their 
organization was a church in the full meaning of the 
word. Wayne Rohrer, a minister of the church, said 
it was officially recognized as a church by the District 
of Columbia authorities and had the right to perform 
marriages and other services. 

Asked by the Subcommittee’s chief counsel Bernard 
Fensterwald, Jr., to give a brief account of the essential 
beliefs of the church, Rohrer read the following 
excerpt from the creed: “We of the church believe 
that the spirit can be saved and that the spirit alone 
may save or heal the body.” 

The Scientologists emphatically denied they ever 
had claimed the E-meters could cure diseases. After 
having obtained this testimony under oath along with 
the supplementary statement that the machines were 
used in a religious and-not- a medical way, Sub¬ 
committee Counsel Fensterwald expressed bewilder¬ 
ment as to why the FDA had taken the action in the 
first place. 

“I do not see, then, what business it is of the Food 
and Drug Administration,” he said. 

At the Subcommittee’s request a short demonstra¬ 
tion of the apparatus as used in measuring emotional 
response was staged. Oscar R. Brinkman, the attorney 
for the Foundation Church of Scientology, agreed to 
clutch the handles through which the machine 
operates and answer a few inconsequential questions 
put to him by Reverend Rohrer. 

One q uestion asked was whether he was nervous in the 
Subcommittee presence. His answer, “Very much so,” 
indicated a certain amount of reaction, Rohrer 
informed the amused Senators. 

A lot of clarifying data was placed in the record 
from letters Senator Long received from a businessman 
constituent in Missouri who also is a Scientologist. 
Among other things the Missourian brought out a 
fact about Scientology that seems not to be generally 
understood: although it is a religion in its own right 
there is nothing exclusive about it; members of other 
churches may join it. 

For example, Senator Long’s constituent said he 
was an elder in the First Presbyterian Church of his 
hometown as well as a member of the Church of 
Scientology “as they are compatible with each other”. 

He wrote that the church used E-meters in a process 
“that would be similar to ‘confession’ in the Catholic 
church.” He said, “Instead of a person confessing 
whatever ‘sins’ he cares to confess, the Church of 
Scientology uses a long list of questions that would 
cover almost any sin committed by anyone. Often 
the sin that is causing the most guilt is the one a 
person is most reluctant to talk about.” He went on 
to explain that this is where the E-meter proves of 
value—in indicating what needs to be pursued in 
more detail if the person’s mind is to be relieved. 

He said he thought it significant that the FDA 


“has never seized an electric shock machine used by 
psychiatrists although many people have been electro¬ 
cuted by them”. 

He also made the point that others made: the FDA 
has not picked on other churches. 

The raid on their church and the confiscation of 
their property were not the only outrages they suffered 
at the hands of the FDA, the Scientologists told the 
Senators. Scientologist. Attorney Brinkman said it 
was a matter of court record • that the agency had 
sent a spy to .-join the church and ferret out all the 
information he could. 

“We know that there were a great many agents 
involved in this case but we have the names of only 
four or five of them,” he said. “We know there were 
many more than that. They have gone all over the 
country to find evidence against the church.” 

In addition, Brinkman said, “We suspect—and we 
have some reason for the suspicion—that they tapped 
the telephone lines of the church. We know that our 
mail was delayed. We believe that there -may have 
been a mail cover on the mail of the church.” 

Although it can’t be documented, both the Scientolo¬ 
gist and Senate staffers strongly suspect that the AMA 
was largely responsible for instigating the FDA’s 
investigation. The agency does not admit this; its 
explanation, as stated before, is that it had received 
complaints. 

The official position of the FDA regarding the 
general pursuit of its activities as stated in press 
conferences,- on radio and during special interviews, 
is that to save people from food or drug poisoning, 
the agency must be able to act immediately and to 
wield extraordinary powers. They have to seize 
contaminated foods or dangerous drugs with utmost 
prompteness, they explain. Obviously this involves 
hasty decisions which later may prove to have been 
a mistake; but where lives are at stake, they insist, 
there is no alternative. 

As an illustration they call attention to a number 
of deaths that occurred a few years ago from botulinic 
poisoning. The source was traced to smoked fish 
packets originating in food processing plants in 
Michigan. The FDA acted with alacrity, seized the 
fish packets as they were being distributed, from the 
shelves of grocery stores and delicatessens, closed 
down the plants until the danger could be eliminated, 
and thus saved the lives of uncounted other consumers 
who might have eaten the poison food. 

But Senator Long is far from satisfied that the FDA 
and the other agencies his Subcommittee has checked 
are using their powers with proper restraint. He has 
expressed particular concern over invasions of privacy 
by the use of electronic snooping devices and the 
planting of spies. 

There seems no doubt that the Subcommittee will 
speak out strongly against government agencies 
using their powers to interfere with religion—particu¬ 
larly when no menace to health or safety is involved. 
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The Subcommittee will make known its position on 
these matters and will recommend corrective action 
when it files its report sometime in the future. 

• The Scientologists have suggested a number of 
amendments to the law that would provide better 
protection in the future. One of these suggestions is for 
stricter procedure in the issuance of search and seizure 
warrants by United States District Courts to govern- 
jnent agencies. Such warrants should be supported 
.by sworn testimony of affidavits based on the personal 
'knowledge of those making them, they say. Testimony 
before the Subcommittee showed that the FDA had 
no such sworn testimony when it raided the Founding 
Church of Scientology. 


According to the Scientologist’s attorney the 
warrant had not been sworn to and had no affidavit. 
It was “merely the statement of the United States 
Attorney and two of his assistants,” he said. 

More specifically, Brinkman contends it should be 
just as hard fora government agency to get a warrant 
to invade the premises of a private citizen or a church 
in a civil case as it is in a criminal case. 

He noted that rapists, murderers and drug sellers 
have their rights protected against summary action 
by law enforcement agencies but citizens and churches 
in civil cases do not He said that at present the FDA 
“can invade the premises and take whatever they 
want without a sworn warrant.”

Civil Liberties Investigation. A highly regarded Democratic Senator Edward V. Long 
of Missouri, will continue, as Chairman of a Senate Committee on Administrative Practices, 
to investigate the violation of citizens’, civil liberties by government snoopers and spies.

8t “ d A? reporte^ifihe Washington press the day of the FDA raid the “action followed a 
month-long investigation in which a Food and Drug Inspector posed as a student: of the 
Academy of Scientology”. Congress later investigated this investigation by FDA 1 
use of a spy in the Church, met with a total unwillingness on the part of FDA to testily 
just what they had been doing and the extent of FDA violation of federal law. 
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(5) The Constitution provides that in searches and seizures, no warrants shall issue but upon probable 

cause , supported by oath■ or affirmation, and particularly describing the place to be searched and 

persons or things to be seized. 

The FDA had no sworn warrant, during the raid stated with arrogance that Church 
officials didn’t need to see a warrant as the FDA and Marshals didn’t need one. 

What they carried out was in fanatical violation of these points of Constitutional Law. 
No charges were possible or made, no warrant sworn, an illegal warrant presented with no 
“particular description of place to be searched or things to be seized” and specifically no 
indication that a Church was to be raided, that, for instance, 1827 igth Street N.W. (the 
Church’s executive offices) was to be entered, that private homes of students were to be 
entered and searched, that religious instruction classes were to be loudly broken up by U.S. 
Marshals, that students were to be threatened by officials, that confessionals were to be 
broken into. 

When you have a most usual, quite orderly activity such as a Church and its own school 
of instruction and guidance centers and regular confessionals and duties being carried out, 
and then see violent, wild-eyed swarms of government employees descending upon the activity, 
creating chaos and attempting and using terrorism, then you have simply the odd phenomenon 
of a government agency gone wild in its frenzy (while not doing its usual duties) to save the 
world from all sorts of imagined threat. 

You find also that the single threat seen by such an agency gone mad is orderly progress, 
someone doing their job, in a word, they see a threat in American freedom. 

They are really quite unable to understand such an orderly authority as the Constitution 
of the United States. 

FDA even feared the Court and when presenting unsworn warrant for issue withheld 
from the judge the fact that they were raiding a Church. 

(6) The Constitution further provides that no person shall be deprived of life, liberty or property without 

due process of law. 

Here, the Constitution makes additionally. plain that the very kind of action the FDA 
took upon themselves to perform is the kind of action the authors of the Constitution and all 
Congress and administration since were resolved should not happen in America. 

All the provisions of the American Constitution were written with the wisdom of both 
Man’s experience and intimate knowledge of human values as well as a prophetic accuracy 
regarding the fate of any government in fanatical, negligent hands. 

The authors of the Constitution understood a phenomenon such as an FDA gone wild. 

Congress, sworn to uphold that Constitution, is preparing and taking actions to bring 
FDA back to its proper job of duty. 
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NOTE 






In Washington it was widely held and expressed to counsel for the Founding Church of 
Scientology that what is called a “mail cover” was being practised by the FDA in collusion 
with persons in other departments of the government, necessarily including the Postal Depart¬ 
ment. The Church’s mail was being illegally interrupted and monitored. Telephone wire 
tapping was continual throughout several years. 

A spy or spies were admitted by the FDA to have been sent into the Church pretending 
good faith to-gather “evidence”. Finding no evidence of wrongs on the part of the Church or 
Scientologists, spy testimony was not used. The FDA later refused to testify to US Senate 
hearings of the Subcommittee on Administrative Practice and Procedure of the Committee 
on the Judiciary on “invasion of privacy” on the subject of planting a spy in a Church. 

Robert Kennedy was, as Attorney General, attacking the interests usually called the 
“Mafia”, an organization totally criminal and heavily involved in drug traffic and influential 
directly and/or indirectly upon the FDA. 

When President Kennedy requested information on the possible uses of Scientology in 
his space programs and possibly in relation to mental health programs, the FDA instead 
stepped up its attacks, began to enter Churchs of Scientology, making President Kennedy 
seem to be source of the actions which led up to the raid of the Washington Founding Church. 

Ten months after the raid on the Church, carried out in distinctly Mafia style, Attorney 
General Kennedy had not ceased attacking Mafia and President Kennedy was assassinated, 

Whether in any way these events can be connected the fact remains that President 
Kennedy’s interest in actually solving problems of mental health endangered the declining 
psychiatric-drug therapist interests and influence. His Attorney General was endangering 
the other end of the combine, the “Mafia” interests. By attacking a Church under the supposed 
backing of the President, the FDA could and did, to thousands of people, place in question 
his integrity, as the first Roman Catholic President, as a supporter of religious freedom, 
That a Church was attacked and that it happened to possess a technology capable quite 
incidentally of detecting subversives and of aiding the space effort would ordinarily be credited 
only to coincidence and be left at just that. It is certainly not mere coincidence that Robert' 
Kennedy is no longer Attorney General and that the government campaign against the 
Mafia is no longer even a gesture in comparison to the Kennedy program while the assassina¬ 
tion of President Kennedy remains in dispute. 
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CONCLUSION 




This booklet understates the facts of FDA behaviour to the Church as well as the tremen¬ 
dously expensive bureaucratic laxity of the agency toward their ordinary duties, masked by 
a fanatical save-the-world frenzy. FDA has in it elements so radically in disagreement with 
America and Americans that they have set out to save them from themselves at any cost. 

The purpose of this booklet has been to make known some of the realities and consequences 
of an agency gone quite wild, which happens to have caused disturbances to a Church of 
Scientology, its members, friends and public, needless overwork of staff members and Church 
executives, inconvenience and expense to students, quite outrageous expense to the Church 
in court actions and in producing and replacing the three tons of Church materials FDA 
boasted of taking. A thorough investigation of FDA and associates is not our intent and 
belongs to Congress and is being done. 

They are, sadly, failures. With backgrounds of criminal negligence and connection 
FDA has nursed comfortably only its delusion of a drug-oriented society, of youth on LSD 
and a national tranquillity attained by chemical means, alternated with addictive stimulants. 

A principle is to be noted here. When an agency or company or association gives trouble 
to productive people and rewards and deals smoothly only with the extreme failures and 
anti-social minorities, then there are hidden crimes and omissions always there to be found, 
and that agency, company or association cannot become normally productive, honorable or 
of any service under its present management or personnel. 

The disturbance caused by FDA to its seniors—the Congress, and the office of the President 
—multiplies the difficulties of proper authority in assisting the nation getting on with their 
jobs and everyday lives. The injection of chaos and needless expense into a branch of American 
religious life by the FDA is regrettable both for the actions taken in disturbance of Americans’ 
and for the needed actions not taken in the actual duty area of guarding national health. 

America’s destiny is not to wander forth in a drugged haze with freedom only to fail and 
plead disability rewards. 

Actual welfare is never lacking in a strong America, but a minor government agency 
becoming a cult, electing itself world-saver, is a bad indicator as to the security of any govern¬ 
ment and proper authority and service. 

The Church understandably suggests sweeping correction of FDA and its associates 
while the situation is yet relatively contained. The Food and Drug Administration is at present 
a liability to the government of the United States of America, does not know who it is, nor 
does FDA in fact know whether it is friend or enemy to the American people. Actions tell 
this where their words may not. 

The FDA raid and campaign against an American Church foretells a decay of proper 
compliance to duty by the agency and the increase of wild solutions to the bad conscience 
of FDA. 

FDA is listening to another constitution perhaps, but not the Constitution of the United 
States of America.

■ he lights in the hall go dim, leaving the bronzed bust 
of the Founder (spotlighted) at center stage. From the loud¬ 
speakers comes L. Ron Hubbard's voice, deep and pro¬ 
fessorial. It is a tape called "Some Aspects of Help, Part 
I," a basic lecture in Scientology that Hubbard recorded 
nearly 10 years ago. 

No one in the intensely respectful Los Angeles au¬ 
dience of 500—some of whom paid as much as $16 to 
get in—thought it odd to be sitting there listening to the 
disembodied voice. Among believers, Scientology and its 
Founder are beyond frivolous question: Scientology is 
the Tajth, it is the path to "a civilization without insan¬ 
ity, without criminals and without war , . and "for 
the first time in all ages there is something that . . , de¬ 
livers the answers to the eternal questions and delivers im¬ 
mortality as well." 

So much of a credo might be regarded as harmless— 
practically indistinguishable from any number of minor¬ 
ity schemes for the improvement of Man. But Scientol¬ 


ogy is scary—because of its size and growth, and be¬ 
cause of the potentially disastrous techniques it so ca¬ 
sually makes use of. To attain the Truth, a Scientologist 
surrenders himself to "auditing," a crude form of psy¬ 
choanalysis. In the best medical circumstances this is a del¬ 
icate procedure, but in Scientology it is undertaken by 
an "auditor" who is simply another 5cientologist in train¬ 
ing, who uses an "E-meter," which resembles a lie de¬ 
tector. A government report, made to the parliament of 
the state of Victoria in Australia three years ago, called 
Scientology "the world's largest organization of unqual¬ 
ified persons engaged in the practice of dangerous tech¬ 
niques which masquerade as mental therapy." As author 
Alan levy found out by personal experience (pages 1000 - 
714), the auditing experience can be shattering. 

How many souls have become hooked on Scientology 
is impossible to say precisely. Worldwide membership 
—England, South Africa, Canada, New Zealand, Austra¬ 
lia, France, Germany, Japan and the U.S.—is probably

* the U.S.. (offices In Washington, 
New York, los Angeles and seven 
other cities), the figure may now 
be more than several hundred 
thousand. What is astonishing— 
and frightening—is the rate of 
growth in the U.S.: membership 
' has probably tripled or quadrupled 
in the past three years. 

Recruits to Scientology are most 
often young, intelligent and ideal¬ 
istic. They become fanatics on the 
subject, impervious to argument, 
quick to cut themselves off from 
doubters. Many young people have 
been instructed by their Scientol¬ 
ogy organizations ("orgs," they are 
called) to "disconnect" from their 
families. "Disconnect" means ex¬ 
actly that: sever all relations. Such 
estrangements can be deep and 
lasting, leaving heartsick parents 
no tonger able to speak rationally 
with their children. 

Scientology is expensive. To 
reach the first meaningful stage 
costs the beginner $650 in tuition. 
To become an Operating Thetan, 
Class VIII—the highest present 
classification—can raise the all-in 
cost (books, tuition, equipment, 
i board and lodging at Scientology 
x • centers during advanced training) 
to as much as $15,000. The high 
costs have the effect of turning 
many young Scientologists into 
permanent parts of the apparatus. 
To finance their own advanced 
studies they take low-paying jobs 
within the org—and in the end 
find themselves alienated from life 
outside of Scientology. 

Scientology is nominally a reli¬ 
gion, and the figure of Hubbard has 
taken on religious implications. The 
Nebraska-born author of the 1950 
best-seller Dianetics: the Modern 
Science of Mental Health is now 
adored and remote. The literature 
/ hints at persecution. In 1963 agents 
V .* of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion raided Scientology's Washing¬ 
ton headquarters and seized a 
number of E-meters. Scientologists 
still speak of the raid on the 
"church." Scientology has been 
banned from the state of Victoria 
v in Australia. In England, where 

Hubbard established the world 
headquarters of Scientology at 
Saint Hill, the government has 
looked with increasing disfavor on 
Scientology. Asserting that Scien¬ 
tology is "socially harmful," the 
government recently barred from 
entry a number of would-be par¬ 
ticipants in a world Scientology 
congress. Hubbard himself depart¬ 
ed from England in the summer 
of 1966 and now lives on a 320- 
foot converted passenger ferry 
called the Royal Scot Man, cruising 
mostly between ports in the Med¬ 
iterranean. There, although he 
claims to have given up his official 
ties with Saint Hill, he continues to 
train and send out super-Scientol- 
ogists to all parts of the world. <

'A TRUE-LIFE 
NIGHTMARE'

LEAR is the name of a but- 
ton on an adding machine. When 
you push it, atJ hidden answers 
clear and the machine can be used 
fora proper computation. 

"So long as the button is not 
pressed, the machine adds all old 
answers to ail new efforts to com¬ 
pute and wrong answers result." 

This message, blown up in a 
wall-mounted advertising display 
case at a busy mid-Manhattan sub¬ 
way exit, was a pitch for Scien¬ 
tology—a curious cult about which 
my store of information was very 
limited: People I knew seemed to 
know people who were taking it 
up. Scientology had overtones of 
psychiatry. It promised to make a 
better person of you. And, in some 
way, it involved a device that 
worked like a lie detector. That 
was all I knew. I read on—and, as 
I did, the language of the ad 
seemed to take an odd and threat¬ 
ening spin: 

"People who have old fixed an¬ 
swers reacting when they try to 


think get wrong answers to their 
current problems. Such old answers 
are not cleared. Rollo is still solv¬ 
ing the tantrums of his mother 
who has been dead for years. Mary- 
belle is still running away from 
the tramp who attacked her when 
she was 10 years old. So Rollo 
stays home as the solution to the 
women of the world. And Mary- 
belle runs madly about as a so¬ 
lution to all the uncouth men she 
sees. Their friends think they're a 
bit odd. Their doctors prescribe 
pills. And we clear the answers 
which won't let them live." 

I began to wonder how, and 
thus, without the faintest idea of 
what I was getting into, I em¬ 
barked upon an adventure in mind- 
bending that took me from a ball¬ 
room in Manhattan to a 100-year- 
old brownstonp off Fitzroy Square 
in London to a 30-room Georgian 
manor house in Sussex that could 
have passed for SMERSH headquar¬ 
ters. The last was, actually, the 
home of a Nebraska-born prophet 
named L. Ron Hubbard, who in 
the 1950s invented a best-selling, 
but soon discredited, "science" of 
mental health called Oianetics and 


who then resurfaced with the far 
more sinister "religion" he calls 
Scientology. 

I have Hubbard to thank for a 
true-life nightmare that gnawed at 
my family relationships and sad¬ 
dled me with a burden of guilt 
I've not yet been able to shed. 
Scientology does indeed use a ma¬ 
chine similar to a lie detector, and 
the most menacing moments on 
my odyssey toward CLEAR had 
come when—inextricably plugged 
into the electroencephaloneuro- 
mentimograph, or "Hubbard Mark 


V E-meter " for short—I explored 
some nooks and crannies of my ; 
own ■ psyche that I wish to God 
had never been unearthed. ■ 

I did not confront the electronic 
heart of Scientology—the E-meter 
—until I had invested three eve¬ 
nings listening to introductory lec¬ 
tures. The Church of Scientology 
of New York occupied the Grand 
Ballroom of the Martinique, a tack- 
ily renovated hotel near the new 
Madison Square Garden. Ablaze 
with light and encircled by mir¬ 
rors, this baJIroom-church had an 
aura of crystal clarity. So did the 
giant studio portraits of Scientol¬ 
ogy's founder—a stem but fatherly 
type with steely eyes and an out- 
sized chronometer on his wrist—• 
that lined the walls and were for 
sale at $5.50 apiece. The dance 
floor had been cut up into of¬ 
fices, cubicles, displays, bulletin 
boards, bookstore, a stand selling 
picture postcards of Saint Hill Man¬ 
or in Sussex, and reception desks— 
all staffed round-the-clock by a 
couple of dozen "Pre-CLEARs" 
working shifts to pay their own 
fees for being "audited," as Scien¬ 
tology processing is called. 

Every one of these people—male 
and female, mostly young, and a 
few middle-aged—had a peculiar 
smile that was sublimely sincere, 
but seemed to exist independently 
of the face it was affixed to. They

didn't walk amidst the hotel's pot¬ 
ted palms, they floated. Across 
their eyes hung a beatific film that 
1 wanted to snap my fingers at. 
Only now and then, when they 
spoke about Scientology, could I 
perceive a flashing silver glint be¬ 
hind the film—an evangelical com¬ 
mitment, perhaps. Otherwise, the 
personal data I offered—that I 
lived in Greenwich Village; that I 
had a wife and two kids; that I 
worked in "publicity" (a half-truth 
which would offend only a jour¬ 
nalism professor)—all evoked ethe¬ 
real acknowledgements of "Per¬ 
fect!" or "Beautiful?" 

This same enviable inner serenity 
bloomed unblushingly from one 
of my introductory lecturers, a soft- 
spoken and radiantly pretty young 
woman rn her late 20s named Mish¬ 
ka O'Connor. Her style was per¬ 
sonal and conversational: 

"I'm married to a stained-glass 
artist who just went CLEAR at Saint 
Hill. He's been home a month 
now and he’s making four times 
as much money as he used to— 
and not working as hard." Mishka 
had gone to Saint Hill with her hus¬ 
band, "But I had to come home be¬ 
fore I could finish my. processing. 
My husband's trying to build up 
his business so I can go back for 
CLEAR. Then he'll sell the business 
so we can both go into Scientology 
professionally. And I'm sure we 
will, because it's amazing how re¬ 
sourceful you become. . . . My 
husband knows exactly who and 
what he is. He can be emotionally 
stable or volatile as he so choos¬ 
es!" Mishka took a deep breath 
and concluded fervently: "He's 
beautiful!" 

The lectures—which immersed 
me in Scientology's basic tenets 
and jargon, while spelling out 
the eight distinct levels one must 
pass on the route to CLEAR— 
were free. The sample "audit" 
with an E-meter cost me $5. It 
lasted two hours and gave me 
much more than I had bargained 
for. 

The E-meter was an unimpos- 
ingly compact box resting on a

plain table in the middle of a 
bare, windowless cubicle behind 
the ballroom. The machine, ap¬ 
parently battery-powered, was 
equipped with a gauge and a mov¬ 
ing needle, several control knobs 
and wires leading to two un¬ 
adorned tins. 

• "Why, they look like beer cans!" 
I exclaimed to my "auditor," a sal¬ 
low middle-aged man with features 
as austere as his auditing cell.

"Yes/' I confessed. "I'm starting 
to feel terribly vulnerable. It's as 
if I've just been asked what price 
I'd take for selling my soul to 
the devil." *My auditor nodded 
sagely and unsmilingly but said 
nothing, so I rambled on: "Be¬ 
sides, my answer .was unfair to 
Scientology. I mean, none of you 
is David Merrick." 

"O.K. . . . Now it shows you're 
clean." 

A "read" on "Do you have too 
much of anything?" finally disap¬ 
peared after I admitted to "hap¬ 
piness I may be tampering with 
here." 

And then: "Are you connected 
with a suppressive person?" 

My auditor winced. "The needle 
'•most went off the machine," he 

mounced. Then he produced a 
battered copy of the 36-page 
Scientology Abridged Dictionary, 
put it in front of me and asked: 
"Do you know what 'suppressive' 
means?" 

As I had guessed,.a suppressive 
person, was someone out to de¬ 
stroy or damage Scientology. Be¬ 
cause I knew that Scientology 
had a reputation for secretive ness, 
I had not mentioned that I planned 
to write an article about my ex¬ 
periences. While my auditor 
reread the definition to me, the 
names of my agent and the edi¬ 
tor with whom l had discussed 
,»he possibility of the story ir- 
^ istibly paraded up and down 
m my head. Eventually my au¬ 
ditor said: "Suppose you pick up 
the cans and tell me who you've 
been thinking of." 

Repressing the two names in a 
truth-detector interrogation was 
an awesome struggle. Simulta¬ 
neously I had an equally strong im¬ 
pulse to shout my own name— 
denouncing myself as a suppres¬ 
sive infiltrator. With schizoid de¬ 
tachment, I wondered which of 
the three names would cross my 
lips first. 

To my absolute astonishment, 
the name I spoke was my wife's. 
Well, yes, we had bickered over 
the time I was spending on Scien¬ 
tology. Improvising desperately, I 
explained that my wife wasn't real¬ 
ly suppressive so much as con¬ 
cerned. When I was all talked out, 
my auditor put the "suppressive 
■ person" question to me again. This 
time the E-meter said I was 
"clean." 

Nevertheless, he stood up. 


"You'll have to excuse me," he 
said. "Whenever we've had any 
kind of 'read’ on questions like 
this, we have to call in the Ex- 
aminer-in-Charge." In less than a 
minute a thick-set girl in black 
sweater and skirt, with thick dark 
hair and a trace of mustache, 
stamped into the cubicle. She test¬ 
ed me on the E-meter with the 
same question. 

"Why do I get a little 'read' on 
it still?" she asked.

The "A-R-C Triangle" is an im¬ 
portant bit of Scientological jar¬ 
gon. It means, approximately, that 
to Communicate successfully with 
someone you must feel some Af¬ 
finity for him and you both must 
be talking about the same thing— 
Reality. I knew exactly where the 
break had come but the Ethics Of¬ 
ficer, happily, didn't. With one 
last "suppressive person" check 
on the E-meter, he returned me 
to auditing. 

The rest of the session was an- 
ticlimactic. Even probing questions 
didn't bother me. While waiting 
for the Ethics Officer, I had worked 
out a way to beat the E-meter 
when I needed to. 

The needle seemed to record 
emotional stress and, since I am 
good with memory tricks and con¬ 
centration games, 1 drilled my 
mind to focus on the Esther Wtl- 
Irams-Kathryn Grayson-Jose Iturbi- 
Jimmy Durante-Lauritz Melchior 
musical films of my boyhood as 
soon as a tough question hit in.

of M-C-M escapism—giving away 
only as much as I wanted to give. 

"That's it/' said my auditor. 
"How do you feel?" 

"Impressed,” I said, quite hon¬ 
estly. 

"Good. Now don't be alarmed, 
.but I'm going to call in the Ex¬ 
aminer one last time. She has to 
make sure you're ready to go back 
to the outside world.” 

The ‘ frightening girl in black 
asked just one question: "What 
gains do you feel you've made 
from this session?" 

"I know a bit more about my¬ 
self,” 1 said, which was true but a 
considerable understatement. 

The question put to me by the 
Registrar when the Examiner had 
gone was 'blunt enough: Did I 
plan to go on and make a real 
start toward CLEAR? By this time I 
had the distinct impression that 
pressing deeper into Scientology 
would be less than a joy-ride. Nev-’ 
ertheless, I said that f thought I 
would, and the Registrar reminded 
me that auditing "through Grade 
IV”'was available right at New 
York headquarters. It would cost 
$650. 

I told him that my plans were 
to be in London for the summer. 
"Perfect!" he said without missing 
a beat. "We can refer you to the 
London Org and take a commis¬ 
sion. Their fees won't be much dif¬ 
ferent from ours and you'll only 
be an hour away from Saint Hill, 
which is like the center of the uni¬ 
verse. You can go right on out 
there after your Grade IV release." 

In the weeks before leaving 
for England, I learned a few things 
about Lafayette Ronald Hubbard 
and where Scientology had come 
from. Elron (as his flock speaks of 
him) was born in 1911' in Tilden, 
Nebraska, the son of a' U.S. Navy 
commander, and, at 14, while on 
a tour of the Far East with his fa¬ 
ther, "studied . . . with lama 
priests.” This turned out to be a 
distinct high point in Elron's ed¬ 
ucation. He never graduated from 
college—although he has on oc¬ 
casion claimed a degree. During 
the '30s, he traveled in Central 
America and made a career for 
himself as a prolific ("15 million 
published words") and popular 
writer of science fiction (Final 
Blackout). westerns (Buckskin Bri - 
gadesl and screenplays for a 15- 


episode serial. In World War II, 
he served as a U.S. Navy officer. 
Elron claims today that he and his 
experiences formed the basis for 
the postwar novel, play and mov¬ 
ie Mister Roberts. 

Meanwhile, from his boyhood 
onward, Hubbard had been for¬ 
mulating a set of at least 200 "self- 
evident truths. ... I saw miracles 
in India and China done by holy 
men, but long association with 
them convinced me that they did 
not know entirely how they did 
it. I set out to find out from nu¬ 
clear philosophy." 

This distillation of applied wis¬ 
dom first emerged in 1950 as a 
435-page book called Dianetics: 
The Modern Science of Mental 
Health. Introduced first in As¬ 
tounding Science Fiction maga¬ 
zine, Dianetics was hailed by Hub¬ 
bard himself as "a milestone for 
Man comparable to his discovery 
of fire and superior to his in¬ 
vention of the wheel and the 
arch." Sloppily but colorfully writ¬ 
ten, and propelled mainly by word 
of mouth, Dianetics sold 100,000 
copies in the first three months 
and more than 1.5 million to date. 
It went right to the top of the best¬ 
seller charts. With 500,000 believ¬ 
ers at its zenith, Dianetics became 
—for a time—a household word. 
It was, in effect, a jiffy mind- 
straightening scheme for the do-it- 
yourselfer to practice in his own 
parlor. 

"The basic discovery of Dia¬ 
netics/' one of my introductory, 
lecturers explained, "was the £n- 
gram, a word Hubbard borrowed 
from biology, where an Engram 
is the permanent impression left 
on protoplasm as the result of a 
stimulus. But to the Scientologist 
an Engram is a picture image 
that is imprinted on a cell—like 
a microgroove on a record—by 
an experience involving partial 
unconsciousness and some pain. 
It's an area Freud explored but 
dropped when he went on to 
other things. Fortunately for us, 
Elron Hubbard picked it up and 
went on with it," 

Engrams beset man right from 
the beginning. "Birth is a pretty 
aberrative affair," Elron wrote , in 
Dianetics. By taking one client 
back to birth through drug hyp¬ 
nosis, he was able to diagnose 
that "his asthma had been caused 
by the doctor's enthusiasm in 
yanking him off the table just 
when he was fighting for his first 
breath." Engrams can be incurred 
prenatally: "Mama sneezes, baby 
gets knocked unconscious. . . . 
Papa becomes passionate and baby 
has the sensation of being put in 
a running washing machine. Mama 
gets hysterical, baby gets an 
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the car we make

Engram. Papa hits Mama, baby gets 
an Engram. . . And, finally, 
Hubbard's "Non-Germ Theory of 
Disease" holds that many of man's 
ills are Engramic, including arthri¬ 
tis, dermatitis, allergies, asthma, 
some coronary difficulties, eye 
trouble, bursitis, ulcers, sinusitis, 
frngraine headaches, and even tu¬ 
berculosis and cancer, as well as 
the common cold. The human be¬ 
ing, the lecturer had explained, ac¬ 
tually has two minds: the Analyt¬ 
ical, which is like a perfect com¬ 
puter, and the Reactive, which 
takes care of situations like dodg¬ 
ing an approaching taxi. As a re¬ 
sult of all stimuli it receives, the 
Reactive mind is one mass of En- 

( -*ms, feeding the otherwise per- 
. Analytical mind incorrect data. 
The idea is to erase—to CLEAR— 
these Engrams. In Dianetics, the 
process took too long. So, in 
the lecturer's words, "Elron Hub¬ 
bard asked himself: Why . don't 
we use a lie detector to find 
out what really happens behind 
all these nangups and inhibitions? 
He experimented with the idea, 
refined it—and so today we have 
the E-meter." 

The evolution from Dianetics to 
Scientology coincided with some 
messy upheavals in Hubbard's per¬ 
sonal life. Prominent psychiatrists, 
including the late Dr. William 
M^nninger, denounced Dianetic 
( ' ..ring as potentially dangerous. 
The Manhattan endocrinologist 
who wrote the laudatory foreword 
• to Dianetics broke with Hubbard, 
. charging that Hubbard was head- 
• ing toward "absolutism and au- 
- thoritarianism" while some of his 
patients were going mad. And 
Hubbard—after a messy court case 
that involved the abduction of his 
own child—shed his second wife 
(who during divorce procedures 
termed him "hopelessly insane") 
in 1951 2 nd later married Mary 
Sue Whipp of the Wichita Dia¬ 
netics Foundation. He took Mary 
Sue first to Phoenix and then to 
England, where she bore him the 
first of four children. They settled 
in baronial splendor at Saint Hill, 
the 57-acre estate Elron acquired 
from the Maharajah of jaipur. 

Hubbard left behind him, in the 
U.S., Scientology centers in 10 cit¬ 
ies. By designating his theory as a 
religion—a move he himself has 
termed "an historic breakthrough 
into the realm of the Human Spir¬ 
it"—Hubbard freed Scientology 


from a number of legal strictures. 
Regulations covering what may be 
said or done in the name of re¬ 
ligion are considerably looser 
than those covering science or 
medicine. 

"It took Elron Hubbard 15 years 
to find the first person who could 
go CLEAR," the lecturer had said. 
"In February 1966 at Saint Hill, 
the first CLEAR was born: a South 
African medical student named 
John McMaster. Then all the tech¬ 
nology fell into place, and the pro¬ 
cessing has now been worked out. 
They're turning out 15 or 20 
CLEARs a week at Saint Hill. 

"Now we can help a person 
free himself from his Engrams and 
the other things that are keeping 
him from being an optimum hu¬ 
man being. It takes maybe 60 
hours of auditing plus a course in 
Dianetic training. The road to 
CLEAR is very fast now." 

In the jet 40,000 feet over the 
North Atlantic, I wrote in my note¬ 
book: "Hubbard and disciples 
clearly believe in what he says." 
Then f added:’ "P.S.—so do all 
dedicated salesmen." 

The Hubbard Scientology Or¬ 
ganization (Org) in London oc¬ 
cupied a venerable four-story 
building oh Fitzroy Street, just 
around the comer from Britain's 
tallest skyscraper, the new 40-sto- 
ry Post Office Tower. After check¬ 
ing in and paying my fees (in 
advance, naturally), I met my au¬ 
ditor. David Dunlop was a tac¬ 
iturn Scotsman in his late 20s who, 
the Registrar had confided to me, 
"works very well with Americans." 
He wore the same neat gray suit 
every day throughout my process¬ 
ing. The schedule he proposed to 
get me up to Grade IV—a kind 
of intermediate plateau beyond 
which lay three further levels be¬ 
fore CLEAR—was definitely busi¬ 
nesslike: we would start at 9 
every weekday morning, take an 
hour out for lunch and go on 
until 5 p.m. 

"Now we can get cracking," Da¬ 
vid said when I showed him my 
bursar's receipt. "Cracking" was 
an apt word; in a matter of min¬ 
utes, we were probing a fragile 
item of my mental luggage that I 
thought I'd left behind. 

We began with what David 
called "Straight-Wire Release"— 
an exercise designed to strength¬ 
en my memory and "mend past 
breaks in the Affinity-Reality-Com¬ 
munication Triangle." This exercise 
and the one after it, I was sur¬ 
prised to learn, both rated below 
the Zero Grade. Then, if I could 
handle Zero—which David said 
would bring my reactive mind up

I gripped the cans and David 
monitored his £-meter while he 
posed the same three problems 
over and over.

"The letter came just as we were 
pulling out of a trailer camp in 
Kentucky. We'd been on vacation. 

! remember thinking that, if we'd 
only left a few minutes earlier, I 
wouldn't have gotten the letter 
and he wouldn't have cancer.

"A book called The American

"Okay. Recall something real." 

"My awareness, even before the 
diagnosis, that my father's end was 
near. I'd bought the book three 
years earlier, but hadn't read it.

But the answer 
lay closer to home and deeper 
within. I wound up describing, 
with appalling accuracy that still 
makes me squirm, the gradual film- 
iness that aging casts over a man. 

My father was 79 when he drew 
his last breath. But it struck me 
with hammer force that I had ac¬ 
tually been watching him die from 
at least the age of 65 onward. 

As soon as I said this, David in¬ 
formed me that I had now been 
released from "moments of loss 
and misemotion." 

I felt ..good then—very good— 
in my new self-knowledge. Later 
would come the weight of guilt.

After each 
session it was 
like awaking 
from a dream 
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the word-association games l used 
to like to play at parties. The 
two alternating queries were 
"What are you willing to tell me 
about? What are you vv/7/ing to 
tell me about it?" 1 caromed 
from sex to. words to drama to 
mov/es to expatriation to deadlines 
to friendship to danger and al¬ 
most a hundred other subjects be¬ 
fore I finally found myself ex¬ 
plaining and justifying a com¬ 
plicated future plan that wouldn't 
be of interest to anyone outside 
my immediate family—-except per¬ 
haps someone probing me for vul¬ 
nerability. The psychiatrist I con¬ 
sulted months afterward told me 
that "free association and ’ repe¬ 
tition are two quick ways to in¬ 
duce regression in a patient. He 
starts to lose normal ego control." 

After each Release I had to go 
through an elaborate bureaucratic 
minuet. The first step was always 
• Tech Services, where whoever was 
on duty would interview.me and, 
whenever I seemed unresponsive, 
peer at me with great concern 
and ask if I was all right. 

If a day's auditing ended in mid¬ 
grade, David wouldn't let me go 
out on the street without first fo¬ 
cusing my attention on each of 
five or six objects {the doorknob, 
for example) in the otherwise bar¬ 
ren auditing room. It felt like being 
awakened from a dream. 

Grade I was concerned with 
"problems." David would ask me, 
"What is the problemV and, when 
I'd named it, "What so/ut/ons 
have you?" We started out with 
money and wound up—not long 
after the E-meter had revealed 
some bypassed charge on the 
problem of comeuppance —by un¬ 
covering the notion of suicide 
which, I discovered, lurked in 
the back of my mind as an ul¬ 
timate solution to the insoluble. 
The more I talked about it, the 
more I knew 1 could never do 
it, Prestol Problems Release / 

I came away relieved, but 1 won¬ 
dered then what kind of hornet's 
nest a less sensitive auditor might 
stir up in the mind of a person 
with different hangups. I suspect¬ 
ed that, however well-intentioned 
they might be, Scientology's au¬ 
ditors were simply people who 
had studied Scientology, were de¬ 
voted to the subject and had them¬ 
selves attained one or more levels 
toward CLEAR. Beyond that, I 
doubted they had special quali¬ 




fications to be fooling around in 
a comparative stranger's psyche.. 

Grade H involved Overts 
{"harmful or contrasurvival acts") 
and Withholds ("undisclosed con¬ 
trasurvival acts") and was called 
the "Relief Release." David would 
repeat the same two questions, 
"What have you done?" and 
"What haven't you said?" I spilled 
out incident after incident until I 
was suddenly overwhelmed with 
the realization that what I'd done 
was to "make life—every aspect 
of it, even every trivial conver¬ 
sation—a constant battle, a kind 
of Indian handwrestle to get the 
better of someone. It's all hit-or- 
flop, success-or-failure, make-or- 
break with me. . . . David, I think 
I may have achieved a Release 
here!" 

"You have," said David. 

Grade III, or "Freedom Release," 
required me to recall a past break 
with someone, in the Affinity-Re¬ 
ality-Communication Triangle. In 
retrospect, it determined my fu¬ 
ture as a Scientologist. Straining 
to keep my traumas legitimate, 1 
suddenly jarred open a Pandora's 
box within me. 

Somehow, T was reliving an ar¬ 
gument from early in my marriage. 

I had been blathering about how 
well 1 was doing and how great I 
was, and my wife had made a 
face. I shot back then almost jok¬ 
ingly: "Don't you love me any 
more?" 

"I love you," she had replied, 
choosing her words carefully, "but 
I'm not sure that I like you at this 
very moment." Her words had for 
a brief time devastated me. 

David wanted to know when 
this had happened. 

I thought for a moment and 
said: "In 1958. We were living in 
Louisville and had just come back 
from a winter trip to New Or¬ 
leans, so I'd say early 1958. And it 
was Sunday morning—I remember 
that distinctly." 

"Good. Let's get a fix on the 
date. Was it january? February?" 

"March, I'd think." 

"It was March," said David, con¬ 
sulting the E-meter. "Now the 
date? First to 10th? Eleventh to 
20th? I've got a read on 11th to 
20th." 

"Wouldn't it be easier," I said, 
"to consult a 1958 calendar? There 
are only four or five Sundays in 
March."

"I think I know," I said. "When 
you said '15th' the Ides of March 
went through my head. And the 
17th is St. Patrick's Day, which any¬ 
body who grew up in New York 
remembers. But I don't'"know 
about the 18th." 

"Then it's probably the 18th," 
said David. 

We rechecked March 15 th to 
20th on the E-meter. This time 
the only "read" was on the 18th. 

"Before we go on," J said, 
"can't we get a calendar and check 
whether March 18, 1958^.was a 
' Sunday?" . . \ ' 

"No," said David. "This is the 
session. And don't let ,go of the 
.cans!" • 

With that, he rummaged in a 
drawer until he found a 23-part 
checklist which took me over my 
1958 domestic spat. I was too dis¬ 
turbed by the fresh memory of 
the incident and David's harshness 
even to answer Yes or No to most 
of the items. But David reported 
that the omniscient E-meter had 
shown the "greatest read" on 
"Was a past refusal ; of- reality 
’restimulated?" * 

"Of course it was," I said fierce¬ 
ly. "The Reality being rejected was 
me!" 

This was the Release, but by 
now my hands were clenched 
around the E-meter cans and Da¬ 
vid had to remind me to let go. 

"Are you all right" he asked, 
"or have we overrun your Freedom 
Release?" 


/Ability Release," my farewell 
to- auditing in London, seemed 
tame by comparison—even though 
it began with the memory'of step¬ 
ping on a dancing partner's toes 
and ended still more violently with 
me crawling beneath live machine- 
gun fire at Fort Dix. Ih both in¬ 
stances, I was made aware - that 
my clumsiness, or "wrong com¬ 
putations," had hurt or endan¬ 
gered others—particularly a ser¬ 
geant who had crawled out to 
hurry me along the infiltration 
course. 

In fact, even while the London 
Registrar was packeting my bulging 
folder for my transfer to Saint Hill 
—the only place in the world 
where one could take the final lev¬ 
els to CLEAR—I realized that, dur¬ 
ing the whole process, I had been 



made to feel achingly ashamed of 
myself—for my remote flirtation 
with suicide; for the battle I'd 
made out of life; for walking into 
a swing at the age of 4; and, 
above all, for standing by, feeling 
no pain and offering no help, dur¬ 
ing the first dozen years I watched 
my father age and die. 

Here, there 'was guilt within 
guilt: I worried that the next time 
I saw my mother, I might give her 
an inkling of this terrible truth I'd 
unearthed. A.tug of war was go¬ 
ing on in my mind. One pull 
seemed to say: "Listen! Everybody 
gets old. He spent eight months 
dying, not 14 years. There wasn't 
a thing you. could do that you 
didn't do. And you didn't grieve 
because it was a merciful end and 
you had eight months' warning." 
The other, slightly "Stronger, pull 
seemed to be.saying: "Only Scien¬ 
tology can save you—can relieve 
your guilt!" My journalistic in¬ 
volvement had led me this far— 
on an- inbound voyage of self- 
discovery that was starting to tear 
me apart. • 

Something else was happening 
to me while I killed time in Lon¬ 
don until my appointment at Saint 
Hill: I, who averaged three or four 
minor headaches a .year, was hav¬ 
ing threes or four .blinding head¬ 
aches a day. They recurred when¬ 
ever I tried to ponder the Sunday, 
March 18, 1958 quarrel with my 
wife. It was as if there were some¬ 
thing basic either in the incident it¬ 
self or in' the uncovering of it that 
my Reactive Mind didn't want my 
Analytical Mind toTind out. Strug¬ 
gling in:' vain to apply the stan¬ 
dard journalistic questions—Who? 
What? When? Wheret.Why ? How? 
—to the revelations of Sunday, 
March 18, 1958, l^simply could 
not get 'beyond, yvhen? Invariably, 
a headache would'intercept and 
abort my span of attention. 

You can amass aU- the evidence 
in the world to convince a man 
that a, drug* or a practice or a doc¬ 
trine or a cigarette-is bad for him, 
but when he's halfway hooked by 
it he has to find out for himself. 
This was my case as I rode the Brit- 
. ish Railways from London 30 miles 
to East Grinstead and took a cab 
to Saint Hill Manor. I craved re¬ 
lease from Scientoiogy and the 
blinding headaches my new self- 
knowledge had brought me. And 
yet 1 needed to know more about 
the significance of the events of 
Sunday, March 18, 1958. I sus¬ 
pected that both could be found 
only at Saint Hill. 

My cab turned -off the - main 
road onto a country lane that 
climbed, through rolling hillsides 
speckled with scooters and kiddie 
cars, sandboxes and swings, and a 
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Madison Avenue 
strikes again.

It was ali sunny, open and in¬ 
nocent—until an army of trees 
loomed up to flank and darken 
the road. As we neared the sprawl¬ 
ing, gloomy-looking manor house, 
the - road ended and my driver 
said: "This is as far as I can take 
you. Reception's in the first shed." 
The mansion was marked: "OFF 
LIMITS" . 

M y release from Scientology 
came that morning and that af¬ 
ternoon in a series of revelatory, 
incidents. 

The Registrar had my papers all 
ready for me to sign. But my con¬ 
tract for Grades V through VII 
called upon me to pay not the 
$390 New York and London had 
given— me to understand—but 
$3,1501 "Plus living expenses," 
added the Cashier, whom the Reg¬ 
istrar had summoned in the ex¬ 
pectation of having my signature 
witnessed. "The information you 
say you were given in London 
and New York is wrong. These 
are our rates, payable in advance. 
We can't have credit, can we?" 
And he handed me a rate card. 

It was outrageous. 1 told him 
that I'd have to go back to Lon¬ 
don and maybe to New York to 
swing it. "Meanwhile, so my trip 
out here won't be a total waste, 
may 1 wander about?" Armed with 
the horse-headed pin I had been 
given for reaching Grade IV and a 
map showing what was on and 
off limits, I explored Saint Hiil for 
the rest of that balmy day. The 
grounds were aswarm with but¬ 
terflies, grasshoppers and people. 
At small folding tables behind the 
manor house and around the wish¬ 
ing well, perhaps 60 people were 
auditing some 60 others, E-meters 
between them.

"Hi, Fran!" several picnickers 
greeted her. 

"1 just went CLEAR," she said 
softly. 

All the boys and girls within ear¬ 
shot fell over her, cheered her, 
pummeled her and kissed her. 
Others came running over to do 
the same. A circle formed. There 
was a flurry of eager questioning, 
which Fran answered calmly and 
self-confidently in a slight Bronx 
accent. Then the conversation died 
down. Fran's friends smiled at her.

The lights in the hall go dim, leaving the bronzed bust 
of the Founder (spotlighted) at center stage. From the loud¬ 
speakers comes L Ron Hubbards voice, deep and pro¬ 
fessorial. It is a tape called “Some Aspects of Help,-Part 
I," a basic lecture in Scientology that Hubbard recorded 
nearly 10 years ago. 

No one in the intensely respectful Los Angeles au¬ 
dience of 500—some of whom paid as much as SI6 to 
get in—thought it odd to be silting there listening to the 
disembodied voice. Among believers, Scientology and its 
Founder are beyond frivolous question: Scientology is 
the Truth, it is the path to “a civilization without insan¬ 
ity, without criminals and without war . . and “for 
the first time in all ages there is something that ... de¬ 
livers the answers to the eternal questions and delivers im¬ 
mortality as well." 

So much of a credo might be regarded as harmless— 
practically indistinguishable from any number of minor¬ 
ity schemes for the improvement of Man. But Scientol¬ 


ogy is scary—because of its size and growth, and be¬ 
cause of the potentially disastrous techniques it so ca¬ 
sually makes use of. To attain the Truth, a Scientologist 
surrenders himself to “auditing," a crude form of psy¬ 
choanalysis. In the best medical circumstances this is a del¬ 
icate procedure, but in Scientology it is undertaken by 
an “auditor" who is simply another Scientologist in train¬ 
ing, who uses an “E-meter,” which resembles a lie de¬ 
tector. A government report, made to the parliament of 
the state of Victoria in Australia three years ago, called 
Scientology "the world's largest organization of unqual¬ 
ified persons engaged in the practice of dangerous tech¬ 
niques which masquerade as mental therapy." As author 
Alan Levy found out by personal experience (pages 100B- 
114), the auditing experience can be shattering. 

How many souls have become hooked on Scientology 
Is impossible to say precisely. Worldwide membership 
—£ngland. South Africa, Canada, New Zealand, Austra¬ 
lia, france, Cermanv, Japan and the U.S.—is probably

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between two and three million. In 
the U.S. (offices in Washington, 
New York, Los Angeles and seven 
other cities), the figure may now 
be more than several hundred 
thousand. What is astonishing— 
and frightening—is the rate of 
growth in the U.S.: membership 
has probably tripled or quadrupled 
in the past three years. 

Recruits to Scientology are most 
often young, intelligent and ideal¬ 
istic. They become fanatics on the 
subject, impervious to argument, 
quick to cut themselves off from 
doubters. Many young people have 
been instructed by their Scientol¬ 
ogy organizations ("orgs," they are 
called) to "disconnect" from their 
families. "Disconnect" means ex¬ 
actly that: sever all relations. Such 
estrangements can be deep and 
lasting, leaving heartsick parents 
no longer able to speak rationally 
with their children. 

Scientology is expensive. To 
reach the first meaningful stage 
costs the beginner $650 in tuition. 
To become an Operating Thetan, 
Class VIII—the highest present 
classification—can raise the all-in 
cost (books, tuition, equipment, 
board and lodging at Scientology 
centers during advanced training) 
to as much as $15,000. The high 
costs have the effect of turning 
many young Scientologists into 
permanent parts of the apparatus. 
To finance their own advanced 
Studies they take low-paying jobs 
within the org—and in the end 
find themselves alienated from life 
outside of Scientology. 

Scientology is nominally a reli¬ 
gion, and the figure of Hubbard has 
taken on religious implications. The 
Nebraska-born author of the 1950 
best-seller Dianetics: the Modern 
Science of Mental Health is now 
adored and remote. The literature 
hints at persecution. In 1963 agents 
of the Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion raided Scientology's Washing¬ 
ton headquarters and seized a 
number of E-meters. Scientologists 
still speak of the raid on the 
"church." Scientology has been 
banned from the state of Victoria 
in Australia. In England, where 
Hubbard established the world 
headquarters of Scientology at 
Saint Hill, the government has 
looked with increasing disfavor on 
Scientology.' Asserting that Scien¬ 
tology is "socially harmful," the 
government recently barred from 
entry a number of would-be par¬ 
ticipants in a world Scientology 
congress. Hubbard himself depart¬ 
ed from England in the summer 
of 1966 and now lives on a 320- 
foot converted passenger ferry 
called the Royal Scot Man , cruising 
mostly between ports in the Med¬ 
iterranean. There, although he 
claims to have given up his official 
ties with Saint Hill, he continues to 
train and send out super-Scientol- 
ogisls to all parts of the world. <

LEAR is the name of a but¬ 
ton on an adding machine. When 
you push it, all hidden answers 
clear and the machine can be used 
for a proper computation. 

"So long as the button is not 
pressed, the machine adds all old 
answers to all new efforts to com¬ 
pute and wrong answers result." 

This message, blown up in a 
wall-mounted advertising display 
case at a busy mid-Manhattan sub¬ 
way exit, was a pitch for Scien¬ 
tology—a curious cult about which 
my store of information was very 
limited: People I knew seemed to 
know people who were taking it 
up. Scientology had overtones of 
psychiatry. It promised to make a 
belter person of you. And, in some 
way, it involved a device that 
worked like a He detector. That 
was all I knew. I read on—and, as 
I did, the language of the ad 
seemed to take an odd and threat¬ 
ening spin: 

"People who have old fixed an¬ 
swers reacting when they try to 


think get wrong answers to their 
current problems. Such old answers 
are not cleared. Rollo is still solv¬ 
ing the tantrums of his mother 
who has been dead for years. Mary- 
befle is still running away from 
the tramp who attacked her when 
she was 10 years old. So Rollo 
stays home as the solution to the 
women of the world. And Mary- 
belle runs madly about as a so¬ 
lution to all the uncouth men she 
sees. Their friends think they're a 
bit odd. Their doctors prescribe 
pills. And we dear the answers 
which won't let them live." 

I began to wonder how, and 
thus, without the faintest idea of 
what I was getting into, I em¬ 
barked upon an adventure in mind- 
bending that took me from a ball¬ 
room in Manhattan to a 100-year- 
old brownstone off Fitzroy Square 
in London to a 30-room Georgian 
manor house in Sussex that could 
have passed for 5MER5H headquar¬ 
ters. The last was, actually, the 
home of a Nebraska-born prophet 
named L. Ron Hubbard, who in 
the 1950s invented a best-selling, 
but soon discredited, "science" of 
mental health called Oianetics and 


who then resurfaced with the far 
more sinister "religion" he calls 
Scientology. 

I have Hubbard to thank for a 
true-life nightmare that gnawed at 
my family relationships and sad¬ 
dled me with a burden of guilt 
I've not yet been able to shed. 
Scientology does indeed use a ma¬ 
chine similar to a lie detector, and 
the most menacing moments on 
my odyssey toward CLEAR had 
come when—inextricably plugged 
into the e/ectroencepba/oneuro- 
mentimograph , or " Hubbard Mark 


V E-meter" for short—I explored 
some nooks and crannies of my 
own psyche that I wish to God 
had never been unearthed. 

I did not confront the electronic 
heart of Scientology—the E-meter 
—until I had invested three eve¬ 
nings listening to introductory lec¬ 
tures. The Church of Scientology 
of New York occupied the Grand 
Ballroom of the Martinique, a tack- 
ily renovated hotel near the new 
Madison Square Garden. Ablaze 
with light and encircled by mir¬ 
rors, this ballroom-church had an 
aura of crystal clarity. So did the 
giant studio portraits of Scientol¬ 
ogy's founder—a stern but fatherly 
type with steely eyes and an out- 
sized chronometer on his wrist— 
that lined the walls and were for 
sale at $5.50 apiece. The dance 
floor had been cut up into of¬ 
fices, cubicles, displays, bulletin 
boards, bookstore, a stand selling 
picture postcards of Saint Hill Man¬ 
or in Sussex, and reception desks— 
all staffed round-the-clock by a ■ 
couple of dozen "Pre-CLEARs" 
working shifts to pay their own 
fees for being "audited," as Scien¬ 
tology processing is called. 

Every one of these people—male 
and female, mostly young, and a 
few middle-aged—had a peculiar 
smile that was sublimely sincere, 
but seemed to exist independently 
of the face it was affixed to. They

didn't walk amidst the hotel's pot' 
ted palms, they floated. Across 
their eyes hung a beatific film that 
I wanted to snap my fingers at. 
Only now and then, when they 
spoke about Scientology, could I 
perceive a flashing silver glint be¬ 
hind the film—an evangelical com¬ 
mitment, perhaps. Otherwise, the 
personal data I offered—that I 
lived in Greenwich Village; that I 
had a‘wife and two kids; that I 
worked in "publicity" (a half-truth 
which would offend only a jour¬ 
nalism professor)—all evoked ethe¬ 
real acknowledgements of "Per¬ 
fect!" or "Beautiful!" 

This same enviable inner serenity 
bloomed unblushingly from one 
of my introductory lecturers, a soft- 
spoken and radiantly pretty young 
woman in her late 20s named Mish¬ 
ka O'Connor. Her style was per¬ 
sonal and conversational; • 

"I'm married to a stained-glass 
artist who just went CLEAR at Saint 
Hill. He's been home a month 
now and he's making four times 
as much money as he used to— 
and not working as hard." Mishka 
had gone to Saint Hill with her hus¬ 
band, "But I had to come home be¬ 
fore I could finish my processing. 
My husband's trying to build up 
his business so I can go back for 
CLEAR, Then he'll sell the business 
so we can both go into Scientology 
professionally. And I'm sure we 
will, because it's amazing how re¬ 
sourceful you become. . . My 
husband knows exactly who and 
what he is. He can be emotionally 
stable or volatile as he so choos¬ 
es!" Mishka took a deep breath 
and concluded fervently: "He's 
beautiful!" 

The lecturesT—which immersed 
me in Scientology's basic tenets 
and jargon, while spelling’ out 
the eight distinct levels one must 
pass on the route to CLEAR— 
were free. The sample "audit" 
with an E-meter cost me $5. It 
lasted two hours and gave me 
much more than I had bargained 
for. 

The E-meter was an unimpos- 
ingly compact box resting on a 


plain table in the middle of a 
bare, windowless cubicle behind 
the ballroom. The machine, ap¬ 
parently battery-powered, was 
equipped with a gauge and a mov¬ 
ing needle, several control knobs 
and wires leading to two un¬ 
adorned tins. 

"Why, they look like beer cans!" 

I exclaimed to my "auditor," a sal¬ 
low middle-aged man with features 
as austere as his auditing cell. 

"As a matter of fact," he said, 
suddenly twinkling, "they were V- 
8 juice cans."

My auditor winced. "The needle 
almost went off the machine," he 
announced. Then he produced a 
battered 1 copy of the 36-page 



"Do you know what 'suppressive' 
means?" ■ ' - 

As I had guessed, a suppressive 
person was someone out to de¬ 
stroy or damage Scientology. Be¬ 
cause I knew that Scientology 
had a reputation for secretiveness, 

I had not mentioned that I planned 
to write an article about my ex¬ 
periences. While my auditor 
reread the definition to me, the 
names of my agent and the edi¬ 
tor- with whom I had discussed 
the possibility of the story ir¬ 
resistibly paraded up and down 
in my head. Eventually my au¬ 
ditor said: "Suppose you pick up 
the cans and tell me who you've 
been thinking of." 

Repressing the two names in a 
truth-detector interrogation was 
an awesome struggle. Simulta¬ 
neously I had an equally strongjm- 
oulse to shout my own name— 
denouncing myself as a suppres¬ 
sive infiltrator. With schizoid de¬ 
tachment, I wondered which of 
the three names would cross my 
lips first. 

To my absolute astonishment, 
the name I spoke was my wife's. 
Well, yes, we had bickered over 
the time I was spending on Scien¬ 
tology. Improvising desperately, I 
explained that my wife wasn't real¬ 
ly suppressive so much as con¬ 
cerned. When I was all talked out, 
my auditor - put the "suppressive 
person" question to me again. This 
time the E-meter said I was 
"clean." 

Nevertheless, he stood up. 


"You'll have to excuse me," he ‘ 
said. "Whenever we've had any 
kind of 'read' on. questions like 
this, we have to call in the Ex- 
aminer-in-Charge."

Reality. I knew exactly where the 
break had come but the Ethics Of¬ 
ficer, happily, didn't. With one 
last "suppressive person" check 
on the E-meter, he returned me 
to-auditing. ‘ ►: 

The rest of the session was an- 
ticlimactic. Even probing questions 
didn't bother me. While waiting 
for the Ethics Officer, 1 had worked 
out a way to beat the E-meter 
when I needed to. 

The needle seemed to record 
emotional stress and, since I am

of M-G-M escapism—giving away 
only as much as I wanted to give. 

"That's it," said my auditor. 
"How do you feel?" 

"Impressed/' I said, quite hon- 
estly. 

"Good. Now don't be alarmed, 
but I'm going to Call in the Ex¬ 
aminer one last time. She has to 
make sure you're ready to go back 
to the outside world." 

, The frightening girl in black 
asked just one question: "What 
gains do you feel you've made 
from this session?" / 

"I know a bit more about my¬ 
self," I said, which was true but a 
considerable understatement. 

The question put to me by the 
Registrar when the Examiner had 
■ gone was blunt enough: Did I 
plan to go on- and make a real- 
start toward CLEAR? By this time I 
had the distinct impression that 
pressing deeper into Scientology 
would be less than a joy-ride. Nev¬ 
ertheless, I said that I thought I 
would, and the Registrar reminded 
me that auditing "through Grade 
IV" was available right at New 
York headquarters. It would cost 
$650. 

I told him that my plans were 
to be in London for the summer. 
"Perfect!" he said without missing 
a beat. "We can refer you to the 
. London Org and take a commis¬ 
sion. Their fees won't be much dif- 
ferent from ours and you'll only 
be an hour away from Saint Hill, 
which is like the center of the uni¬ 
verse. You can go right on out - 
there after your Grade IV release." 

In the weeks before leaving 
for England, I learned a few things 
about Lafayette Ronald Hubbard 
and where Scientology had come 
from. Elron (as his flock speaks of 
him) was born in 1911 in Tilden, 
Nebraska, the son of a U.S. Navy 
commander, and, at 14, while on 
a tour of the Far East with his fa¬ 
ther, "studied . . . with lama 
priests." This turned out to be a 
distinct high point in Elron's ed¬ 
ucation. He never graduated from 
college—although he has on oc¬ 
casion claimed a degree. During 
the '30s, he traveled in Central 
America and made a career for 
himself as a prolific ("15 millton’ 
published words") and popular 
writer of science fiction (Final 
Blackout), westerns (Buckskin Bri¬ 
gades 1 and screenplays for a 15- 


episode serial. In World War II, 
he served as a U.S. Navy officer. 
Elron claims today that he and his 
experiences formed the basis for 
the postwar novel, play and mov¬ 
ie Mister Roberts. 

Meanwhile, from his boyhood 
onward, Hubbard had been for¬ 
mulating a set of at least 200 "self- 
evident truths. ... I saw miracles 
in India and China done by holy 
men, but Jong association with 
them convinced me that they /i rli d 
not know entirely how they ! 
it. I set out to find out from nu¬ 
clear philosophy." 

This distillation of applied wis¬ 
dom first emerged in 1950 as a 
435-page book called Diane tics: 
The Modern Science of Menial 
Health . Introduced first in As¬ 
tounding Science Fiction maga¬ 
zine, Dianetics was hailed by Hub- 
hard himself as "a milestone for 
Man comparable to his discovery 
of fire and superior to his in¬ 
vention of the wheel- and the 
arch." Sloppily but colorfully writ¬ 
ten, and propelled mainly by word 
of mouth, Dianetics sold 100,000 
copies in the first three months- 
and more than 1.5 million to c j / 
It went right to the top of the best¬ 
seller charts. With 500,000 believ¬ 
ers at its zenith, Dianetics became 
—for a time—a household word. 
It was, in effect, a jiffy mind¬ 
straightening scheme for the do-it- 
yourselfer to practice in his own 
parlor. 

"The basic discovery of Dia¬ 
netics,"- one of my introductory 
lecturers explained, "was the £n- 
gram, a word Hubbard borrowed 
from biology, where an Engram 
is the permanent impression left 
on protoplasm as the result of a 
stimulus. 8ut to the Scientologist 
an Engram is a picture image 
that is imprinted on a cell—like 
a microgroove on a record—by 
an experience involving partial 
unconsciousness and some pain. 
It's an area Freud explored but 
dropped when he went on to 
other things. Fortunately for us, 
Elron Hubbard picked it up and 
went on with it." 

Engrams beset man right from 
the beginning. "Birth is a pretty 
aberrative affair," Elron wrote.in 
Dianetics. By taking one client 
back to birth through drug hyp¬ 
nosis, he was able to diagnose 
that "his asthma had been caused 
by the doctor's enthusiasm in 
yanking him off the table just 
when he was fighting for his first 
breath." Engrams can be incurred 
prenatally; "Mama sneezes, baby 
gets knocked unconscious. . . . 
Papa becomes passionate and baby 
has the sensation of being put in 
a running washing machine. Mama 
gets hysterical, baby gets an

Engram. Papa hits Mama, baby gets 
an Engram. . . And, finally, 
Hubbard's "Non-Germ Theory of 
Disease" holds that many of man's 
ills are Engramic, including arthri- 
F dermatitis, allergies, asthma, 
sbme coronary difficulties, eye 
trouble, bursitis, ulcers, sinusitis, 
migraine headaches, and even tu¬ 
berculosis and cancer, as well as 
the common cold. The human be¬ 
ing, the lecturer had explained, ac¬ 
tually has two minds: the Analyt¬ 
ical, which is like a perfect com¬ 
puter, and the Reactive, which 
takes care of situations like dodg¬ 
ing an approaching taxi. As a re¬ 
sult of all stimuli it receives, the 
Reactive mind is one mass of En- 
grams, feeding the otherwise per¬ 
fect Analytical mind incorrect data. 
The idea is to erase—to CLEAR— 
these Engrams. In Dianetics, the 
f *ss took too long. So, in 
Die lecturer's words, "Elron Hub¬ 
bard asked himself: Why don't 
we use a lie detector to find 
out what really happens behind 
all these hangups and inhibitions? 
He experimented with the idea, 
refined it—and so today we have 
the E-meter" 

The evolution from Dianetics to 
Scientology coincided with some 
messy upheavals in Hubbard's per¬ 
sonal life. Prominent psychiatrists, 
including the late Dr. William 
Menninger, denounced Dianetic 
Auditing as potentially dangerous. 
The Manhattan endocrinologist 
who wrote the laudatory foreword 
to Dianetics broke with Hubbard, 
charging that Hubbard was head¬ 
ing toward "absolutism and au¬ 
thoritarianism" while some of his 
patients .were going mad. And 
Hubbard—after a messy court case 
that involved the abduction of his 
own child—shed his second wife 
(who during divorce procedures 
termed him "hopelessly insane") 
in 1951 and later married Mary 
Sue Whipp of the Wichita Dia¬ 
netics Foundation. He took Mary 
Sue first to Phoenix and then to 
England, where she bore him the 
first of four children. They settled 
in baronial splendor at Saint Hill, 
the 57-acre estate Elron acquired 
from the Maharajah of Jaipur. 

Hubbard left behind him, in the 
U.S., Scientology centers in 10 cit¬ 
ies. By designating his theory as a 
religion—a move he himself has 
termed "an historic breakthrough 
into the realm of the Human Spir¬ 
it"—Hubbard freed Scientology 


from a number of legal strictures. 
Regulations covering what may be 
said or done in the name of re¬ 
ligion are considerably looser 
than those covering science or 
medicine. 

"It took Elron Hubbard 15 years 
to find the first person who could 
go CLEAR," the lecturer had said. 
"In February 1966 at Saint Hill, 
the first CLEAR was born: a 5outh 
African medical student named 
John McMaster. Then all the tech¬ 
nology fell into place, and the pro¬ 
cessing has now been worked out. 
They're turning out 15 or 20 
CLEARs a week at Saint Hill. 

"Now we can help a person 
free himself from his Engrams and 
the other things that are keeping 
him from being an optimum hu¬ 
man being. It takes maybe 60 
hours of auditing plus a course in 
Diarietic training. The road to 
CLEAR is very fast now." 

In the jet 40,000 feet over the 
North Atlantic, I wrote in my note¬ 
book: "Hubbard and disciples 
clearly believe in what he says."- 
Then I added: "P.S.—so do all 
dedicated salesmen." 

The Hubbard Scientology Or¬ 
ganization (Org) in London oc¬ 
cupied a venerable four-story 
building on. Fitzroy Street, just 
around the corner from Britain's 
tallest skyscraper, the new 40-sto¬ 
ry Post Office Tower. After check¬ 
ing in and paying my fees (in 
advance, naturally), 1 met my au¬ 
ditor. David Dunlop was a- tac¬ 
iturn Scotsman in his late 20s who, 
the Registrar had confided to me, 
"works very well with Americans." 
He wore the same neat gray suit 
every day throughout my process¬ 
ing. The schedule he proposed to 
get me up to Grade IV—a kind 
of intermediate plateau beyond 
which lay three further levels be¬ 
fore CLEAR—was definitely busi¬ 
nesslike: we would start at 9 
every weekday morning, take an 
hour out for lunch and go on 
until 5 p^m. 

"Now we can get cracking," Da¬ 
vid said when I showed him 'my 
bursar's receipt. "Cracking" was 
an apt word; in a matter of min¬ 
utes, we were probing a fragile 
item of my mental luggage that I 
thought I'd left behind. 

We began with what David 
called "Straight-Wire Release"— 
an exercise designed to strength¬ 
en my memory and "mend past 
breaks in the Affinity-Reality-Com¬ 
munication Triangle."

"Oh, no. When the needle is 
still, it just means you're clean on 
a particular question that I'm ask¬ 
ing. But when the needle is fk r _',j 
ing freely and easily, instead 
jumping, it means • that you've 
achieved release on the whole 
subject." 

O n my next sub-Zero level, "Sec¬ 
ondary Release," the repetitive 
questions were Recall a loss and 
Recall a misemotion. Almost in¬ 
stantly, I was enmeshed once again 
In the loss of my father and the 
alarming lack of grief I seemed to 
feel. I found myself brooding into 
the E-meter about why my own fa¬ 
ther's death didn't seem to affect 
me as much as those of President. 
Kennedy and Marilyn Monroe. I 
started out with some glib pop so¬ 
ciology about our mobile age with 
its rapid dissolution of family 
bonds and how people we see on 
the screen are more real to us 
than our own kin. But the answer 
lay cl<?ser to home and deeper 
within. I- wound up’, describing, 
with appalling-accuracy that still 
makes me squirm, the gradual film¬ 
iness that aging casts over a man. 

My father was 79 when he drew 
his last breath. But it struck me 
with hammer force that I had ac¬ 
tually been watching him die from 
at least the age of 65 onward. 

As soon as I said this, David in¬ 
formed me that I had now been 
released from "moments of loss 
and misemotion/' 

I felt good then—very good— 
in my new self-knowledge. Later 
would come the weight of guilt.

After each 
session it was 
like awaking 
from a dream 
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the word-association games I used 
to like to play at parties. The 
two alternating queries were 
"What are you willing to £e// me 
about? What are you willing to 
tell me about it?" 1 caromed 
from sex to words to drama to 
movies to expatriation to deadlines 
to friendship to danger and al¬ 
most a hundred other subjects be¬ 
fore I finally found myself ex¬ 
plaining and justifying a com¬ 
plicated future plan that wouldn't 
be of interest to anyone outside 
my immediate family—except per¬ 
haps someone probing me for vul¬ 
nerability. The psychiatrist 1 con¬ 
sulted months afterward told me 
that "free association and repe¬ 
tition are two quick ways to in¬ 
duce regression in a patient. He 
starts to lose normal ego control.". 

After each Release l had to go 
through an elaborate bureaucratic 
minuet. The first step was always 
Tech Services, where whoever was 
on duty would interview me and, 
whenever I seemed unresponsive, 
"r peer at me with great concern 
and ask if I was all right. 

If a day's auditing ended in mid¬ 
grade, David wouldn't let me go 
out on the street without first fo¬ 
cusing my attention on each of 
five or six objects (the doorknob, 
for example) in the otherwise bar¬ 
ren auditing room. It felt like being 
awakened from a dream. 

Grade I was concerned with 
"problems." David would ask me, 
"What is the problem V and, when 
! I'd named it, "What solutions 
have you?" We started out with 
money and wound up—not long 
after the E-meter had revealed 
some bypassed charge on the 
problem of comeuppance —by un¬ 
covering the notion of suicide 
• which, I discovered, lurked in 
the back of my mind as an ul¬ 
timate solution to the insoluble. 
The more I talked about it, the 
more I knew I could never do 
it. Presto! Problems Release! 

I came away relieved, but I won¬ 
dered then what kind of hornet's 
nest a less sensitive auditor might 
stir up in the mind of a person 
with different hangups. I suspect¬ 
ed that, however well-intentioned 
they might be, Scientology's au¬ 
ditors were simply people who 
had studied Scientology, were de¬ 
voted to the subject and had them¬ 
selves attained one or more levels 
toward CLEAR. Beyond that, I 
doubted they had special quali¬ 


fications to be fooling around in 
a comparative stranger's psyche. 

. Grade M involved Overts 
("harmful or contrasurvival acts") 
and Withholds ("undisclosed con¬ 
trasurvival acts") and was called 
the "Relief Release." David would 
repeat the same two questions, 
"What have you c/one?" and 
"What haven't you saidV* \ spilled 
out incident after incident until 1 
was suddenly overwhelmed with 
the realization that, what I'd 
was to "make life—every aspwLt 
of it, even every trivial conver¬ 
sation—a constant battle, a kind 
of Indian handwrestle to get the 
better of someone. It's all hit-or- 
flop, success-or-failure, make-or- 
break with me. . . . David, I think 
I may have achieved a Release 
here!" 

"You have," said David. 

Grade III, or "Freedom Release," 
required me to’recall a past break 
with someone in the Affinity-Re¬ 
ality-Communication Triangle. In 
retrospect, it determined my fu¬ 
ture-as a Scientologist, Straining 
to keep my traumas legitimate, I 
suddenly jarred open a Pan dr \ 
box within me. 

Somehow, I was reliving an ar¬ 
gument from early in my marriage. 

I had been blathering about how 
well I was doing and how great I 
was, and my wife had made a 
face. I shot back then almost jok¬ 
ingly: "Don't you love me any 
more?" 

"I love you," she had replied, 
choosing her words carefully, "but 
I'm not sure that*1 like you at this 
very moment." Her words had for 
. a brief time devastated me. 

David wanted to know when 
this had happened. 

1 thought for a moment and 
said: "In 1958. We were living in 
Louisville and had just come back 
from a winter trip to New Or¬ 
leans, so I'd say early 1958. And it 
was Sunday morning—I remember 
that distinctly." 

"Good. Let's get a fix on the 
date. Was It January? February?" 

"March, I'd think." 

"It was March," said David, con¬ 
sulting the E-meter. "Now the 
date?

• reads on the 15th, the 17th and 
the 18th." 

"1 think I know," I said. "When . 
you said '15th' the Ides of March 
went through my head. And the 
17th is St. Patrick's Day, which any-, 

\ body who grew up in New York- 
remembers. But I don't know ^ 
about,the 18th." 

"Then it's probably the 18th," 
said David. 

We rechecked March 15th to 
20th on the E-meter. This time - 
. ‘. the only "read" was on the 18th. 

"Before we go on/' I said, 
"can't we get a calendar and check 
whether March 18, 1958 was a 
Sunday?" 

"No" said.David. "This is the 
; session. And don't let go of the 
cans I" ' - 

With that, he rummaged in a 
drawer until he found a 23-part 
checklist which took me over my 
-.1958 domestic spat. I was too dis- 
. turbed by the fresh memory of- 
the incident and David's harshness 
even .to answer Yes or No to most 
of the items. But David reported 
■ that the omniscient E-meter had 
shown x the "greatest read" on 

."Was a past refusal of reality- 

restimulated?" 

."Of course it was," 1 said fierce- 
. ly. "The Reality being rejected’was 
_ me!" 

This was the Release, but by 
now my hands were clenched 
around the E-meter cans and Da¬ 
vid had to remind me to let go. 

"Are you all .right," he asked, 

* "or have we overrun your Freedom - 
Release?" 

i^bility .Release," my farewell 
’ to auditing in London, seemed 
tame by comparison—even though 
it began with the memory of step- 
ping: on a dancing partner's toes 
: and ended still more violently with 
me crawling beneath live machine- 
gun fire at-Fort Dix. In both in¬ 
stances, I was made aware that 
my clumsiness, or "wrong com¬ 
putations," had hurt or endan- 
, gered others—particularly a ser¬ 
geant who had crawled out to 
hurry me along the infiltration 
course. 

In fact, even while the London 
Registrar was packeting my bulging 
folder for. my transfer to Saint Hill 
—the only place in the world 
where one could take the final lev¬ 
els to CLEAR—1 realized that, dur¬ 
ing the whole process, I had been 


made to feel achingly ashamed of 
myself—for my remote flirtation 
with suicide; for the battle I'd 
made out of life; for walking into 
a swing at the age of 4; and, 
above-all, for standing by, feeling 
no pain and offering no help, dur¬ 
ing the first dozen years I watched 
my father age and die. 

Here, there was guilt within 
guilt: I worried that the next time - 
I saw my mother, I might give her 
an inkling of this terrible truth I'd 
unearthed. A tug of war was 
ing on in my mind. One ^ • 

seemed to say: "Listen! Everybody 
gets old. He spent eight months 
dying, not 14 years. There wasn't 
a thing you could do that you 
didn't do. And you didn't grieve 
^ because it was a merciful end and 
you had eight months' warning." 
The other, slightly stronger, pull 
seemed to be saying: "Only Scien¬ 
tology can save you—can relieve 
your guilt!" My ' journalistic in¬ 
volvement had led me this far— 
on an inbound voyage of self- 
discovery that was starting to tear 
me apart. 

Something else was happening 
to me while I killed time in La~- 
don until, my appointment at 
Hill: I, who averaged three or four 
minor headaches a year, was hav¬ 
ing three or four blinding head¬ 
aches a day. They recurred when-' 
ever I tried to ponder the Sunday, 
March 18, 1958 quarrel with my 
• - wife. It was as if there were some¬ 
thing basic either in the incident it¬ 
self or in the uncovering of it that- 
my Reactive Mind didn't want my 
, Analytical Mind to find out. Strug¬ 
gling in vain to apply the stan¬ 
dard journalistic questions— Who ? 
What? When? Where? Why? How? 
—to the revelations of Sunday,- 
March. 18, 1958, I simply could 
not get beyond when? Invariably, 
a headache would intercept and 
abort my span of attention.

. in the world to convince a man

', This was my case as I rode the Brit- '

lease from Scientology and the 
blinding headaches my new self- 
knowledge had brought me. And 
yet l needed to know more about 
the significance of the events of 
Sunday, March 18, 1958. I sus¬ 
pected that both could be found 
only at Saint Hill.

[y release from Scientology 
came that morning and that af¬ 
ternoon in a series of revelatory 
incidents. 

. The Registrar had my papers all 
ready for me to sign. But my con¬ 
tract for Grades V through VI1 
called upon me to pay not the 
$390 New York and London had 
given me to understand—but 
$3,150! "Plus living expenses," * 
added the Cashier, whom the Reg¬ 
istrar had summoned in. the ex¬ 
pectation of having my signature 
witnessed. "The information you 
say you were given. in London 
and New York is wrong. These 
are our rates, payable in advance. 
We can't have credit, can we?" 
And he handed me a rate card. 

It was outrageous. I told him 
that I'd have to go back to Lon¬ 
don and maybe to New York to 
swing it. "Meanwhile, so my trip 
out here won't be a total waste, 
may I wander about?" Armed with 
the horse-headed pin I had been 
given for reaching Grade IV and a 
map showing what was on and 
off limits, l explored Saint Hill for 
the rest of that balmy day. The 
grounds were a swarm with but¬ 
terflies, grasshoppers and people. 

At small folding tables behind the 
manor house and around the wish-* 
ing well, perhaps 60 people^were^ 
auditing some 60, others; iE-meters^ 
^ between them; 1 Scores? more fcoiiId - 
,"be.vseen '.auditing inside various 
bungalows. 

Toward noon, I bought a sand- 
; wich and a soda from vending ma¬ 
chines and picnicked on the grass 
with what seemed like hundreds 
of my fellow Scientologists. A fat 
lady wbo'd packed her own hero 
sandwich wore a badge reading: 

"I AM IN POWER PROCESSES 
[Grade V). PLEASE DO NOT-ASK 
ME QUESTIONS, AUDIT ME, OR 
DI5CUSS MY CASE WITH ME." 
And, shortly after 12, a bright¬ 
eyed young girl came out of an 
auditing shack and plunked 


herself down amidst benign smiles. 

"Hi, Franl" several pfcnickers 
greeted her. 

"I just went CLEAR," she said 
softly. 

All the boys and girls within ear¬ 
shot fell over her, cheered her, 
pummeted her and kissed her. 
Others came running over to do 
the same. A circle formed. There 
was a flurry of eager questioning, 
which Fran answered calmly and . 
self-confidently in a slight Bronx 
accent. Then the conversation died 
down. Fran's friends smiled at her. 
She smiled back. Somebody new 
would pass by. Fran would mur¬ 
mur, "I went CLEAR!" The pass- 
ersby would maul her, congrat¬ 
ulate her, and either move on or 
join the circle.

time John McMaster went CLEAR.

Her words triggered another of 
my blinding headaches and, in the 
moment I wondered why, the bat¬ 
tle between my Reactive Mind and 
my Analytical Mind was at last 
joined. 

. "lookl" I said, almost lunging- 
at the poor clerk. "Do you have 
any kind of almanac or perpetual 
calendar here?"

It 
was simply that in 1958, March 
18 had fallen on a Tuesday, not 
a Sunday. 

1 1 seems pathetic to me still, 
and terribly precarious, that my 
failure to perform so simple a jour¬ 
nalistic chore—under other cir¬ 
cumstances I would have auto- 
-- - matically looked up' the date— 
could have kept me half tied to 
Scientology, the deep-probing au¬ 
diting sessions and the damned E- 
meter. It is still difficult for me to 

-admit to myself-how deeply those- 

months affected me. A psychiatrist 
‘.JO* consulted-, later-rin an. effort to 
find out what had. happened to 
me said: "You haven't been brain¬ 
washed or you wouldn't be here 
talking to me. But they did a re¬ 
markable job of indoctrinating you 
and I hope you'll get your equi¬ 
librium back." 

I am sure that among the mil¬ 
lions of words Elron has written, 
there are some to convince me 
that the Engram I unlocked in that 
one auditing session did happen 
on a Tuesday—in another life—or 
that March 18 did fall on a Sun¬ 
day when I was in the womb. 
But, thankfully,, it no longer 
matters. 
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CONDEMNATIONS OF POLITICAL 
AND RACIAL AGITATION

Today, as a .culture,..we poise on the brlnk_of_destruction. It 
does not matter whether that destruction will come with a dramatic 
bang or by political upheaval. 'We cannot, any of us. pretend that all 
is well or that all will be well.

Police are continually baffled by the irrationality of such political 
and racial agitators. Since police officers are. ordinarily, rational 
men and tend, themselves, towards survival, they sometimes can¬ 
not readily comprehend that the agitator habitually takes the route 
of non-survival for himself and his group. 

Society is more or less organized on the basis that there are 
good people and bad people. There are two dominant behaviour pat¬ 
terns. There are people who are trying to build things up and others 
who are trying to tear things down, who are agitating for destruction. 
It is a problem of disastrous motives and constructive motives. The 
basic travail of Man is that he is divided into those who build and 
those who demolish, and in this conflict of intentions, whichever 
side he is on, his fight is always lost. Or was lost until the Scien¬ 
tologist came along. 

A Scientologist is capable of bringing a considerable calmness 
into an area which is upset. That is the true story of Scientology. 
Behind its progress there is a calmer environment in which a man 
can live and feel better. There is no doubt that Scientology does 
work. It calms the environment.

To ask the Minister of Health, in view of the 
representations he has received concerning the potentially 
harmful activities of scientologists'in this country, 
what action he proposes to take; and if he will make a 
statement. 

MR. ROBINSON 

During the past two years. Her Majesty's 
Government have become Increasingly concerned at the spread 
of sciantology in the United Kingdom. Scientology is a 
pseudo-philosophical cult introduced into this country some 
years ago from the United States and has its world 
. headquarters in East Grlnstead. . . It has been described by its 
founder, Mr. L. Ron Hubbard, as' '.'the world's largest mental 
health organisation". 

On 6 th March 1967, Scientology was debated in the 
House on a Motion for’the'Adjournment, when I:made it clear 
that my Rt. Hon. Friend the Home Secretary and I considered 
the practice of Scientology to be potentially harmful to 
■its.adherents. Since the Anderson Report on Scientology 
(published in 1965 in the State of Victoria, ■ Australia;, 
coupled with the evidence already available in this country, 
sufficiently established the general undesirability and 
potential dangers of the cult, we' took the view’that' there 
was little point in holding another inquiry.: -.- ; 

Although this warning received a good deal of 
public notice at the time, .the practice of Scientology has 
continued, and indeed expanded,. and Government Departments, 
Members of Parliament and' local authorities have received 
numerous complaints about it. ; 

The Government are satisfied,’ having reviewed all. 
the available evidence, that Scientology is socially harmful. 
It alienates members of families from each other and 
attributes squalid and disgraceful motives to all who oppose 
it; its authoritarian principles and practice are a potential 
menace to the personality and well-being of those so deluded 
as to become its followers; above all, its methods can be a 
serious danger to the health of those who s ubmit to them. 
There is evidence that children are' now being indoctrinated. 

There is no power under existing lav/ to prohibit 
the practice of scientology; but the Government have 
concluded that it is so objectionable that it would be right 
to take all steps within their pov/er to curb its growth. 

It appears that Scientology has drawn its 
adherents largely from overseas, though the organisation is 
now making intensive efforts to recruit residents of this 
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country* Foreign nationals come.here to study Scientology 
and to. work -at the so-called College in hast Grinstead. 

The Government can prevent this under existing law (the 
Aliens Order), and have decided to do so. The following 
steps are being taken with immediate effect: 

(a) The. Hubbard College of Scientology, and all other 
Scientology establishments, will no longer be 
accepted as educational establishments for the 
purposes of Home Office policy on the admission 
and subsequent- control of foreign nationals; 

(b) Foreign nationals arriving at United Kingdom ports 
who intend to proceed to Scientology establishments 
will no longer be eligible for admission as students; 

(c) Foreign nationals who are'"already in the United 
..Kingdom, for example as visitors, will not.be 

granted student status for the purpose of attending — 
a Scientology establishment; • :■ 

(d) Foreign nationals, already in the United Kingdom for 
study .at a Scientology establishment will .not he 
granted extensions of stay to continue these studies; 

(e) Work permits and employment vouchers will not be 
Issued to foreign nationals (or Commonwealth ■ 
citizens) for work-'at a Scientology establishment; 

(f) Work permits already issued to foreign nationals 
for work at a Scientology establishment will not he 
extended.

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Alexander Pope said: "The proper study of 
Mankind is Man." 

This may or may not be right since the solution 
of Man did not come about by too intimate a look 
at Man, but a look at Man's relationship to life in 
general. 

Man walks, eats, and seems to get into fights. 
He also seems to get sick, and-he also seems to 
read things like: "How to Win Friends and Influence 
People", and makes a pathetic effort to do so. 

Take a look at the people with whom you arc 
connected and write down their eccentricities, their 
conversation and so on, and just by looking around 
at your own private personal experience about Man, 
you would have a considerable fund of information.

A fellow by the name of Sigmund Freud did this, 
only he wasn't talking about eating.

He wrote 
a book about that and demonstrated that there was 
a common denominator. 

Now whether or not this Lock did anything 
therapeutically we are not prepared to say since 


the mere fact of talking to somebody about his ill¬ 
nesses will quite often produce a marked and bene¬ 
ficial result. 

Beyond this point, Freud pointed up to the 
Western world that such a thing as psycho-therapy 
could exist independent of one: Surgery, and two: 
Demon Exorcism, and he gave a hope to Man that 
we had some possibility of arriving at a conclusive 
answer whereby Man could understand his own 
problems and could regain some of the vitality 
which he thinks he has lost somewhere. 

Now we take another such survey conducted by 
one of his people, let us say Jung or Adler, and 
we find out that these people departed a little bit 
from reality in that they didn't intimately observe 
Man.

SUBJECT: E-Meter Litigation 


This is in reply to your request of 11-1-60 for further information in regard 
to the litigation on detentions of the Hubbard E-Meter. 

Following the jury trial in the case of 4-093 V, several E-Meters were 
detained when offered for importation. In Dallas, as a result of our deten¬ 
tion actions, the Founding Church of Scientology of Texas, et al, filed an 
Application for Preliminary Injunction to enjoin Wilbur Cohen, et al, from 
further detentions of the E-Meter, and to prevent FDA from returning to 
England those devices already under detention. A similar suit has been 
instituted by the Church of Scientology of California in Los Angeles. 

In support of the Application for Preliminary Injunction, the Founding Church 
contends that the E-Meter is not a misbranded device, but instead, is a 
confessional aid for use in "the church" and is labeled, "not intended or 
effective for the diagnosis, treatment or prevention of any disease." Since 
the "Religious" argument was one raised during the jury trial, we have filed 
a Motion to Dismiss and for Summary Judgment. This is still pending. 

As you will note from the revised letter to the Ministry of Health, we have 
decided to drop the last paragraph as suggested in item no. 1.

This is in reply to your recent letter requesting information 

about the actions of the FDA with regard to the Church of Scientology. 


Approximately 100 '‘Hubbard E-Meters," together with various pieces 
of literature relating to the E-Meter device, were seized in January 
1963 in possession of the Distribution Center, Inc., the Academy of 
scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center, Inc., all located in 
Washington, D. C. The allegations against the E-Meter were that 
it was misbranded within the meaning of the Federal Food, Drug and 
Cosmetic Act in that the literature contained false and misleading 
statements, representations, and suggestions concerning the thera¬ 
peutic value of these devices, and, in addition, the literature 
failed to bear adequate directions for use of the device for the 
jtar^oseacrecbmnended. 


This seizure action was directed solely against the devices based 
on statements in their labeling. The action was contested and the 
claimants raised, among others, the defense that because the claiments 
are a church and its members, the E-Meter is not subject to the , 

Federal Food, Drug,, and Cosmetic Act. After a 13-day trial, a -"H 
jury found the E-Mater to be misbranded as alleged. The Court 
subsequently entered a Decree of Condemnation ordering destruc¬ 
tion of the seized E-Metars and literature. The terms of the 
Decree have been stayed, pending an appeal to the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia Circuit. 
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We have not initiated any actions or criminal charges which bring 
into question the religious beliefs of the Church of Scientology 
as such. Our interest in regard to Scientology is only to the 
extent that Scientology Involves distribution of articles that we 
consider subject to the Act, such as the Hubbard £-Meter with 
labeling. 

We have enclosed a press release which describes our action. An 
article on Scientology appeared in the March 21, 1964 edition of 
the Saturday Evening Post , and you may wish to look up this article 

We hope that this information is helpful to you.

Copies of the documents obtained are submitted with this 
memorandum.

Mr. Houle explained that sections 26451 and 26452 of the 
California Revenue and Taxation Code prohibited him from giving me copies 
of the Church of Scientology** application for tax exemption as ’.rail as 
other pertinent data. 

Mr. Reule suggested that we contact the Internal Revenue Office in 
Los Angeles Califl as they would have more information and it would be 
more readily available. He also stated that it was his understanding 
that the IRS was investigating this organisation and that in the near 
future he expected the tax exempt status to be withdraw* from the Church 
of Scientology. He said that the Franchise Tax Board of California was 
considering a similar aotion against this organization bat was waiting 
the outcome of the Federal Investigation.

You may know that the Minister of Health described in reply to a Question in 
Parliament last July the measures the Government are taking to curb the growth of 
Scientology in the United Kingdom. I enclose a copy of this reply. 





We were interested to learn of the action taken by your Administration against 
the Scientology cult in the United States, involving the seizure of "Hubbard E-meters' 
and a large volume of related literature. We understand that after a jury found that 
the devices were misbranded by false and misleading dims in the literature, the 
scientologists moved for a new trial and for judgment and that after these motions 
were denied the claimants appealed to the U.S. Court of Appeals for the District of 
Columbia Circuit. I should be most grateful to know whether this appeal has yet 
been decided and, if so, the outcome.
